.,en oloipp of Verdure, and is seen standing out alone bttore sighting the margin of the 
ay.

JBeaeon No. I is a quadxilatorfd tower surmounted by a triangular appendix, jutting out 
slightly over the ados of the tower.

Beacon Nob. 3 and U are situated within the port, on the W. shcre, on an unmistakable 
site locally called ‘Chamadourb da Pedra.’ On the border of this low and slightly undulat¬ 
ing land, which is in general of a dark green tone, owing to the mangroves that cover it, 
th^ suddenly rises, forming a point, a yellowish white paten which looks like a big rock out 
vertically with the shore. In the whole port of Bartholomeu Dias this feature is unique and 
may be seen over the sands forming ‘ Maoovane Point ’ soon after entering the first part of 
the channel: as marked by beacons Nos. 1 and 2.

RESOLUTION. 

The Secretary of Slate for India has brought f o the notice of the Government of India 
that it not infrequently happens that natives of India, students or others, who have 
proceeded to England, desire to obtain passports to enable them to travel to foreign countries 
in which the possession of a passport is necessary or desirable, and that difficulty often 
arises from want of evidence to show that the applicant is a British subject, and therefora 
entitled to a passport. Appeals for assistance are also frequently addressed to His Lorfship 
by destitute Indians who desire to return to their country and by students who, owing to 
enibarrassed circumstances, are unable to complete their course of education. 

2. In order to enable the Secretary of Stale to deal with such cases satisf^torily, the 
Governor-General in Council has decided that it is necessary to press upon Indian students 
and others visiting England the desirability of providing themseives, before their departure 
from India, with an authoritative certificate of identity, in the form appended to this 
Resolution, signed by the head of the district (in a Presidency Town, the OommiMioner of 
Police), in the case of residents of British India and by the Political Officer in that of 
residents of Notive States. For a student the oertifioate ohould be signed by the head 
of Ids last school or college and counterri^ed by the District Officer (in a Presidency Town, 
the Commissioner of Police) or Political Officer, as the cose may be.

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EULBS FOE &EANTS<IN-AID TO COLLEGES IN BENGAL SANCTIONED 
IN BENGAL QOYEBNMENT ORDER No. 2888T.—G., DATED THE 

Mth OOTOBEB 

(1) GoTemment from time to time sanotionB ^tits<iii>aid to ooUegea not under 
Government management, vhioh work aooording to tne Transfer Rules of the Department 
and which fulfil the conditions presoribed in the following rules. 

(2) Annual grants are given in aid of ordinary reourring expenditure. Special 
grants are given in aid of non>reourring expenditure of a specim character. Temporary 
grants are also given in aid of boarding establishments, in accordance with the prmciple 
laid down by the Government of India that boarding-houses and hostels should be muHA 
self-supporting, so for as recurring expenditure is concerned. 

(3) Grants-in-aid are given on the, principle of strict religious neutrality, and no 
preference will be shown to any college on tne ground that any particular religious 
principles are or are not taught therein. 

(4) Applications for grants-in-aid are made direct to the Director of Public 
Instruction in the case of first grade colleges and through the Divisional Inspector of 
Schools in the case of second grade colleges. 

(6) Grants-ln-aid will m given only to such colleges as require the payment of fees 
from their students. The fee-rates shall be fixed in consultation with the' Director of 
Public Instruction at the time when the application for a grant is being made or renewed. 

(6) Free-studentships shall not ordinarily exceed 5 per cent, of the total number of 
pupils on the rolls. The governing body of colleges are at liberty to admit, in addition 
to the 5 per cent, allowable, Muhammadans as free students up to the limit of 8 per cent, of 
the total number of students on the rolls, but not exceeding 12 in aU. Colleges requiring 
special arrangements for free students must obtain the sanction of the Director of Public 
Instruction. 

(7) The governing body of any college by whom application for a grant is made must 
appoint a Secretory from among themselves, or some responsible member of the staff, to 
conduct their correspondence with tht Department. Every change of Secretary must be' 
notified to the Director of Public Instruction under the signatures of the new Secretary and 
the Chairman of the governing body. 

(8) Before a grant-in-aid is given or renewed, full information must be supplied 
on the following points, on which the amount of the grunt, if given, will depend:— 

(«) The constitution of the governing body, and the names of its members, together 
with their professions. 

(6) The suitability of the buildings, their site and surroundings, accommodation for 
students, furniture, attached library and laboratory, lighting and ventilation 
of the rooms, drainage of the surrounding premises, and the efficiency of the 
sanitary arrangements for the students and stoff. 

(c) The pecuniary resources, permanent and temporary, on which the college will 
depend for support. 

((Q The nam^ qualifications and salaries of the teaching staff, and the conditions 
governing their tenure! of office. 

(e) The average monthly receipts from fees. Government grants and other sources, 
and the average total monthly expenditure of the college in detail for each of 
the preceding three years. 

(/) The average number of students in each class for each of the preceding 
three years. 

(p) The rate of fees charged in each class. 

(h The results of public examinations during each of the preceding three years. 

(•) The provision made for physical exercise. 

(,;) The extent of hostel accommodation. 

(i) The amount of aid sought. 

(/) The treasury at which the grant, if sanctioned, is to be payable. 

(»j) The name and the class of the college or colleges within ten miles of the 
Institution. 

(9) Every new election to the governing body must be notified to the Director of 
PuUio Instruction under the signature of the Secretary and the member yr members elected, 
in the case of first grade colleges, and, through the Divisional Inspector of Schools, in the 
case of second grade colleges. If the governing body is not considered to be sufficiently 
representative, the Director may suggest any necessary alterations. 

(10) No grant shall be given, or, if given, it shall be withdrawn, unless the particulars 
given in connection with Rule 8 (/>) are satisfactoiy. 

(11) No new building shall be constructed for the college until the plan and estimates 
have Wn approved by the Director of Public InstruotioD. 

(12) The appointment and dismissal of every Principal, Professor or Lecturer shall be 
notified to the Department. The Department shall have power to enquire into any case 
of removal of a member of the teaching staff. 
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(IS) N« ^a&tg shall he given, naless the oonditioxM oi resideiioe of sfendrats ore 
satisfaotory, and unless dne attention is paid to this point hj the aatnonties of the 
oolege. 

(14) Any college to which aid is given, together with all its account hooks and other 
reoords, shall at all times ho open to inspeotion hy the Director of Pahlio Instruction, or a 
senior officer of the Department who may be deputed by G-ovemment for the purpose. In 
the ease of second grade colleges, nil account books and other records shall at all times 
be open to the insp^ion of the Divisional Inspector of Schools. 

(15) All receipts from whatever sources or for whatever purposes collected must be 
entered in the account books of the oollege. 

(16) Any balance at the credit of the college must he employed for college purposes 
only, and no portion of it shall be spent for any other purpose without the previous sanction 
of the Director of Public Instruction. 

(17) The surplus funds of the college must he placed to the credit of the college in 
some Bank at the end of each quarter, and the account should be made out in the joint names 

,of the Secretary and one of the members of the governing body who will be selected for the 
purpose by that body. 

(18) The following books shall also be kept:— 

(a) An admission register. 

\b) Attendance registers of Professors and students. 

(o) A students’ conduct register. 

Id) A register of transfer certificates issued and received. 

' (e) A visitors’ book. 

(/) A book containing the proceedings of the meetings of the governing body of the 
college. 

(g) A register of the progress of the students, indicated specially at periodical 
examinations. 

(/>) A correspondence file. 

(f) A library catalogue. 

(.;) A stock book of scientific apparatus, chemicals, etc. 

(k) A fee and fine collection book. 

(/) A subscription book. 

(m) An acquittance roll. 

(») A cash book. 

(19) At visits of inspeotion, (he inspecting officer shall enquire into the information 
■npplied in accordance with the provisions of Enle 8, and also into— 

(n) the efficiency of the teaching; ’ 

(b) the state of discipline; 

(e) the adequacy of the professorial staff, college library, teaching appliances and 
equipment of laboratories; 

(d) the courses of stndy, sul^eots taught, routine of work and arrangements for 

exorcises and tutorial assistance; 

(e) the striotness with which the college registers are kept and the transfer rule.s 

observed ; 

(/) the degree of efficiency attained in the eupervision of the hostels and messes 
attached to the college. 

(20) Grant-in>aid colleges shall as a rule follow the rules in Government colleges in the 
matter of holidays. Exceptions may he made under special circumstances and with the 
sanotion of the Director of Public Instruction. 

(21) Government may claim a fair share of any balance at the credit of a grant-in-aid 
college at the time of its abolition, as well as of the sale proceeds of auy college building or 
furniture .towards the erection or purchase of which a grant may have been made by 
Government.

(22) Annual grants-in-aid shall not exceed in amount the sums to be expended from 
private sources (after excluding the fees of scholars), except in special oases, under special 
orders of Government.

1. uippointiiunls .—The Secrelarv of State for India i" Council will, in the eu tinaer of 
190fi, niuko not less ihan ten appointments of Probationers for the Indian Forest Service, 
provided that so ninny onndldates are in all respeols qualified under t’ne oon<li’ion.s here.iial'tcr 
set forth, upon the results of a competitive examination to bo held iu London on tlio,28Lh 
August 190G, by the Uiv I Service Coiumissionors. 

2. AdiiiisHion to Examin tion. —Applications for ndmiision to the examination must bo 
made on a printed form to be oblained from the S crotary. Judicial an i Public Department, 
India Offiro, Whitoha’l, London, S. W , and to be returned to him not later than Stturday, 
doth June lOOti. No applications received after that dite will be coiisid-red. 

3. £nni'8.—Candidates must have attained tho ngi of IS, and not attained the 
age of 21, years <m the Ist January 190*). 

4. Natioinlitif, etc. —Every candidate must bo a natural-born Briti.sh subject lie 
must be unmairicd, and if he marries before reaching Indii, he will forfeit his appointment. 

5. Qualifying Examinations."' K candidate must have passed, i r must undertake to pass« 
before Octv ber .900 ifidling which his selection would be ciincclled!, the examination of the 
University of Oxford known as Hespoaslons or tho Previous D.<camination ot the University 
of Cambridge, or some one of the other examinations hel 1 (1) by these Uuiveisiti s or {2J by 
the Universities of London or Dublin or (3) by the Joint Board of Examiners for the Scottish 
Universities or the Scotch Education Department or (4 by the Co]I<>g^ Entrauoe Examina¬ 
tion Board of tho IJni ed States of America, and recognised by the Universities of O-xford or 
Cambridge as equivuieui to the Examination in Respunsions or to the Previous Examiuatiou, 
cr must have passed an axamiuation at some Foreign University which, in., the opinion of 
the Secretary of State iu Council, is at least equivalent to any one of the examinations above 
mentioned.

6. Medical Examination .—Those candidates who are provisionally successful iu the 
oompetitive examination will be required, shortly after the result of the examination is 
declared, to undergo a strict examination by a Mediofil Board at the India Office, at which 
paitioular stress will bo laid on good vision and hearhig. 

On passing this medioal examination oaodidatos will be deemed to be Probationers for 
the Indian Forest Service. 

9. Period if Probation .—Tcio period of probation will extend over about throe years 
For the first two years the Probationers will be required to undergo a special course of study 
at Oxford and to become members of the University if not so already. Duriug the third 
year of their probation they will receive practical instructions, viEiting under suitable super 
vision such Continental forests as m^ be aeleoted for the purpose. Excursions may also b

10. Chargen. —The Probationers will be reqtvred to defray all expenses for lodging, 
board, tuition, and ezoursionB which they may incur daring the period of their probation at 
Oxford. During the third year of praotioal instruotion on the Continent, which will consist 
of three terms, each Probationer will be required to pay in ^advance a charge of 60/. a term 
for which the Secretary of State for India will provide (1) board, lodging, and washing; (2) 
travelling expenses; and (3) fees to local forest officers, eto. 

11. Course of Study.—-'S'a.e prescribed oourae of study for the Probationers oomprises 
the following subjects:—

(1) Elementary Orgauio Chemistry and the Chemistry of Soils. 

(2) Geology. 

(3) Elements of Zoology and Forest Entomology. 

(4) Forest Botany. 

(3) Geometrical Drawing, Mathematics up to and including Plane Trigono¬ 
metry and Surveying.

(7) Engineering (Elementary). 

(8) Book-keeping, in reference to Indian Forest Aoconnts. 

II.—Fortslry^ Theoretical and Praeticnl^ in all its Branches. 

12. Conduct and Sledicul Jtequiremenls. —Every Probationer will be required to conduct 
himself during tijo period of probation in a mnnn«r satisfactory to the Secretary of State, and 
to give evideuoe of satisfactory progress in his studies iu such manner as may be required, 
failing which, or in the event of seriou:) iai>oon'.luot. he will be liable to have his 
removed from the list of the Probationers. 

- A Probationer may also, at the discretion of the Secretary of State, he required from 
time to tin)o to appear before the Medical Board, and, should ilie result bo UDsati»faotory, he 
will be liable to have his name removed from the list of ProbationAs. 

13. Diplama of Forestry, etc. —Daring the petiol of probation, the profloiency of the 
Probationers will be tebted Viy periodical examinations. 

The I’robationers who satisfy the Exammers in all these examinations, and complete 
satisfactorily the praot’cal course in Forestry on the Continent, will receive the Diploma of 
Forestry of the University of Oxford. It is dedrable that they should, if possible, ft| m> 
obtain a degree in the Honour School of Natural Scieuoo at the University. 

14. AppointHtenl and Sew' 0 )'%.—Probationers who obtain the Diploma of Forestiy, and 
are of sound constitution and free from physical defects which would render them unsuitable 
for errploynient in the Indian Forest Service, will be appointed Assistant Conservators in the 
Indian Forest Department. Their seniority will be determined by the results of the examina¬ 
tions held during their two years’ residenoe os Probationers at Oxford and the manner in 
which they have completed the praotioal course on the Continent. 

They will be allowed at the end of the period of probation to state their preferenos 
in respect to the Provinces to which they desire to be allotted ; but the distribution 
will be made to the several Prcvino<-s according to the needs of the publio service, at 
the discretion of the reoretary of State for India. Officers are, however, at all 
liable to be transferred from one Province to another at the pleasure of the Government 
of India. 

16. Riding —Every Piobationer, before.prooeeding to India, will bo required to satis¬ 
fy the S cretnry of State, in such manner as may be determined, of his ability to ride. It is 
desirable that this evidence should be forthcoming before the Probationer proceeds to the 
Coniiiieut for h's final period of study. 

• 16. ArUcles of Agi cement, etc. —Within a month of his nomination as Assistant Conser¬ 
vator, each nominee must sign articles of agreement describing the terms and conditions of 
his appointment; he must embark fur India when required to do so by the Secretory of State, 
and must engage his owu passage. Failure to embark at the slated time will, in the ahsenoa 
of satisfactory explanation, lead to forfeituro of appointment. 

17. Atlotcance. —An allowance will be granted to each Probationer on signature of 
his agreement, varying from_ 60/, to 100/,, according to the degree of proficiency and 
diligence shown by him during his practical course upon the Continent. 

18. Salary, —^An Assistant Conservator of Foresb will draw pay at the rate of 
ils. 8r;0 a month from the date of his reporting his arrival in India. 

10. Promolinn^ Leave, Pension and Provident Fund,—Promotion, leave and pension will 
be governed by the Begulations laid down by the Government of India, and made 
applioible to .Forest Officers, such Itcgulations being subject to any modifiestions or 
8 Iterations which may he made in them from time to time by the Government of 
end their iulcrprctatlou in case of'.nny doubt arising being left to that GoTemmenti 
A eemy of the existing regulations can be seen on application at the India Office.

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APPENDIX III. 

* Lbate. 

1. The following is a summary of the principal regulations relating to the leave 
admissible to officers appointed to the Indian Forest iServioe by the Secretary of State from 
the United Kingdom. 

Zo«f/ kace. 

2. Furlough is admissible to an aggregate amount of six years during the service. 
The amount ** earned ” is one-fourth of an officer’s active service, and the amount “ due ” is 
that amount less any enjoyed. 

3. Furlough without medical certificate can, if due, be generally taken after eight 
years’ active service, and again after three years’ continuous service. It is limited to two 
years at a time. 

4. Furlough with medical certificate is limited to one year if an officer has not cerved 
three years continuously; otherwise be may have leave up to two years, and it may be 
extended to a third year. 

6. The allo'tvanoeB admissible during furlough are :— 

(1) During the first two years of furlough without medical certificate and during eo 

muon of furlough with medical certificate as may be “ due, ”—half ave:age 

. saloi'y, subject to certain maximum and minimum Umits. 

(2) After the expiration of the period for which the foregoing allowances are admis¬ 

sible,—one quarter of average salary, subject to certain maximum and mini¬ 
mum limits. 

Shori Leans. 

6. Privilege leave is a holiday which* may be granted to the extent of one*eleventh 
part of the time that an officer has been on duty without interruption ; and it may be 
accumulated up to three months, earned by 33 mont hs’ service. During privilege leave, 
the officer retains a lien on his appointment, and receives the salary which be would have 
received if on duty. An interval of not less than six months must elapse between twoieriods 
of absence on privilege leave. 

Privilege leave ma^ be prefixed to furlough, special leave, or extraordinary leave 
without allowances. The whole period of leave thus taken in combination is known as 
combined leave. Combined leave (except when consisting of privilege leave and extraordi¬ 
nary leave without allowances) may not bo ot loss duration than six months, nor, except on 
medidbl oorlificate, may it be extended beyond two years. 

7. Special leave may be granted at any time for not more than six months, with 
intervals of six years’ service; allowances, calculated as during furlough^ are given during 
the first six months only,, whether taken in one or more instalments. This leave is included 
in the aggregate uf six years’ furlough admissible. 

8. Extraordinary leave without allowances may be granted in case of necessity, and, 
except in certain specified cases, only when no other kind of leave is by rule admissible. 
It may bo granted in continuation of other leave. 

9. Subsidiary leave in India for a minimum of ten days, usually with half average 
salary, is granted to an officer proceeding on or returning from leave out of India, or 
on retirement, to^cnable him to reach the port of en^arkation or to rejoin his appointment. 
It is admissible only at the end and not. at the beginning of combined leave. 

10. Short leave is also granted to enable officers to appear at examinations, etc.

11. Tjeave of absence, whelher on furlough or on privilege leave, oa;i never be claimed 

as of right, and is given or refused at the discretion of Government, ' 
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12. After five years’ ootitinxious absence from duty, an ofSoer is considered to be out of 

the employment of Govemment. ^ 

13. When leave allowanoes are paid'at the Home Treasury, or in a Colony wbereu. the 
standard of currency is sold, rupees are oonverted into sterling at the rate of exchange »ed 
for the time being for the adjustment of financial transactions between the Imperial and 
Indian Treasuries, unless any other rate has been exceptionally authorised. But for the 
present the rate of conversion is subject to a minimum of Is. 6d. to the rupee. • 


APPENDIX IV. 

Pensions and Provident Fund. 

1. The following is a summary of the principal pension rules a^lioable to officers of 
the Indian Forest Service appointed by the Secretary of State from the XJnited Kingdom. 

An officer of the Iifdian Forest Service is eligible fur a pension on voluntary retirement 
after completing 20 years’ qualifying service or attaining the age of 65 years. If at an 
earlier date he is compelled to retire from the service through ill-health not occasioned by 
irregular or intemperate habits, he becomes eligible for an invalid pension or a gratuity 
according to the length of his service. 


The amount of pension or gratuity is regulated as follows :— 

After a service of less than ten years, an invalid gratuity not exo ceding one month’s 
emoluments for each completed year of service.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


It has been represented to the Government of India by the Chambers of Commerce 
af Bengal, Madras, Bombay, Karachi and Rangoon and by various Fire Insurance 
Associations that the rates of duty on fire insurance policies prescribed by Article 
No. 47 (B) of Schedule 1 to the Indian Stamp Act, 1899 (II of 1899), unequal and 
in certain cases unduly high, and it was suggested by these bodies that the rates sh ould 
be reduced to a uniform all-round rate of one anna per policy issued or re-issued. T he 
Government of India have considered this proposal in consultation with Local Govern¬ 
ments and Administrations, and although they are not prepared to grant the large 
reduction asked for, they are of opinion that the present rates of duty on fire insurance 
policies are unnecessarily high. It is accordingly proposed in the Bill to substitute for 
the present rates, which vary according to the amount and period of the policy, a uni¬ 
form duty of four annas in respect of every original fire insurance policy when the sum 
insured is less than Rs. 5,000, and of eight annas in other cases, and the same duties 
on every premium payment, iu addition to the usual stamp-duty of one anna on receipts. 
The Government of India are of opinion that under the arrangement proposed it is 
desirable to impose the liability to stamp the policies and receipts upon the companies 
which issue them. This condition has not been objected to by the various Fire 
Insurance Associations who have been consulted by the Local Governments. 

2. Secondly, the Bill provides for the legalisation of an existing but at present 
unauthorised practice of dividing the stamp-duty, payable on marine insurance policies 
between copies drawn in duplicate. 

3. The Bill also contains certain other minor amendments of the Stamp Act, 1899. 
These amendments (to which effect has already been given by means of executive 
orders) relate {a) to^ the admission of ■ private banking firms to the benefit allowed by 
section 51 of Act in regard to the refund of the value of unused stamped papers, 
(i) to a general exemption from duty of copies of, or extracts from, certificates relating 
to births, baptisms, marriages and deaths, and (c) to the reduction of the duty on mort¬ 
gages of crops when the loan is repayable in more than twelve but not more than 
eighteen months.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASO.MS. 


It has been represented to the Government of India that considerable practical incon¬ 
venience is felt by the requirements of seclion 23 of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 
1859 (i of 1S59), and that a much more suitable provision on the subject of running 
agreements in the case of foreign-going ships making short voyages is that which clause 54 
of the Indian Merchant Shipping Bill (as amended by the Select Commitiee when that 
measure was last before the Legislative Council of the Governor General in 1896) proposed 
to substitute for the existing enactment. The Bill just referred to has not been proceeded 
with owing to the disabilities imposed on the Legislature in India by the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894 (57 & 58 Viet., c. 60), and it is impossible to predicate when consideration of 
it will be resumed. In the meantime it is proposed to enact the particular provision in 
question; but, by reason of the disabilities already alluded to, it has been found necessary 
to limit its operation to foreign-going British ships which have been registered in British 
India in accordance with the provisions of (Jie Statute of 1894, or which have been so 
registered in the United Kingdom but are not employed in trading with ports in the United 
Kingdom.

tho latrine shall be provided for flushing purposes. 

(vi) A notice-board shall be affixed to each such latrine showing tho number of 

persons for whom it is designs 1; and an automatic recording lock-out 
turnstile shull bo provided, wnioh shall not admit a greater number of persons 
than that shown on the notice board.

The Report of the Board of Beveoue on Land Bevenne Administration fcr the 
yew 1904.06. 

The report was submitted with commendable punotualitj, reaching Qor- 
ernment nearly a fortnight before the 31st August, the date on which it 
was due* 

2. Nothing could well give a more striking picture of the extraordinary 

diversity of the Province than the portions of 
Geoeral. report dealing with the condition of the 

peonle, the prices of food and labour, and the state of the weather and 
crops during the year under review. Almost all the districts with their 
diverse interests are shortly dealt with, providing a vivid glimpse of the Prov¬ 
ince as it is. Drought and excessive rainfall, a total failure of the crops on 
one side and a full Imryest on tbe other, the rapid development of railways and 
factories in one direction and the lapsing of once well-cultivated land back into 
jungle in another are but a few of the contrasts furnished by the report. The 
vicissitudes experienced by the Patna Division alone are noticeable. A heavy 
downpour in July and August, it is reported, caused considerable damage 
to the hhadoi crop. Then came drought in September, injuring the paddy, 
which was only just saved from total failure over a large area by the storm of 
October 17th and 18th. Then again, in February and March, rain, hail and 
frost combined to destroy the rabi crop and seriously affected the outturn. 
In Mymensingh, the jute crop suffered from excessive rain early in the season 
and inadequate rainfall when the plant was maturing. In the neighbouring 
district of Dacca, the crops are reported excellent. In Noakhali, heavy rain, 
during ffie early part of April, considerably damaged the crops, while, in the 
Chittagong Hill Imcts, seasonable rainfall product a markea increase in the 

outturn of plou^ paddy. The diversity 'of the 
Oroia. crops is Scarcely less noticeable than the climatic 

Auditions to which they were subjected. Every form of paddy, rabi, bka^ 
au», Oman, aghani, boro, marua, wiakai with tea, jute, indigo, opium and 

tobacco were all brought under omtivation. The 
price of foodstuffs i^ows the same variation, caused 
chiefly by local and temporary conditions. Only in four districts—Darjeeling, 
Rangpur, Champaran and Singhbhum—was the price of common rice station¬ 
ary, while in 16 districts it was higher and in 26 districts lower than in the 
previous year. Owing to the reduction of duty on salt, its price was lower in 
all the districts of the Province, save in Burdwan, Midnapore, Bbi^lpur, 
Sontbal Parganas, Pabna, Puri, Angul and Manbhum, and here the rise was 

not appreciable. Wages, as in the previous year, 
remained stationary, save where disturbed by 
unusual conditiJns. Th^ rose in Birbhnm and Bankura owing to the opening 
of new railway lines; in Hooghly owing to the demand for labour in mines and 
factories; and in Ihurjeeling owing to the activity caused by the Tibet Mission. 
In Nadia, they showed a tendency to return to normal auer the higher rates 

caused by extensive railway works in the previous 
^ nsterisl oonaition of the year. ■ The material condition of the people, in 

spite' of the adverse climatio conditions which 
affected many parts of the tbrovince, was on the whole prosperous. Though, 
owing to unseasonable rainfall and severe frosts in the cold weather, 
the crops were somewhat below the average, it was not suf^ent, save in 
excepti<mal eases, to affect tbe material prosperity of the people or the 
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revenue returns of the ^ear. Industries oontiuaed to create an ever-inoreasingf 
demand for labour. In Birbhum, railway work provided for many hundreds 
of labourers In Midnapore, the opening of the large railway workshop at 
Kharagpur caused a great demand for labour of all kinds. In Uooghly, work 
was to be found, in the mills and other industries, on good wages. In this 
district, there are many well-to-do traders, and the chikan needle-work provides 
lucrative employment to a large number of Mussalmans; wl ilu a considt-rable 
number of persons are also employed in the manufacture of cotton and tataar 
cloth and in brick and tile making. A great many are also employed as clerks 
in Calcutta. The development of industries in the district of Tip per a demanded 
skilled labour, such as blacksmiths, goldsmiths and carpenters. - In Noakhali, 
the Victoria Memorial Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition brought to light 
certain industries, such as the manufacture* of cloths, cutlery^ and wood-work in 
Ramganj and mats in Feni. The opening of the railway has also given a 
marked impetus to the cultivation of jute, the exportation of which is steadily 
increasing. In the Sonthal Parganas, the activity of the lac trade brought 
much' money into the district. Against this prosperity, there was the preva¬ 
lence of plague in portions of the Patna Division, and an epidemic of cholera 
and malaria of a severe type in Jessore and the partial failure of staple crops 
in Burdwan, which considerably affected the material condition of the people 
there. In the 24-ParganaB, the Collector notices a general tendency towards 
decline in the prosperity of the people of rural tracts near the manufacturing 
centres. He remarks that there is great difficulty in cultivating the high land.H 
surrounding the villages owing to the dearth of labour, and the result is the 
growth of dense jungles around village sites wliich seriously detract from the 

healthiness of tlie villages themselves. The Immi- 
mmigration. gration of Sonthals and other aborigines into 

Hooghly and Burdwan for cultivation, for work on the hrick-delds and in tho 
coal mines continued. Nearly hal| the artisans in the jute mills belong to tho 
districts of Bihar and the eastern part of the United Provinces and Orissa. 
In the SundarWns tracts, labourers from Orissa, Midnapore, Chota Nagpur and 
Sonthal Parganas immigrated largely, some of theni coming with the object of 
settling permanently, others merely for temporary work during the harvest 
season. The immigration of coolies from Chota Nagpur, Sonthal Parganas 
and Nepal to work on tea-gardens in the Duars and Darjeeliner took pla^ as 
usual. Permanent immigration of Sonthals and Bunas into Dinajpur, Jalpai- 
guri and Rajshahi took place to some extent when these immigrants settled 

down and became regular cultivators. With 
Enugratioa. regard to emigration, very large numbers of m^ 

emigrated temporarily eastwards, in the cold weather, after the rice had bem 
harvested, returning in the hot weather. During the year under review, 4,270 
persons, including dependants, emigrated to Assam to labour on the tea-gardens 
there. The number of registered emigrants who went from Bankura to Assam 
riigbtly increased, while in Midnapore recruitment altogether disappeared. In 
Monghyr only 68 coolies were recruited against 288 last year, the sudden 
decrease being attributed to the outbreak of plague in the recruiting season. 

3. The first portion of tho report deals with tho collection of land 

revenue, in which some interesting .ntatistics, are 
Part /.—CollMtioa of land giyen and comparisons made with previous years, 
revenue. One of the most noticeable features of the statistics, 

which are given in detail in Appendix I, is the continued reduction of the 
balance of arrear demand, which now stands at a considerably lower figure than 
in any previous year of the quinquennium. The percentage of total arrear 
oolleetions on. total arrear demand in permanently-settled estates was P8'X2,tho 
hmhest for the preceding four years.. Only in five districts did the collections 
fjJl short of 99 per cent. The percentage of total collections on current 
demand and of current collections on cuvrent demand, however, fell slightly 
. short of those of the preceding three years. In 

Mioni. remissions made there is a marked reduction, 

the figures being the lowest for the lost five years. Remissions of grace were 
allowed mainly in the estates held direct by Government on account of death, 
desertion or poverty of raiyats, failure crops, diluvion and deterioration of 
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soil. Oqi^derablj more than half the remissions under this head were n^e 
in tbethr^ districts of the ’^4>PaTganas, Ohittaigong and Palamau. BemissioDS 
of ri|^t were chiefly' duo to dilarion, .the release of lands to private zamindars 
at^&e acquisition of lands for public purposes. The nominal remissions 
were mainly deductions for erroneous assessment of lauds, mistakes in accounts 
and non-settlement of relinquished holdings, and it is satisfactory to observe 
that by far the largest reduction is noted under this head. 

4. The total recei])ts of miscellaneous'revenue, including receipts from 

forest lands in Government estates, were more than 
MMcvUuuwug rerenue. double the amount of the previous year. This 

striking increase was due mainly to the recovery of survey and settlement 
dharges. Other receipts were in the districts of Burdwan and the Sonthal 
Parganas. In the former, nearly the whole amount of more than half a lakh of 
rupees represented the charges for repairs to Government embankments realised 
firom the Burdwan Raj; while, in the latter, the receipts (Rs. 66,106) were mainly 
on account of royalties on aabai grass and fees for fuel. The total outstanding 
balance amounted to Rs. 46,138, and consisted mostly of dues under Act XX of 
1848 and of the survey and settlement charges. 

£». Both cesses were, as in the preceding years, levied at the maximum 
^ , rate of one anna in the rupee in the 43 districts 

Parganas, in which the Act is being gradually introduced, the valuation, for 
the first time, of some of the resettled estates was completed and given effect 
to from the beginning of the year 1905-06. The current demand of cesses, 
as in the previous year, shows a large increase of over u lakh and a half, mainly 
due to revaluations in various districts, of which Rangpur, Noakhali, Gaya, 
Rajshabi and Bazaribagh contributed the largest shares. It is satisfactory to 
note that the total cullectionB on tbe net curreui demand was 100*4, against 
99*2 of the preceding year. During the y^ under review, revaluation pro¬ 
ceedings on an extensive scale were in progress in the districts of Burdwan, 
Birbhum, Bsnkura, Hooghly, Dinajpur, the regulation portion of Jalpaiguri, 
Rangpur, Bogra, Pabua, Dacca, ^ymensiugh, Faridpur, Tippera, Saran, 
Champarau, Muzaffarpur and Malda, of which the work in the regulation 
portion of Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Bogra, Dacca, Tippera, Saran and Malda has 
been completed. 

6. Of the total number of 458 redemptions of land revenue allowed 

during the year, no less than 443 were contributed 
by .the district of the 24-Parganas alone, and were 
^^arently due to the wide circulation of the rules rega;i^iag redemption. In 
Chittagong, however, where the number of petty estates unredeemed is 13,544, 
the proprietors are still reported to be unwilling to redeem. 

' 7. There has been a large increase in the number of revonne money- 

orders from 253j849 in the previous year to 
369,870 in the year under review. The amount 
remitted, however, has only increa^ from 
Rs. 22,92,810 to Rs. 24,11,712. This large increase in the number of orders 
and the comparatively onall increase in the total amount remitted show the 
increased popularity of small money-orders consequent on the reduction of 
fees for sums of Rs. 6 or less. The introduction,' during the year, of separate 
forms of money-oxders for land revenue and oesses has doubtless contributed 
to the increased number of orders issued. 

Payment of rent by money-orders is now in force throughout Bengal

sore, Angul^ tbe Sontbal Parganas and Chota 
Nagpnr. In Puri the system is still not taken advantage of by the tenants; 
moneyi-orders, covering Rs. 328,' being issued'during the year. In Ohota 
Magpur^ ^ougb the system is not in force, rents remitted by money*prders arc 
accepted in Government khastbahals, and the Board is requested to consider 
tmd report , !wlmther thei^stem might not now be introduced in the Ohota 
Kagpnr Divifion; I'he percental of refusals is very large in certain du^otSf 
pam««nliHdy i'si Obamp^ *whereiti8 aa higfa as 73*3 per oent.

The Board U requested to enquire idto this 
whcdesale refusal of money orders by landlords in Champaran and to ascertain 
whether it is confined to a few estate or is general; and, if so, whether the 3 re 
is any special cause. 

8. It is satisfactory to note that there were only 19 cases in which 
^ ^ - Commissioners found it necessary to refer to 

Opention of tiie S«le Law. Government for the annulment of sales on the 


ground of hardship. The chief causes, which led to estates in various districts 
being brought to sale during the year, were disputes among co-sharers, wilful 
defaults, diluvion, difiBcul^ in getting possession when estates had diluviated, 
but subsequfflitly reformed^ insolvency of proprietors and annulment of encum¬ 
brances. The Sale Law was generally administered with due leniency and 
moder^ion. 


9. With regard to» certificate work, the disposal of cases in the Province 

generally has been fsuly satisfactory. A striking 
Certifies to mms. exception, however, is the 24-Pargana8, where the. 

number of cases pending for more than six months rose from 88 to 1,076; the 
percentage of disposals there bein^ only 65*5, against 83'42 in the previous 
year. 'J'he Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to observe that the Board is of 
opinion that the working of section 21 of the Public Demands Recovery Act, 
which permits a judgment-debtor to redeem his property after sale by pay¬ 
ment of the amount of the certificate with costs and <n a penalty equal to one- 
tenth of the auction-price to the purchaser, has proved satisfactory. In various 
districts, auction-purchasers have shown themselves not unwilling to accept the 
return of their money with one-tenth of the purchase-money added as profit, 

10. The second portion of the report deals with the administration of 

the land revenue. The condition of the raiyats on 
Part JZ— Admisutratioa of Government estates was on the whole satis- 

aa rovoaue. factory. In Burdwan, some hardcdiip was caused 

by the excessive floods in the mouth of July, but the suspension of the realisa¬ 
tion of the first two instalments of rent till the harvesting of the winter rice 
and spring crop afforded sufficient relief. In Bankura, the tenants were un¬ 
fortunate, as tney suffered from a succession of bad harvests and the damage 
done to their holdings by the River Darkeswar. In the Chittagong district, 
the winter crop suffered to some extent from the unusually high flood in the 
Cox’s Basar subdivision, in August 1904, and a cyclonic gale, m the northern 
part of the district, in November of the same year. The rabi crop were also 
seriously damaged by the heavy continuous rain in March last. It is stated 
that tiie pople of Cox’s Bazar have hardly yet regained their former prosprity. 
In Monghyr, the Ganges flood in the naonth of August, caused great distress 
for a time, but prompt meastures were taken and there was no loss of life in 


any Government estate. 

In Midnapore, the management of kitas mahals by a Deputy Collector 
acting directly under the Collector has not proved satisfactory, and it has been 
decided always to post a Civilian as Subdivisional Officer at Contai in futuxe. 

11. A very important change has been made in settiement work since 

Abandonment of dual control of the year. The system of dual control 

eadastmi anrroy and reaced- of cadastral survey and khanapnn (record-wrxnng) 
wntina. hithnrto followed has been abandoned, except in 

tbe case of tbe reoord-of-righta now going on in the Bhagalpnr Division, 
and since the beginning of October last the cadastral survey in Cboto Nagpur has 
been placed under the Settlement l^partmeskt. The change has been introduced 
to prevent friction and to improve tbe supervision of oflScers engaged in the 
survey by fdaoing them altogether under one deprtment. It is of the first 
importaoiee that there should be no neglect of acciuacy in survey work, and 
the Board has been requested, to report spqpially on this pint next year. 

12, It has also been arranged that the High Court should depute a certain 

number of Muitsifs for a few months to learn the 
Montifi to learn principles of settlement work and to enable them

Board is requested to report on the experience gained by Munsifs nrom t'nis 
txauaing.

revised) District Magistrates should endeavour to obtain informaion from them 
of all changes in the holding of land not otherwise brought to notice. 

14. Many irrigation and drainage works were undertaken in difEerent 

. parts of the Province. One of the most important 

Imgttion and drainaga. schemes is that for the drainage of the Mograh&t 

and Kaorapukar swamps, undertaken to improve the condition of a large tract 
of laud measuring two hundred and ninety square miles and of the navigation 
channels in the southern portion of the 24-Parganas. The coat has been 
estimated at over 17 lakhs of rupees, of which Government has promised a 
oontiihution of live lakhs, the balance to be paid in 30 years by the levy of an 
additional cess equivalent to four times the road cess. Work commenced 
towards the end of the year and has made satisfactory progress. 

15. The new Estates Partition Act is reported to have generally worked 

smoothly. No case of enhancement of rents by 

Ssutes Parution Act. landlords immediately after a partition has been 

brought to light. The provision in the Act for the distribution among the 
tenants of parchas^ which contain particulars of the holding and the existing 
rents, will, it is hoped, serve to check any subsequent attempt on the part 
of zamindars to enhance rents. 

16. The Backergunge portion of the Sundarbans was transferred during 

tlie year from the jurisdiction of the CommiHsioner 
The Sun srbans. Sundatbans to that of the District Collector, 

and under Government orders a system of raiyatwari settlement will in future 
replace the leases to large and small capitalists. 

17. The levy of illegal ceiwes in audition to rent still prevails to a regret- 

. table extent throughout the Province. Lon*r 

Zatmodan cease*. custom and inability to resist the authority of the 

landlord prevent the tenants from availing themselves of the protection afforded 
by the law. They have but too often found it cheaper to pay for the good¬ 
will of their landlord than to resist the illegal demand and suffer innumerable 
petty annoyances at his hands and those of his retainers. In Ranchi, where 
old customs are specially tenacious, disputes between raiyats and landlords 
regarding rates of rent and predial services, such as rukumat and bcyari are 
still common. It is hoped that the extension of the survey and record-of-rights 
may place a check in the future upon all such petty disputes and illegal 
exactions. 

18. The Bengal Tenancy Act governs the relations of landlord and tenant 

in the greater portion of the Province. It is 
PaH 7//.—Rent. partially in force in Orissa and the Sonthal Par- 

ganas, and, for the purposes of a record-of-rights, portions have been recently 
extended to the districts of the Ohota Nagpur Division except Manbhum. The 
Commissioners generally agree that the Act continues to work smoothly, 
although its object is frustrated in many instances by the attempts of power^l 
zamindars to obtain illegal enhancements of rents in and out of Court, to levy 
abwah* abolished by law and to violate tenant rights in other ways. 

10. The lieutenant-Governor thanks the Board for their successful 
administration of the Land Revenue Department. The names of officers 
mentioned as deserving of special commendation have been noted by the 
Lieutenant-Governor and will be recorded by the Appointment. Department.

9. The remissions of land revenue granted during the year were Bs. 796 in perma- 

Reraiiaioas, nently-settled estates, Be. 6,428 in temporarily-settled 

estates and Bs. 1,18,312 in estates held dire^ by Govem- 
rnent, making a total of Bs. 1,20,536 of which Bs. 47,314 represented remissions of grace, 
Bs. 43,477 remissions of right and Bs. 29,745 nominal remissions, against tie. 35,567, 
Bs. 43,214 and Bs. 85,050, respectively, in the preceding year. 

10. The remissions of grooe were allowed mainly in the estates held direct by 

nf... Government on aooonnt of death, desertion or poverty of 

raiyats, failure of crops, diluvion and deterioration of soil. 
They were largest in the districts of the 24'Parganas, Chittagong and Fakmau, in which 
they amounted to Bs. 20,289, Bs. 5,304 and Bs. 8.082, respectively. 

11. The large remlssionB granted under this oloss were Bs. 5,626 in Jalpaiguri, 

P . . Bs. 5,551 in Faridpur and Bs. 7,346 in Noakhali and were

Bs. (>,10,865 in the previous year. The increase was mainly 
due to the recovery of survey and settlement charges. The largest amounts realised aider 
the head *' Other receipts ” were in the districts of Bordwan and the Sonthol Parganos. 
In the former nearly the whole amount (Bs. 57,480) represented the charges for repairs to 
Government embankments {jmlbotuli) realised from the Burdwan’Baj, while in the latter 
tho receipts (Bs. 66,108) were mainly on account of royalties on labai grass and fees for fuel. 
A sum of Bs. 20,974 was remitted during the year chiefly in respect of fines under 
Acts XX of 1848 and Vll (B.C.) of 1876. The total outstanding balance amounted to 
Bs. 46,136 and consisted mostly of fines underact XX of 1848 and on the survey and 
settlement charges.

The cases disposed of were in exoeM 
of the iustitutions in all the Divisions except the Presidency and the Ghota Nagpur 
Divisions. •.••••• 

As to tho falling off in the disposal of oases in the Presidency Division, the Commis¬ 
sioner writes:— 

“ Including the number pending at the beginning of the year, the total number of cases 
for disposal was 17,862, against 16,980 in the preceding year. Out of these 13,474 oases or 
76 4 per cent, were disposed of against 83-0 in the previous year. Tho most unsatisfaotory 
point to he noticed is the large increases of oa«os pending more than six months for which the 
24-Parganas is almost solely responsible. The percentage of disposals in the 24«Pargana« 
was 66'5, against 83*42 in the previous year. The decrease in ihe percentage of disposals is 
explained to be due to the fact that a large number cf oases (2,167) were instituted during 
the last quarter of the year. The explanation can be only partially oorreot. The number 
pending for more than six months in this district rose from 88 in the preceding year to 1,076.

owing to the damage caused by the exoeseive flood, in Jnly.^ 
Go9d^ioa.o(i*ix«totnaot«naMiit ^ut the sn^ension of tihe realisation of the first two instal- 

ments of rent till the harvesting of the winter rice and spring 
orope. afiForded soffioient relief. In Birbhum it was better than last year, while in Hb^hly 
it wee genenJly good. In Banknra the tenants were unfortunate^, as they eo^rca 
hom a" (accession' of bad hsu-vests and the damage done to their holding by the 
river Barkeswar. The early cessation of rainfall in the latter part of the season somewhat 
sheeted the ontti^ of the wiuter rioe crop in the Badar khas mahals in Midnapore. 
The raayats of tbe Contai estates in the same district, except the water-logged tracts 
ei- the Oohtai and the Bhagwanpur Circles, had good crops and were generally 
jraomrous. In the tracts referred to there has been a partial failure of crops owing 
to oefeotive drainage. To remedy this, G-ovemment has sanctioued. the clearance of silt 
from 1(1 khals in the Contai snbdivisiuu at a cost of Bs. 9,211, and the drainage of the 
tract near the Tajpnr embankment at a cost of Bs. 11,751. 'l4iese works are being exeout^ 
under the sapervision of the Publro Works department. The condition of the raiyats in 
the Tomluk khas mahals was generally iroad, while that of the Ghatal Government estates 
e(as.fair. In the latter there was a psrtuil faihue oi crops, and the raiyats suffered &am a 
severe ontfareakof malarial fever. In paragraph 61 of last year's report referenne was mode 
to an appeal.by the Commissioner for the opening of dispensaries in two circles, vis., Bhag¬ 
wanpur and Birband^.' The residents of the latter circle are willing to onntribate Rs. 17-8 
per mensem for the purpose and to provide a suitable building for a dispeosury. But the. 
r^iilents of the Bhagwanpur Oirole decline to make luiy ooutributlon fur the proposed 
dispensary in that birde,' though they agree to provide suitable quarters for it. 

61. The material condition of the khaS mahsl raiyats was generally satisfactory 
thronghout the Presidency Division, but in oerloin areas crops sujSered fi'om untiiqely rain 
and inimdatbn of salt water. The khas mahol tenants in the Kajshalii Division were, on 
tb^whole, prosperous and escaped epidemio disease and other natural cadamities, thoagh the 
zainfail in the year under report was not altogether favourable. The oorniition of the 
tenants in the Dacca and Chittagong Divisions was generally good. Thou^rti the season was 
not so favourable in Tippera as in the preoeding year, thp short on^urn of jute was 
compensated for by high prices, and the prosperity of the tenants does not seem to have 
bem appreciably affected. In Moakhali good harvests were obtained^ which, however, led to 
lower prices. In the Citittagong distriot the outturn of paddy orops was good though the 
wjuater. crop suffered to apme extent from the nnusually high flood in the Cox’s Bazar 
•nl^Tisioin .in Angnst 1961, and a oyclonic gale in the northern part of the distriot in 
KovambeiL 190A Saif crops were seriously daniaged by the heavy oontinuous rain in 
March ipst. It is. stated'that the people of ^e Cox’s Bazar have hai^ly yet regained their 
lozmeir prosperity. 

‘ In the. Patna Division the condition of the tenants was, on the whole, satiafaotcry. 
The raiyfds of. 8 ^ 1 X 19 ..Bstates. suffered from plague, and sdme damwe was done to the crops 
by' boil ah^ ffost. ilie epnditinn of the khas mahsl tenants in Bhagalpur and irnrnea.wM. 
good, while, in ^ Monghr^ and Malda,,it was, 0 x 1 . the whole, fair. The Ganges flood in 
Angnst caused! great hardship for a time in Monghyr, but prompt measures were taken and 
theid was np Iqes of life in any Government estate. In t)ie Sontbal Pargonas both the biackri 
and winter orops were poor, but sotivity in the lac trade and the abundant mahua crop gave 
considerable relief to the raiyats. The conditmn of the tenants of ail the Government 
estates .in the Orissa Division was generally prosperous, though owing to iiwaffioienoy 
of rain in September and Ootober, there was some loss of crops in Puri. The oAdition of 
Gie raiyats in Hazaribagh and Banohi was generally good and prosperous, while in 
Falamau there was a marked improvement. It is reported that the Hos of the Eolhan 
Goyenuxient Estate in Singhbbnm are in a very prosperous condition.

91. The embankments are reported to have been generally maintained in good 

Smbankmaatf. condition during the year. 

92. The 53 miles of Government erabaukment on the banka of iheDamolar and 22 

. . miles cn the right bank of th« Adjai in the district 

Burdwan were effioiently maintained duiing the vear. 
There are at present six gaps existing on the base or the 
' retired embankment at Nathn, MohunpiW and Berupara, all of which were protected during 
the year. The main channel of tie Damodar below the Bogna breach is very rapidly 
silting up. The bed of the river l^ng higher than the liegna ohannel, no water can go 
down the river below the Begna during the oold and hot sea-ons. A proposal to improve 
the main ohannel and to prevent the river water from flowing off through the begna 
breach is under consideretion. After the floods of the 18tb July 1904 serious erosion 
started in the bank of the 12tb and 13th mile oi the Damoder left embankment at Ta'oona. 
Owing to the fear of a serioos breach in the embankment at this place a retired embank¬ 
ment was completed during the your under report. The effect of the retirement of the 
embankment cn the right bank of the _ Damodar has, on the whole, proved benefioinl. The 
area damaged by the depoeit of sand since the opening of the Bongatba and Lakra breaches 
111 1890 is now gradually becoming arable By silt deposits, and it is hoped that witli.in the 
next few years the country on the light side of the river will be raised above the highest 
tiood leveL 

In Midnaporo there are 23 unbai.lmenis, of which 19 ire ra-r failed i nder the 
controoi system, and four by the opportionu ent of the actual expenditure incurred bjr tbe 
Public Woiks Deportment. Of tbe 23 embankments, one (tbe Joli cmlankmeut) is in 
charge of the Executive Engineer of tbe Balasore Division, and the run aining 22 in obarse 
of tbe Executive Engineer, Oossye Division. Tbe new oon^racts wiib regard to tbe 19 
emBanknieuj(s have been simrtioned for 15 years from April 1904 at an annual janta of 
Bs. 49,763i3. The contract with regard to the Joki embanxment has slso been renewed.for

24<pMKMia«, Mtt^dab^Dd g*-"'— aluioes, inolndlng one takavi slnioe, were maintained at 

the cost of OoTeroment, while 26 tokavi aloibes were 
maintained at the oost of the aamindars, besides these, there are three Goremment sluioes 
maintained by tbe Oalontta Oorporation. These were reported to haTe been somewhat 
neglected by the Corporation and are in a bad state of repur. The question of their 
retransfer to the Pnblio Works Department is under consideration. All the other sluices 
were reported to be in good c'jndition. A takavi embankment, neuly seren miles long 
from Kalahari to Sxikrietopur, was nearly completed during tbe year, and the ezronditure 
incurred was Bs. 41,258. Three takavi sluioes were oonstruoted at Tangrabcnria, SrOcristopur 
and Dhulkali at a ooet of Be. 22,917. Besides tbe above the oonstmotion uf three retired 
lines of emtMinkment was oommenoed during the year. 

In Murshtdabad most of the samindari embankments were inspected daring the year. 
Many of tiiese were not in good repair. As regards those for whioh pvibondi allowance is 
payable, necessary steps were taken to have the rroairs executed by the samindors In one 
case the embankment had been breached by the flood, and the samindors’ pvtXboivdi allowance 
was stopped in consequence. As regards the embankment for whioh pvibondi allowance is not 
payable, tbe Snbdivisional OfiBoers were asked to use their influenoe with the samindars with 
a view to Induce them to execute necessary repairs as soon as possible. The scheme for the 
construction of an embankment near Kashipnr was taken up, and the Executive Engineer 
reported that it would protect 3,000 bighas of land, and estimated the oost at Bs. 3,100. 
' Tne Collector of Khulna reported that the embankmeots in his district were maintained in 
fairly good condition. Bupees 2,020 were expended in constrnoting new embankments in 
Government estates in tbe 8adar and Bagerhat subdivisions. The Collfotor, Mr. Ahmiul, has 
pointed out that the district of Kbnlna needs not only, large embankments to prevent the 
inflow of salt-water, hut also the drainage of excess water from the fields. 

94. In Chitta^ng the annual expenditure for the maintenanoe of embankments is 
. . increasing year by year. The sea having encroached in 

many places, the maintenance of the western embankment 
of the Eutubdea island has now become a serioue question. 
In addition to Rs. 600 allotted for ordinary repairs of the embankment whioh suffered from 
an abnormally high tide in August last, the Board of Bevenue sanctioned a farther sum of 
Bs. 2,000 for protecting the embankment by iron pipe sluices designed to dose automatically 
and keep out tide water, Tbe Khonkhonabad embankment in the Satkania Circle was 
encroached upon by the sea and a retired line further inland bos to be constructed: for this 
a sum of Rs. 8,758 was sanctioned by the Board of Bevenue. A part of the broken embank' 
ment having been ewept away by the high flood, a sain of Bs. 500 was spent on urgent repair 
to protect rice-fields from further inundation. The Bonskhali sea-board embankmeat and 
tfahirasarongu embankments were maintained in proper repair at a cost of Rs. 3,192. Tba 
work of the Gomatah and Pokekhali embankments in the Cox’s Bazar has been oompleted, but 
still some additional work at a ooet of Bs. 2,766-6-6 is necessary in order wholly to protect 
the land from the ingress of salt water. 

96. The Gandak embankment which runs through the four north Gongetio districts of 
Divuioa Patna Division is maintained under the oonkraot system. 

Out of a total demand of Be. 71,789, a stun of ^ 49,685 
was oolleoted and a sum of Bs. 8,021 adjusted from the previous advonoe collections. The 
balance outstanding at the olose of the year was Bs. 14,0d3. The Turk! and Doudpur 
embankments in Muzaffarpur, the Ganges embankment ilV Darbhanga, and the Sakribandh 
in Patna and Ghiya were maintained under the takavi system, 

96. There are four pnblio embankments in Bhagalpur Division, vis. (1) the Monghjrr 

Bhagaipcr Diviuon. embankment in begusarai, (2) the Ohondan embankment in 

Banka, (3) the Beiwa embankment in Purpea, and (4) the 
embsnkmeot on tbe right bank of the river Mahananda. The Mahananda embankment 
protects the district head-quarters of Malda and is maintained entirely by Government. In 
August last a severe flood from the Ganges submerged a large part of the Begusarai subdivi¬ 
sion of Monghyr and oamaged the embankment known as the Gnptabund rear Begusarai. 
In oonMqueooe of the disastrous effects of last year’s flood, tbe Government directed tbe 
initiation of prooeedings under the Embankment Act for bringing the embankment under its 
provisions. The Collector has since been taking tbe necessary steps, at the ooet of the zamiu- 
dars, to repair last year’s breaches. 

97. All tile embankments maintained under Act XXXII of 1855 remained under the 

OriMa Dlviaton. '•toharge of the Public Works Department. No serious 

breaches were reported from any distriot except Balasore, 
where Ibh Jamooonda embankment was bresmhed in three places by tbe floods of tne Suhania- 
rekha river. In Cnttaok a stone-payed weir aoroSs a spill channel of the Brahmani river 
known as the Danardan Ghai was practically oompleted during the year. The entire oost, 
eetimi^d at Rs. 12,141, was oontrihuied by the people interested. The Collector, 
lAr. Fischer, has intwested himself in this project, whioh, it is hc^d, may be followed by other 
similar works to minimise the destructive effects of still channels. 1 n Puri the brMoh at 
Adlsibad on the left bank of tiie Bbargovi whioh bad been Uit open for many years was 
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ilA !nie reports indioate thul: the new Act has genendly worked smoothly. No oase 

of eohanoement of rents by landlords immedutely after a

The* 
area oompriaed is 380,464 aorea. No sew oidtiVation leases were granted daring the year 
to larm or to smidl oapitaliats. The n.smber of new oultieation leases to large oapitalists at 
the, dose of the year was 203, against 204 in the preceding year. The area comprised 
in those leases was 360,982 aorea with an erentaal maximum revenue of Bs. 2,13,734. The 
reclamation operations in Frasorgan| in the 24-Parganas portion of the ^mlarbans began on 
the 16th NoTember 1904 and are still in progress. Tue area aotualhr cleared was 2,611*20 
aeres, or 7,899 higbas. The expenditare inmirred up to the close of the year amounted to 
Ks. 66,174>10«6, against an allotment of Be. OS,050. The coat of the operations per bigha 
on the total expenditure is a little over Bo. 8. If, however, the value of the dead stuth in 
band be excikiawl, the coat per bigha on the total area cleared is nearly Bs. 6. 

127. The Badrergunge portion of the Sondm*banB was transferred daring the year 
from the jurisdiotion of the Oommissioner in the Sundarbans to that of the District CoUeotor, 
and under Government orders a system of raiyeUwari settlements will in future replaoe the 
leases to large and small oapitalists. Draft nides are now under the consideration of Govern* 
ment. The survey of ohnr Mir Mahomed Ali, parts I and 11, in the distriot of Noakbali, 
was Bnished in December 1903, but Mr. Sander’s report on the subjeot was submitted to the 
local offioers in June 1904. A raiyatwari settlement has been proposed for the tract. The 
proposal ia under the consideration of the Board, as also the questioa of granting a speoial 
allotment for the reclamation of waste lands in the district. 


129. The levy of illegal cesses in addition to rent prevails more or less throughout the 
eews. prorinoe. Ljong custom and inability to resist the authority 


of the landlord prevent the tenants from availing themselves 
of the protection afforded by the law. Usually the tenants make these excess payments in 
consideratiou of a return in the shape of laxity of oolleotions, abstention from enhancements 
which conld be lawfully made uid small personal privileges suoh as those relating to tanks, 
trees, ete., and also with a view to secure the good>will of the landlord and his servants. 
There has, however, been a growing tendency on the port of the tenant to resist such 
demands, and it] is hoped that the extension of the survey and Teoord-of*rights may in the 
future impose a praotW ^eek on suoh ezaotions. • • * • 

130. In Banohi, dimutes between raiyats and landlords regarding rates of rent, 
predial servioes, eto., are stm as oommon as ever. Five oases for commutation of services into 
their money value were instituted during the year against four in the previous year. The 
Settlement Department has, however, prooeed^ smoothly on the whole with commutations 
of predial and other servioes known as rvkumat and begmri. 


180, The subjeot of the maintenance of Land Beoords is now dealt with in the Director’s 
of Und suoarO,. ^tUcmcnt Bcport for the survey year ending the 30th Sep¬ 
tember. No orders of the Government os to the prooednre 
and agency for the maintenanoe of the settlement records of North Bihar, Onssa, and 
Chittagong have yet been received. Meanwhile an experiment is being tried in the 8adar

J84. The rainhill of the province was above the normal in 30 distriots and below it 
WMtbarMdaroM. in 16. In the Burdwon Division most of the high lands 

mpa. yetm brought under cultivation and prospects were^ very 

hopeful till the early oessation of the raius'in September and October. Floods in the 
Ghatal and Ooutai subdivisions in the district of Midnapore caused by the heavy rain¬ 
fall in July and August injured the orops in the low-l 3 ring areas. Gennpared with the 
preceding year the rainfall was in excess in idl the distriots of the Presidency Division, but 
wias not evenly distributed. The outturn was, however, satisfactory^ on the whole. The 
abnomuA iminfall of June and July prevented the cultivation of winter rioe in the greater 
pesrtion of'the low-lying lands in the Barasatand Basirhat subdivisioos of the 24-Parganas. 
l^e orops in some parts of the Diamond Harbour subdivision also suffered. In Nadia a 
poor winter rioe orop was obtained, but the outturn of the bhadoi rioe_ and jute orop was 
favourable. The rtm orops fared badly in this Patriot on aooount of hailstomis, heavy ram 
and extreme oold in Feomary and Mareih, In Murshidabad a bumper Made* crop was 
expected, but it suffeted eonuderably from the Bhagirathi floods. The win^ rioe 'was 
damaged materially by drought, while the raW oorops had to oontend agaizut froet in February 
and heavy rains in Manh. In Jessore the outturn of the orops was about the same as in the 
preoeding year. The outturn of the 'winter and Madoi orop m SHmina was 98 and 74 per 
oenti respeotively. In the distrida of Bajshahi and Fabna, the outturn of both bbadoi and 
winter noe was better than that of the tMvious year,•but owing to the early subsidence^ the 
flood water the latter did not yield mote tmui the normal oiritum. The b/toM in 
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tbe xeMpUng dutrieto of the B«|iAiahi Dhriaioo snSeied from exeeinive e&d natimelj rainfall, 
whSyi W^^iikiiMy of lain affented the final onttom of the arinter on^. Jute wee up to the 
nvemlpe in BajahahL In Dinsipur and Pabna its onttom varied from 60 to 87'd, reepeotivelj. 
OBaeeda and other oereals were nelow the normal, and vegetables and the tobaeeo oroM were 
daim^d bj the frost in Februarj. Tbe outturn <d marua in D^eeling and that of tea in 
both the hilly distriots was good. The rainfall in the Daooa Division was generally favour* 
able to winter rioe. In Daooa the orops were exoellent. In Myxnensingh Aero noe was a 
normal crop, but the bhadoi rioe and jute orops were qhort. Jute suffered mm exoessive rain 
early in the season, and the inadequate rainfall when the plant was maturing. In Faridpur 
the orop returns were satisfaotory except in the the oaee of the ra6t orops wh^ were afteoted 
by the oold spell in January. The outturn in Baoikergunge was below normal except in the 
case of must^. Winter rioe was again a little below bhadoi rioe, and pnlses owsiderably 
below normal, while jute was only half a normal erop. In Tippera the exoessive rainfall was 
unfavourable to jute, rioe and other oropS; the rabi crops suffered to a oertain extent from 
excessive oold. In Noakhali heavy r»in duri^ the early part of April considerably damaged 
the ra6i crops and endangered tbe au$ orop. Fortunately, however, tbe rain in Hay was very 
favonrable to this crop as also to tbe amon orcm* Jute was much below the average, while 
betel nnte and ooooannts were average. But for the heavy rainiall in November Cmittagong 
would have enjoyed a bumper harvest. Notwithstanding that the winter rioe in the low 
lands snfiered eonsiderably, the averse was roMhed in most parts of the district. Season* 
able rainfall in tbe Ohitts^ong Hill £raots prodnoed a marked inorease in the outturn of 
plough paddy. There was a wght increase in the outturn of jum paddy and cotton. Tbe 
heavy downpour in July and A.ugast in the Patna Division caused oonsiderable damage to 
the bhadoi. The paddy was injured by drought in September, and was only just saved from 
almost total failure in large areas by the storm of Ooiober 17th and 18th. Bain, hail and 
frost in February and Maxoh oombined to reduce tbe onttom of the rabi orop which fell below 
the normal. A great deficiency in the rainfall in September oaused muen anxiety for the 
crops in the Bhagalpur Division, bnt fortunately good rain fell jnst before it wss too late 
exo^ in tbe greater part of tbe Sonthal Parganas. In Monghyr exoessive rein in July and 
August damaged the bhadoi, while defloienoy of rain in the next two months caused great 
lou of agkani rice and affeoted the outturn of the rabi. The outturn in Bhagalpur woe, ou (be 
whole, satisfaotory. The rabi orops of Malda suffered from exosssive oold and frost. The 
unequal and untimely distribution of the rainfall in the Sonthal Parganas did not benefit any 
orop. The heavy downpour in June and July injured thoL&Aadot harvest. In the Bajmabal 
subdivision the loss wus greater owing to floods. The extremely scanty rainfall in Smtember 
and Ootober tednoed the outturn of aghani rioe, while want of rain at sowing time, lollowed 
by excessive rain and oold in spring, (footed the returns of the rabi crop. In Monghyr the 
outturn of opium (poppy) is estimated at 70 in the former agoinst 97 in the preceding year, 
and in Bha^lpnr at 100 in both years. The outturn of toWoo was poorer in every district 
than in the last year, as the orop suffered much from frost. It is stated that the oiiitiTation 
of jute is extending with great rapidity in Pumeo, the outturn being 81 against 76 in 1903- 
1904. The ludigo outturn was poor except in Malda. The mango and mdberry crop in this 
district are stated to be of oonsiderable importance, but no reliable statistios are as yet avail- 
aUe regarding them. In Orissa the rainfall was not favourable to the bhadoi and the winter 
rioe orops. l^e rainfall in the Ohota Nagpur Division exceeded the normal, bnt the distribu¬ 
tion was faulty. Ihere was a heavy decrease in the onttom of the rabi crops in all the districts 
in tbe Chota Nagpur Division which was due to the want of seasonable rains and also to tbs 
frost and heavy rains in the oold weather. 

185. Oompared with the previnus year the prioe of common rioe was higher in 16, loiver 
^ ^ j. u in 26, and stationary in 4 distriots, vie., Dujeeling. Bansr- 

^ pur, Champaran and Singhbbnm. In Calcutta the ]^oe of 

wheat was considerably lower, while in Murshidabad and Daooa and in three dii^uts 
^ the Bajshahi Division tbe price was higher than in the year 1903-1904. A similar 
rise occurred in fiaran, Muxaffarpor, Darbbanga, Singhbhum and Ilooghly. The 
prioe of bsrley was higher in Faridpur, Buxdwan, Murshidabad, Saran, Hoc^hly and the 
Sonthal Parganas. Tbe prioe of tlus food-grain was speoially low in Daooa:! . Thera was a 
f^l in the prioe of gram in 18 districts and a rise in 24 others, chief of the latter being 
Midnapore, Faridpur, Caloutta, Jessore, Khulna, Ohamroran and the Sonthal Parganas. 
The price ^ maise increased in all tbe distriots of the Chota Nagpur Division and deoUue^ 
in six districts of the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisioos. Owing to the reduotion in like duty ■ 
•on salt, its prioe was lower in all the distriots of tbe proviooe with the exception of Bordwan, 
Ij^dnapoxe, Bl^galjpur, Sonthal Parganas, Pabua, Puri, Angul and Manbham. The rise in 
. nkost <n these distnots was, however, not appreciable. 

Aa in the previous year, wages remained atarionary ^oept in a few looalities 
ThiW rose in Birbhum and Banknra oudng to the opening of tbe railway line, and in iSoc^hly 
they ritowed a tendency to rise in oonsei^aeuce of the demand for labour in mills and fsotoiieH. 
The iBisrion caused an increase in wages iu Darjeeling. In Dinajpur skilled iaboar 
send oooliea reeeived higher wages than in 1903-1904, while the rate for former 

vras biffher also in Deoghtu in the Swtl^ PoiganSs. There woe a slight inorease

jghouKeie A annas io 4 aniwie. The CoUeotor explalne that the high wages in 
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1003<1004 ware probably daeito tbe great demande for laboor on the Baneghat*Mtmbidabad 
Ilailway. In the year under review a steadier influx of labourers was obfasined from other 
distiiots, and the work on the railway line is now nearing completion 

187. In Burdwan, the material condition of the people was not prosperous daring the 

eoadition of tb. p«T>i. ye«^m oons^uenoe of tlie partial ^ 

(iBoiuding iatar.diitriot imnilKi^ini in JiirDDum, the oondition waa satisfactory, as there was a 
sDd MDi^tion). greater demand for labour and there was a good hanrest of 

paddy straw, even where the' paddy itself failed. Bail way work provided for hundreds of 
labourers. In Baukuroj the' people are poor, and the ogrioultural population is heavily 
involved in debt. In Midnapore, the people were much bettw off, owing to the good outturn 
of winter lioe. In the oentral port of the district the opening of the large railway workshop at 
£baragpore caused a g^eat demand for labour of ^1 kinds. In Hooghly," the oondition of 
the lower olasses in the towns continued satisfactory, and they found plenty of work in the 
mitltt and other industries on ^d wages, 'f'be people in the mafassal, too, are many of 
them well-to^o traders, ana the ehikan needlework provides lucrative emplc^ment to a 
large number of Musalmans, and a oonaiderable number of persons are also employed 
in the manufacture of cotton and tassar cloth and in brick and tile making. A great many 
are employed as clerks in Calcutta. There was considerable failure of the rice crop in 
nnirrigable areas. 

186. In the 24-Fargana8, the oondition of the people in the manufacturing oentrea was 
pToaperouB The Colleotor notices a general tendency towards decline in the piosperity of 
the people of rural tracts near the manufooturing oentrea. He remarked that the*e is great 
diffioulty in cultivating the high lards surrounding the villages owing to the dearth of labour, 
and the result is the growth of dense lungles around village sites which seriously detract from 
the healthiness of the villages In Nadia, winter crops were poor, but the'yield of the 
Ihadoi rioe woe satisfactory. The oonstroction of the Banaghat-Murshidaliad Railway 

S rpvided work for the labouring olasses. In Murshidabad, the bhadoi crops were damaged 
y exoeaaive rain, while the aman suffered from floods as well as from want of seasonable rain. 
Measures were taken to relieve distress by advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans Aot and 
by a grant from Babu Ham Lai Mnkerjeo’s fund. In Jessore, the condition of the people 
was not satisfactory, though harvests were fairly good, there being an epidemic of cholera 
and malaria of a severe type. The new industry of curing tobacco Started in the prerious 
year was iu a satisfactory oondition. In Khulna, the oondition ot the agricultural classes 
was better than in the previous year. The rice orop was good and the yield of betel and 
oocoauat was also satistaotory. 

189. In the Rajshahi Division, the oondition of the labouring olasses was good, and, in 
Darjeeling, high wages were enjoyed by the coolies and dandiwallas owing to the demand for 
labour oaused hy the Tibet operations. 

190. In the Dacca Division, there was no perceptible material change in the condition 
of the people, and the year was, on the whole, one of normal prosperity. 

191. The development of industries in the district of Tippera demanded skilled labour, 
Buoh as blacksmith, goldsmith and carpenters. In Noakhali, the people are, an a rule, well 
off, and no prepsure of population was felt in any part of the district, though diluvion of the 
chur lands leads almost every year to temporary distress in individual oases. The Victoria 
Memorial Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition brought to light certain industries, such as 
manufacture of cloths, cutlery and wood work in Uamganj and mats in Feni. The opening 
of the railway has given a marked impetus to tin cultivation of jute, the exportation of 
which is steadily increasing. The steamer service to Kutnbdia and Cox’s Baxar has 
established the position of both those places as sea^side health resorts. A heavy storm on the 
26rd November 1904< oaused a number of wrecks among the fishing fleet at Sonadia. On the 
18th of Marob a tornado passed over Moheskhal, causing some damage to property and lo.ss 
of lives. 


192. In the Patna Division, the prevalonoe of plague entailed much saffering among 
all olaues in the districts of Patna, Gaya, Shahanad and Saran, and to a lesser degree In 
Mnzaflarpur and Darblianga. Ohamparan, liowevor, was practically free from plague and 
from fever and cholera. 

193. In the Bhagalpur Dlvisioti, in oonsequonce of a very severe flood from the Ganges 

in August, there was great loss of bhadoi crops in Begusorai, but some compensation was 
found in the deposit of silt which was of groat benefit to the rabi crop. The help which was 
given from Rom Lall Mukerjee’s fund and by l ians from Government enabled the people to 
tide over the calamity. In the Sonthal Parganas, the year was, on the whole, a hard one 
for the agriculturists. I'he activity in the fac trade brought much money into the district. 
The health of the Division was not good. Plague re-appeared in Monghyr and Bhagalpur. 
Malarial fever raged throughout Purnea at the end of the rains and beginning of the cold 
weather. ’ 

) 94. The oondition of the people in the Orissa Division was generally satisfactory. 
Althongh the outturn of the staple fool-orop of the Division was below the normal, the loss 
was more than compensated by the surplus uf food-stocks of the previous years and prices 
ruled easier than the year before which itself saw' lower prices than any year rinoe 1898-99. 
The railway with a gradually developing systpm of feeder roads is odming steadily into

_»maadnlSiaoxe qaiokly. 

19d. The people of toe Ohoto Nagpur ‘Division vrere, duriitg toe year under report, 
fairly prosperoas. In Haianbegfa, there was no material change in toe condition of the 
peo]^,^t l^e poorer dasees who live chiefly on BMirii 0 , etoiai and other bhadoi orops suffered 
to a certain extent from the bad outtora of to<»M orops. Snffioient employment 1% however, 
avatokhle at the ooal and ndoa mines and on toe Geya*Blatras Bailway line which is still 
under oonstraetion. In Banchi and Hanbhum, toe opndition of toe people was gwoerally 
good. In Manbhnm, the Bailway oonstraetion works and lao industry gave emplo;irmeat to 
toe labouring olaases; the cool mines afforded work to 29,423 labourers. At Deslii^j, in 
Palaraau, the yield of the orops was 92 per oent., though there was short rains. That so 
much was seoured is due entirelj to the repair and extensicn of irrigation works. 

196. The peasing of the Ohota Na|;par Tenancy Amendment Act by prohibiting salee 
of agiioultnral holdings had a omsidetable -effeot in reducing the raiyats’ borrowing poww. 
This is espemally notioeahla in Dhalbhum, where the professional money-lendw u chiefly 
found. 

197. During the year under report, the immigration of Sonthale and other abotiginse 
into^ Hooghly and Burdwan for ouUivation, for work on the fariok-flelds and for ooel minee 
oontinued. Nearly half the artisans in the jute mills belong to the distriots of Bihar and 
the eastern part of toe United Provinoes and Orissa. No labonrezs of the district of 
Birbhum left the distriet or worked elsewhere. There was no immigration into Banknrsk 
The number of registwed emigrants wito depeoduits who went from Baakara to the Assam 
tea-gardens was 223, against 216 in the previous year. In Midnapore, the recruitment of 
ODolIw to Assam altog^er disappeared. Coolies are now engaged to immigrate entirely by 
free rearuitmu working under seotian 92 of Aot VI of 1901. In the Sundarbans tracts, 
labourers from Orissa, Mdnapore, Ubota Ncgpnr and 8onthal Farganes immigrated largely; 
some of them came with the object of setUing permanently, others merely for tmnporaiy 
uwk daring the harvest season. With the inoreaae of new mills in the Barraokporc sub¬ 
division, the pqpnlstion of immigrants from Bihar and United Provinoes inoreatod rapidly, 
^erc was no emigration in toe Bajshabi Division. The immigration of coolies from 
Chota Nagpur, Sonthal Farganas and Nraal to work on tea-gardena in the Dnara 
and Darjeeling took place as usual. The Tibet Kiasion led to the importotion of a 
number of foreigneia for employment on tranaport and road work. Permanent immigration 
of Sontoals and Bunas into Dinajpnr, Jalpaigori and Bajshabi took place to some extent 
when_ these immigrants settled down and became regular cultivate. In the Daooa 
Division, there was the usual influx of up-oountry mbouren to work at the jute 
preases daring the raino and fur earthwork daring the odd weather. There was also 
the^ annual indoz of labourers from the neighbouring distriots into Baokergunge 
daring the amam harvestiog season. Labourers came to Tipperu from Chittagong and 
Noakhaliand also from Bihax distriota. Jute firms at Chandpur furaisbed employaient 
to many laboorevs from Bihar and the United Provinoes. large number of lahourert 
frmn Noakhaii emigrded temporarily to Baokergunge, Burma and Caloutta to harvest 
orcqps, to work in steamers or for purpooes of trade. A large number of laboureza went 
to Akyab and Rangoon to work in paddy-fields during the oold aeaaon. From too Cox's 
Basar 26 families emigrated to Arraoaa, 203 families were recorded as having immigrated 
into toe Chittngong Hill Tracts and 246 families os having emigrated to other distiiots, 
In Monghyr, 98 coolies were recruited for the tea distriots, agai^ 286 of the previona 
year. The decrease was attributed to the outbreak of plague at the leoruiting season. In 
the Sonthal Pa^ a nas, there was an increase in immigration at the end of the year. In 
the Orissa Division, the inter-distriot flow of laboarars m s^aroh of employment also ooa- 
tiiuied as before. Puri was as usual visited by streams of pilgrims, espeoi^ly on the oeoaskm 
of the Doh and Biith Jatra festivals. In the Chota Nagpur Division, there was no 
immigratiem, save of those who came to work in the mines or on _ tbe railways. In legard 
to enoigratiun, very large numbers of men migrated temporarily in the oold weather alter 
the rice had been harvested eastwards, returning in too hot weather. During the year 
under report 4,270 person^, including dependauts, were induced to emigrate to Assam to 
labour on the tea-gardens there.

Report of the Board of Revenue on Land Revenue Administration for the 
year 1904-05. 

The report was submitted with commendable punctualitj, reaching Gov¬ 
ernment nearly a fortnight before the Slst August, the date on which it 
vrewe dnft. 

2. Nothing could well give a more striking picture of the extraordinary 

diversity of the Province than the poitions of 
General. report dealing with the condition of the 

people, the prices of food and labour, and the state of the weather and 
crops during the year under review. Almost all the districts with their 
diverse interests are shortly dealt with, providing a vivid glimpse of the Prov¬ 
ince as it is. Drought and excessive rainfall, a total failure of the crops on 
one side and a full harvest on ttie other, the rapid development of railways and 
factories in oiie direction and the lapsing of once welhcultivated land back into 
jungle in another are but a few of the contrasts furnished by the report. The 
vicissitudes experienced by the Patna Division alone are noticeable. A heavy 
downpour in July and August, it is reported, caused considerable damage 
to the hhadoi crop. Then came drought in September, injuring the paddy, 
which was only just saved from total failure over a large area by the storm of 
October 17th and 18th. Then again, in February and March, rain, hail and 
frost combined to destroy the rahi crop and seriously affected the outturn. 
In Mymensingh, the jute crop suffered from excessive rain early in the season 
and inadequate rainfall when the plant was maturing. In the neighbouring 
district of Dacca, the crops are reported excellent. In Noakhali, heavy rain, 
during tlie earlypart of April, considerably damaged the crops, while, in the 
Chittagong Hill Imcts, seasonable rainfall produced a marked increase in the 

outturn of plough paddy. The diversity of the 
crops is scarcely less noticeable than the climatic 
conditions to which they were subjected. Every form of paddy, rahi, hhadoi 
am, aman, aghani, horo, mama, maiai with tea, jute, indigo, opium and 

tobacco were all brought under cultivation. The 
price of foodstuffs shows the same variation, caused 
chiefly by local and temporary conditions. Only in four districts—Darjeeling, 
Rang^ur, Champaran and Singhbbum—was the price of common rice station¬ 
ary, while in 16 districts it was higher and in 26 districts lower than in the 
previous year. Owing to the reduction of duty on salt, its price was lower in 
all the districts of the Province, save in Burdwan, Midnaporo, Bhagalpur, 
Sontbal Parganas, Pabna, Puri, Angul and Manbhum, 'and here the rise was 

not appreciable. Wages, as in the previous year, 
”■***• remained stationary, save where disturbed by 

unusual conditions. Th^ rpse in Birbhniu and llankura owing to the opening 
of new railway lines; in U^gfaly owing to the demand for labour in mines and 
factories; and in Darjeelin^wing to the actitity caused by the Tibet Mission. 
In Kadia, they showed a tendency tc return to normal a^er the higher rates 

paused by extensive railway works in the previous 
Ths sMteiki oonditton of the year. •The material condition of the people, in 

spite of the adverse climatic conditions which

affected many parts of the Province, was on the whole prosperous. Though, 
owing to naseasonable rainfall and severe frosts in the cold weather, 
the crops were somewhat below the average, it was not sufficient, save in 
ezceptipDal eases, to affect the material prosperity of the people or the

revenue returns of the year. Industries oontinued to create an ever-increasing 
demand for labour, in Birbhura, railway work provided for many hundreds 
of labourers In Midnapore, the opening of the large railway workshop at 
Kharagpur caused a great demand for labour of all lands. In Hooghly, work 
was to TO found, in t'he mills and other industries, on good wages. In this 
district, there are many well-to-do traders, and the chikan needle-work provides 
lucrative employment to a large number of Mussalmans,* wl ile a considerable 
number of persons are also employed in the manufacture of cotton and iatsar 
cloth and in brick and tile making. A great many are also employed as clerks 
in Calcutta. The development of industries in the district of Tippera demanded 
skilled labour, such as blacksmiths, goldsmiths and carpenters. In Noakbali, 
the Victoria Memorial Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition brought to light 
certain industries, such as the manufacture 'of cloths, cutlery and wood-work in 
Kamganj and mats in Feni. The opening of the railway has also giren a 
marked impetus to the cultivation of jute, the exportation of which is steadily 
increasing. IntheSonthal Parganas, The activity of the lac trade brought 
much money into the district. Against this prosperity, there was the preva¬ 
lence of plague in portions of the Patna Division, and an epidemic of cholera 
and malaria of a severe type in Jessore and the partial failure of staple crops 
in Burdwan, which considerably affected the material condition of the people 
there. In the 24-Pargana8, the Collector notices a general tendency towards 
decline in the prosperity of the people of rural tracts near the manufacturing 
centres. He remarks that there is great difficulty in cultivating the high lands 
surrounding the villages owing to the dearth of labour, and the result is the 
growth of dense jungles around village sites which seriously detract from the 

healthiness of the villages themselves. The Immi- 
lumigra ion. gratiou of Southals and other aborigines into 

Hooghly and Burdwan for cultivation, for work on the brick-iiclds and in the 
coal mines continued. Nearly half the artisans in the jute mills belong to the 
districts of Bihar and the eastern part of the United Provinot?8 and Orissa. 
In the Sundarbans tracts, labourers from Orissa, Midnapore, Chota Nagpur and 
Southal Parganas immigrated largely, some of them coming with the object of 
settling permanently, others merely for temporary work during the harvest 
season. The immigration of coolies from Chota Nagpur, Sonthal Parganas 
and Nepal ta work on tea-gardens in the Duars and Darjeelinir took place as 
usual. Permanent immigration of Sonthals and Bunas into Dinajpur, Jalpai- 
guri and Rajshahi took place to some extent when these immigrants settled 

down and became regular cultivators. With 
Emigration. regard to emigration, very large numbers of men 

emigrated temporarily eastwards, in the cold weather, after the rice had been 
harvested, returning in the hot weather. During the year under review, 4,270 
persons, including dependants, emigrated to Assam to labour on the tea-gardens 
there. The number of registered emigrants who went from Bankura to Assam 
slightly increased, while in Midnapore recruitment altogether disappeared. In 
Monghyr only 98 coolies were recruited against 283 last year, the sudden 
decrease being attributed to the outbreak of plague in the recruiting season. 

3. The first portion of the report deals with the collection of land 

revenue, in which some interesting utatistics, are

given and comparisons made with previous years. 
One of the most noticeable features of the statistics, 
which are given in detail in Appendix I, is the continued rnduction of the 
balance of arrear demand, which now stands at a considerably lower figure than 
in any previous year of the quinquennium. The percentage of total arrear 
collections on toted arrear demand in permanently-settled estates was 08’M2, the 
highest for the preceding four years. Only in five districts did the collections 
fall short of 99 per cent. The percentage of total collections on current 
demand and of current collections on current demand, however, fell slightly 
. . short of those of the preceding three years. ^ In 

miuioni. remissions made there is a marked reduction, 

riie figures being the lowest for the last five years. Remissions of graw were 
allowed mainly in the estates held direct by Govemment on account of death, 
desertion or poverty of raiyats, failure of crops, diluvion and deterioration of 




soil. Ooztisiderably ttore tban half the retuenona ihis head were n^e 
in thethfee districts of the 24^Pa^an{ui, Ohitti^tig sad Pahuium. BemissioQS 
of right were due to diluvioD} the release of lands to private samindars 

and we acquisition of lands tor public purposes. The nominid remissions 
were mainly dednotions for erroneous assessment of lands, mistakes in accounts 
and non*8ettlement of relinquished holdiugs, and it is satisfactory to observe 
that by far the largest reduction is noted under this head. 

4. The total reoei])t8 of misoellaneons revenue, including receipts from 
... ,, forest lands in Government estates, were more than 

aneou* rerenne. double the amount of the previous year. This 
striking incrt^ase was due mainly to the recovery of survey and settlement 
charges. Other receipts were in the .districts of Burdwan and the Bonthal 
Parganas. In the former, nearly the whole amount of more than half a lakh of 
rupees represented the charges for repairs to Government embankments realised 
from the Burdwan Raj; whUe, in the latter, the receipts (Rs. 66,106) were mainly 
on account of royalti^ on sahai grass and fees for fuel. The total outstanding 
balance amounted to Rs. 46,138, and consisted mostly of fines under Act of 
1848 and of the snrvey and settlement charges. 

6. Both cesses were, as in the preceding years, levied at the nr niy iTnmT> 

rate of one anna in the rupee in the 43 districts 

Parganas, in which the Act is being gradually introduced, the valuation, for 
the first time, of some of the resettled estates was completed and given effect 
to from the beginning of the year 1905-06. The current demand of cesses, 
as in the previous year, shows a large increase of over a lakh and a half, mainly 
due to revaluations in various districts, of which Rangpur, Noakbali, Gaya, 
Rajshahi and Hazaribagh contributed the largest shares. It is satisfactory to 
note that the total collections on the net current demand was 100*4, against 
99*2 of the preceding year. During the year under review, revaluation pro- 
clings on an extensive scale were in progress in the districts of Burdwan, 
Birbhum, Bankura, Hooghly, Dinajpur, the regulation portion of Jalpaiguri, 
Rangpur, Bogza, Pabna, Dacca, Mymensingh, Faridpur, Tippera, Saran, 
Champaran, Muzaffarpur and Malda, of which the work in the regulation 

C tion of Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Bogra, Dacca, Tippera, Saran and Malda has 
n completed. 

Of the total number of 458 redemptions of land revenue allowed 
during the year, no less than 443 were contributed 
by the disjtrict of the 24 Parganas alone, and were 
apparently due to the wide circulation of the rules regarding redemption. In 
Chittagon|g, however, where the number of petty estates unredeemed is 13,544, 
the proprietors are still reported to be unwilling to redeem. 

7. There has been a large increase in the number of revenue money- 

orders from 253,849 in the previous year to 
369,870 in the year under review. The amount 
remitted, however, has only increased from 
Rs. 22,92,810 to Rs. 24,11,712. This large increase in the number of orders 
the comparatively small increase in the total amount remitted show the 
increased popularity of small money>orders consequent on the reduction of 
fees for sums of Ks. 5 or less. The introduction, during the year, of separate 
forms of money-orders for huud revenue and cesses has doubtless contributed 
to the increased number of orders issued. 

Payment of rent by money-orders is now iii force throughout Bengal 
b, !" Daqeolmg, Outtaok, &la- 

sore, Angul, the Sontnal Parganas and Ghota 
Nagpur. In Puri the system is still not taken advantage of by the tenants; 
money-orders, covering Rs. 328, being issued during the year. In Ghota 
Nagpur, ^ough the system is not in force, rents remitted by money-orders are 
accepted in Government khas mahals, and the Board is requested to oonsidcar 
and report whether the system might not now be introduced in the Ghota 
Nagpur Dmjwn.

o. It is satisfactory to note that there were only 19 cases in which 
- . a, » Commissioners found it necessary to refer to 

Operation of th» 8 k 10 Law. Government for the annulment of sales on the 

ground of hardship. The chief causes, which led to estates in various districts 
being brought to sale during the year, were disputes among co-sharers, wilful 
defaults, diluvion, difSculW in getting possession when estates had diluviated, 
but subsequently reformed, insolvency of proprietors and annulment of encum- 
tnanoes. The Sato Law was generally ^ministered with due leniency and 
moderation. 

9. With regard to certificate work, the disposal of cases in the Province 

generally has been fairly satisfactory. A striking 
Certifioato omm. exception, however, is the 2i-Parganas, where the 

number of cases pending for more than six months rose from 88 to 1,076; the 
percentage of disposals there being only 65*5,-against 83*42 in tlie previous 
year. '1 he Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to observe that the Board is of 
opinion that the working of section 21 of the Public Demands Recovery Act, 
which permits a judgment-debtor to redeem his property after sale by pay- ’ 
inent of the amount of the ceztiBcato with costs and of a penalty equal to one- 
tenth of the auction-price to the purchaser, has proved satisfactory. In various 
districts, auction-purchasers have shown themselves not unwilling to accept the 
return of their money with one-tenth of the purchase-money added as pix^t. 

10. The second portion of the report deals with toe administration of 

the land revenue. The condition of the raiyats on 
■W—AdiainiBttfttiou of Government estates was on the whole satis- 

lu rewanuo. factory. In Burdwan, some hardship was caused 

by the excessive fioods in the month of July, but the suspension of the realisa¬ 
tion of the first two instalments of rent till the harvesting of the winter rice 
and spring crops afforded sufficient relief. In Bankura, the tenants were un¬ 
fortunate, as wey suffered from a succession of bad harvests and the damage 
done to their holdings by the River Darkeswar. In the Chittagong district, 
the winter crops suffered to some extent from the unusually high flood in the 
Cox’s Bazar subdivision, in August 1904, and a cyclonic gale, m the northern 
part of the district, in November of the same year. The rabi crops were also 
seriously damaged by the heavy continuous rain in March last. It is stated 
that the people of Cox’s Bazar have hardly yet regained their former prosperity. 
In Monghyr, the Ganges flood in the month of August, caused great distress 
for a time, but prompt measures were taken and there was no loss of life in 
any Government estate. 

In Midnapore, the management of klias mahals by a Deputy Collector 
acting directly under the Collector has not proved satisfactory, and it has been 
decided always to post a Civilian as Subdivisional Officer at Contai in future. 

11. A very important change has been made in settlement work since 
Abandonmeut of dual control of ‘^6 cImo of the year. The system of dual control 

cadaatral anrvey and record- of cadastral survey and khauapun (record-wnting) 
writing. hitherto followed has been abandoned, except in 

tbe case of the record-of-rights now going on in the Bhagulpur Division, 
and since the beginning of October last the cadastral survey in Cfaota Nagpur has 
been placed under the Settlement Department. The change has been introduced 
to prevent friction and to improve the supervision of officers engaged in the 
survey by placing them altogether under one department. It is of the first 
impoxtenoe that there should be no neglect of accuracy in survey work, and 
the Board has been requested ^o report specially on this point next year. 

12. It has also been arranged that the High Court should depute a certain 

number of Munsifs for a few months to leam the 
•ettie^ent'work! principles of settlement work and to enable them 

* to understand the records more cleariy. The 

Board is requested to report on the experience gained by Munsifs freon this 
training. •

14. Many irrigatioin and drainage works were undertidcen in difEerent 

_ . . ... parts of the Province. One of the mort imp(wtant 

Irngatioa and drainage. schemes is that for the dreina^ of the Mograh^tt 

and Slaozapukar swamps, undertaken to immrove the condition of a large tract 
of laud measuring two hundred and ninety square miles and of the navigation 
channels in the southern portion of' the 24>Parganas. The cost has been 
estimated at over 17 lakhs of rupees, of which Government has promised a 
oontriliution of five lakhs, the balance to be paid in 30 years by the levy of an 
additional oess equivalent to four times the road cess. Work commenced 
towards the end of the year and has made satisfactory progress. 

15. The new Estates Partition Act is reported to have generally worked 

- .. . smoothly. No case of enhancement of rents by 

^ Estate* Partition Act. landlords immediately after a partition has been 

^ brought to light. The provision in the Act for the distribution among the 
tenants of parehas, which contain particulars of the holding and the existing 
rents, will, it is hoped, serve to check any subsequent attempt on the part 
of zamindars to enhance rents. 

16. The Backergunge portion of the Sundarbans was transferred during 

the year from the jurisdiction of the Commissioner 
The un ar n«, Sutidarbans to that of the District Collector, 

and under Government orders a system of xaiyatwari settlement will in future 
replace the leases to large and small capitalists. 

17. The levy of illegal cesses in addition to rent still prevails to a regret- 

. table extent throughout the Province. Long 

ZamiD an ceases. Custom and inability to resist the authority of the 

landlord prevent the tenants from availing themselves of the protection afforded 
by the law. They have but too often found it cheaper to pay for the good¬ 
will of their landlord than to resist the illegal demand and suffer innumerable 
petty annoyances at his hands and those of his retainers. In Ranchi, where 
old customs are specially tenacious, disputes between raiyats and landlords 
regarding rates of rent and predial services, such as rukumat and h&gari are 
still common. It is hoped that the extension of the survey and record-of-rights 
may place a check iu the future upon all such petty disputes and illegal 
exactions. 

18. The Bengal Tenancy Act governs the relations of landlord and tenant 

in the greater portion of the Provance. It is 
Bart I . Bent. partially in force in Orissa and the Sonthal Par- 

ganas, and, for the purposes of a recoid-of-rights, portions have been recently 
extended to the districts of the Chota Nagpur Division except Manbhum. The 
Commissioners generally agree that the Act continues to work smoothly, 
although its object is frustrated in many instances by the attempts of powernil 
zamindars to obtain illegal enhancements of rents in and out of Court, to levy 
ahwaht abolished by law and to violate tenant rights in other ways. 

19. The Lieutenant-Governor thanks the Board for their successful 
administration of the Land Revenue Department. The names of officers 
mentioued as deserving of special commendation have been noted by the 
Lieutenant-Govemor and will be recorded the Appointment Department. 

20. Extracts from the Report are appended, giving more detailed in¬ 
formation.

9. The remissions of land revenue granted during the year were Bs. 796 in porma* 

j, . . nenily>8ettled estates, Be. 6,428 in temporarily-settled 

omtuioiu. estates and Bs. 1,13,312 in estates held direct by Govern¬ 

ment, making a total of Ks. I,20,ft36 of which Bs. 47,314 represented remissions of grace, 
Bs. 43,477 remissions of right and Bs. 29.745 nominal remissions, against Bs. 35,567, 
Bs. 43,214 and Bs. 85,050, respectively, in the preceding year. 

10. The remissions of grace were allowed mainly in the estates held direct by 

... . Government ou account of death, desertion or poverty of 

emiMioni graoo. raiyats. failure of crops, diluvion and deterioration of soil. 

They were largest in the districts of the 24-Pargaiias, Chittagong and Pohunau, in which 
they amounted to Bs. 20,;^9, Bs. 6,304 and Bs. 8,682, respeotively. 

11. The large remissions granted under this class were Bs. 5,626 in Jalpaiguri, 

„ . . Bs. 5,551 in Faridpur and Bs. 7,346 in Noakholi and were 

imminuio rjK . chiefly due to diluvion, the release of lands to private 

zamindars and the acquisition of lands for public purposes. 

12. The nominal remissions were mainly deductions for erroneous assessment of lands, 

mistakes in accounts and nun-setUement of relinquished 
omiiu cemisnoM. holdings. The district of Chittagong showed the largest 

amount, viz. Bs. 7,034. Compared with the figure of the previous year the remissions 
under this class show a marked falling of. 


23, The total receipts of miscellaneous revenue, including receipts from forest lands 

in Government estates, were Bs. 12,52,196, against 
Bs. 6,10,865 in the previous year. The increase was mainly 
due to the recovery of survey aud settlement charges. The largest amounts realised under 
the head " Other receipts ” were in the districts of Burdwan and the Sonthol Farganos. 
In the former nearly the whole amount (Ba. 57,480) represented the charges for repairs to 
Govorument embankments (pulbotidi) realised from the Bordwan^Baj, while in the latter 
the receipts (Bs, 66,108) were mainly on aooonnt of royalties on tabai grass and fees for fuel. 
A sum of Bb. 20,974 was remitted during the year chiefly in respect of fines under 
Acts XX of 1848 and Vll (B.O.) of 1876. The total outstanding balance amounted to 
Bs. 46,138 and consisted mostly of fines under Act XX of 1848 and on the survey and 
settlement charges. The balance is in course of recovery. 

26. As a separate report on the Boad and Public Works cess operations of the 
n J W u Province is submitted, the results of the working of the 

Road and PubUo Worki oauas. ^ 

Botli cesses were, os in the preceding years, levied q,t the maximum rate of one anna in 
the rupee in the 43 distriotB in which the Act is in force, including Singhbhum, where the 
Act extends to porgonas Dholhhum and Porabat only* In the Bonthal Pargnnas, in 
which the Act is being gradually introduced, the valuation for the first time of some 
resettled estates was oomploted, and given effect to from the beginning of the year

Dnrins^the year reralnation prooeedinga on an eztenaive aoale were in progreoa in the 
diatriota of Bnrdwan, Birbhnm, Bankora, Hooghly, Dinajpur, the regnlatton portion of 
Jalpaignri, Bangpnr, Bogra, Pabna, Daooa, Hymenaingh, Faridpor, 'fippen, Saran, 
Champaran. Knaathumur and Malda, of whidi the work ia the regulation portion of 
Jalpamori, Bangpnr, Bogra, Daoos, Tippera, Saran and Ifidda haa been completed. 

The total number of redemptions of laud rerenne allowed during the year under 
the orders of Oovemment inoreased to 458 from 403 in the 
lUdMuptiaa st Und ravano*. previous year. Of these 443 were oontributed by the distriot 

of the 24-Parganaa alone and were apparently due to the wider 
oiroulation of the rules regarding redemption. - 'In Ohittagoug, however, where the number 
of petty estates onredeemra is 18,644, the proprietors are still reported to be unwilling to 
redeem. 


28. The number of reTenue money-orderB ^and the amount of land revenue and 

oeaaee remitted toereby inoreased from 263,849 and 
Bwrittoe w of i Mui^ Hg. 22,92,810 in the preceding year to 369.870 and 

by o qMob oney 24,11,712, respeotively, in the year under report, which 

indioatM that the system is growing in popularity, 
espeoially among the proprietors of petty estates. The inorease in the number of orders 
may alro be attributed to the reduotion in the money>order fee for sums of Us. 5 and less, 
and also to the introduotion, during the year, of separate forms of moaey<-order for land revenue 
and oesees. The average value of each order was Bs. 6-8*4 against Us. 9*0*6 of the 
previous year, ^e remittanoes exceeded a lakh of rupees in each of the districts of 
Midnapore, Daooa, Mymensingh, Faridpur, Chittagong, .Shahabad and Muaafihrpur. 

29. Payn^t of rent by money-ordsr was in force throogbout Bengal, eioept in the 
diatriota of Darjeeling, Outtaok, Balaaore, Angul, the Sonthal Parguias and the distriots of 
the Ohota Nagpur Division. The system continues to expand as tenants become more 
familiar srith its advantages ; the reduotion in the money-order fee for sums of Bs. 5 aud 
less also oontribut-ing to this result. It is not generally regarded with favour by the 
landlords, beoause toey are deprived of the opportunity of realising interest and levying 
other demands, while to their ooUeoting staff it canses the lose of the perquisites usually 
taken when parent is made in person. On the other hand, the tenants vmose relations 
with their Iradlords are strained or who live at some distance from the euicherriet prefer to 
remit rent by monev-order. 

The total number of money-orders in the provinoe inoreased from 69,660 in 1903*1904 
to 70,841 in tlie year under review. The inorease is shared by the Presidenoy, Daooa, 
Patna, Bhagalpur and Orissa Divisions. The number of orders refused by landlords fell 
in the Presidenoy and Bnrdwan Divisions. In the Bhagalpur Division the percentage 
of refusal roae in all the distriots exoept Purnea. The rise was slight in Bbagal^ui-, but 
marked in IfonjAyr and Malda. In the latter district it rose from 20*9 to 56*4 owing to 
non-aooeptanoe oy oertain eamindars on the grouud that the names of tbe remitters were 
not regiriered in their aarithta loffioe). The system is most suooessfal in the Ohittagoug 
distriot, though tiie peroentage of refusal has slightly Inoreased from 1*3 in the previous 
yearto2'3. Next oomes Jalpaiguri, where out of 1,732 money-orders issued, 1^, or 7*2 
per cent, were refused. The peroentage refused by landlords ia Ohampnraa rose from 63 
to 73*3, and seems to indioate a deorense in friendly relations between landlords and 
tenants. There has been little improvement in Puri, where the number inoreased from 7 
covering Bs. 72, to 24 oovering Bs. 328. In the Chota Nagpur Division, though the 
system is not in force, rents remitted by money-order ^ aooepced in Government khas 
nwhals. 


80. There was a decrease in the number of both defaults ard sales as oomi>ared with 

the previous year. Out of 1^,654 estates, snares and

“ Including the number ponding at the beginning of the year, the total number of cases 
for disposal was 17,862, against 16,980 in the preceding year. Out of these 13,474 oases or 
76 4 per cent, were disposed of against 83-0 in the previous year The most unsatisfactory 
point to be noticed is the large increases of ca^es pending more than six months for which the 
24-FarganaB is almost solely responsible. The percentage of disposals in the 24-PBrgana8 
was 66'5, against 83‘42 in the previous year. The decrease in the percentage of disposals is 
explained to be duo to the fact that a large number of cases (2,157) were instituted daring 
the last quarter of the year. The explanation can bo only partially correct. The number 
pending for more than six months in this district rose from 88 in the precediug year to 1,076.

38. The percentages of oases in wliioh payments were made on the issue of noHco 
and on attachment of property out of the total number of coses disposed of were 26'6 aud 5^5 
agunst ^ and 66’9 respectively in the previous year.

60. The condition of the raiyats in Burdwan was, on the wliole, not satisfactory, 

owing to the damage caused by tlie excessive lluod in July, 
^^Co^tioa of niyati hk Oowrameat suspension of the realisation of the tirat two inrtal- 

ments of rmt till the harvesting of the winter rice and spting 
crops afforded saffioient relief. In Birbhum it was better than last year, while in Hoojghly 
it was generally good. In Bankura the tenants were unfortunate, as they suifered 
from a euooession of bad harvests and the damage done to their holdings by the 
river Darkeswar. The early cessation of rainfall in the latter part of the season somewhat 
affected the outturn of the winter rice crop inn^ the Sadar khas mahals in Miduapore. 
The raiyats of the Contai estates in the same district, except the water-logged tracts 
of the Oontai and the Bhagwanpur Circles, had good crops and were generally 
prosperous. In the tracts referred to thore has been a partial failure of crops owing 
to defective drainage. To remedy this, Government has sanctioned the cle.iranoe of silt 
from 10 khals in the Contai subdivision at. a cost of 11^. 9,211, and the drainage of the 
tract near the Tajpur embankment at a cost of Bs. 11,701. These works are being executed 
under the supervision of the Public Works I >epartmont. The condition of the raiyats in 
the Tamluk hhas rhahals was generally eood, while that of ttie Ghatal Government estalea 
was fair. In the latter there was a partial failure of crops, and the raiyats suffered from a 
severe outbreak of mnlarial fever. In paragraph 61 of last year’s report reference was made 
to an appeal by the Commissioner for the opening of dispensaries in two oiroles, vix., Bhag¬ 
wanpur and Birbandar The residents of the latter oirole are willing to contribute Ks. 17-8 
per mensem for the purpose and to provide a suitable building for a dispensary. But the 
residents of the Bha^anpur Circle decline to make any contribution fur the proposed 
dispensary in that oirde, though they agree to provide suitable quarters fur it. 

61. The material condition of the khas mahal raiyats was generally satisfactory 
throughout the Presidency Division, but in certain areas crops suffered from untimely rain 
and inundation of salt water. The khas matt.!! tenants in the Kajshalii Division-were, on 
the whole, prosperous and esoaped epidemio disease and other natural calamities, though tho 
rainfall in the year under report was not altogether favourable. Tho oonditiou of the 

.tenants in the Dacca and Chittagong Divisions was generally good. Though the season was 
not so favourable iu Tippera as in the preceding year, tho short outtnrn of jute was 
compensated for by high prioos, and the prosjierity of the tenants does not seem to have 
been appreoiablv affected. In Noakhali good bat vesis were obtained, whicli, however, led to 
lower prices. In the Chittagong district the outturn of paddy crops was good though the 
winter crop suffered to some extent from the unusually high Quod in the Cox’s Bazar 
subdivision in August 1904, and a cyclonic gale in the northern part of the distriot in 
November 1904. Rabi orops were seriously damaged by the heavy continuous rain in 
March lost. It is stated that the people of the Cox’s Baxar have hui^ly yet regained their 
former prosperity. 

62. In the Patna Division the condition of tho tenants was, on the whole, satisfaob.ry. 
The raiyats of some estates aufft<red from plague, and some damage was done to the crops 
by hail and frost. The condition of the khas mahal tenants in Bhagalpur and l urnea wax 
good, while in Mongbyr and Malda it was, on the whole, fair. Tho Ganges flood in 
Atigust ooused great hardship for a time in dilonghyr, but pi ompt measures were taken’ and 
there wm no loss of life in any Government estate. Iu the Bontbal Purganas both the bhadai 
and winter crops were poor, but activity in the lao trade and the abundant mahua crop gave 

. ronsiderable rdief to the raiyats. The condition of the tenants of all the Government 
estates in the Orissa Oivieicn was generally prosperous, thougb owiug to insalBoieooy 
of rain in September and October, there was seme loss of crops in Puri. Tho condition of 
the raiyats in Hazaribagh and lianohi was generally good and prosperous, while in 
Palamau there was a marked improvement. It. is reported that the Hob of the Kolhan

the Public Works Department. In that town a large drainage scheme is now under the 
consideration of the Municipal Commissioners. Some considerable irrigation and drainage 
schema in the district of Balasore are also under coiAemplation. 

90. In Palamau oertain irrigation works were taken in hand dnrin? the year, which 

will provide large reservoir oapaoity. In Singiibhum irriga- 
effected by bandha or ca’ichment lew-rvoirs only.

92. The 53 miles of Government embankment on the hanks of the Damodar and 22 

miles on the right bank of the Adjai in the district of 
Bord.a^MiI^rm«aiSiiioogbb-, Burdwan were efficiently maintained duilng the tear. 

I here are at piusent SIX gaps existing ou the base of the 
retired embankment at Nathu, Mohunpm and Berupare, all of which were protected during 
the year. The main channel of the Damndar below the Begna breach is very rapidly 
silting up. The bed of the river being higher thau the Begna channel, no water oan go 
down the river below the Begna during the cold and hot seasons. A proposal to improve 
the moiu channel and tO‘ prevent the river water from flowing off through the Begna 
breach is under eonEiderstion. After the floods of the 18tb July 1904 serious erosion 
started in the bonk of the 12th and 13th mile of the Damodar left embankment at Ta'oona. 
Owing to the fear of a serious breach in the embankment at this place a retired embank¬ 
ment was completed during the year under report. The effect of the retirement of the 
embankment c>n the right bank of the Damodar has, on the whole, j<roved beneficinl. The 
area damaged by the deposit of sand since the opening of the Bongacha and Lakra breaches 
in 1890 is now gradually becoming arable by silt deposits, and it is hoped that with.in the 
next few years the country on the light side of the river will he raised above the highest 
flood levri. 

In Midnaporo there are 23 Embankments, of which 19 are n aintaired inderlhe 
contract system, and four by the sppoitioumeut of the actual expenditure incurred bv the 
Public Works Department. Of the 23 embankments, one (the Joki embankment) u in 
charge of the Executive Engineer of the Balasore Division, and tlie remaining 22 in oharxe 
of the Executive Engineer, Cossye Division. The new oontraots with regard to the 19 
embankments have been sanctioned' for 15 years from April 1904 at an annual jama <<f 
Be. 49,763-3. The oontraot with regard to the Joki embankment has also been renewed for 
16 yCsrs from 1901-1902 (U an annual jama of Bs. 994. Out of a total demand of 
Ke. 1,18,201, including the balance of. the last year, Bs. 80,050 were realised, including

Kimtii*. sluioes, ixududing one takari slnioe, were maintained at 
the oost of GoTerument, while 26 takavi slniees were 
maintained at the oost of the samindars, besides these, there are three Government dnioes 
isaiotaioed by the Oaloatta Corporation. These were reported to have haen somewhat 
neglected by the Corporation and are in a bad state of repair. The qnestion of their 
retransfer to the Pnblto Works Department is under consideration. All the other hlaioes 
were reported to be in gdod o mdition. A takavi embankment, nectfly eeren mike long 
from n alaWi to brikri^pur, was nearly completed during the year, and the expenditure 
incurred was Bs. 41,258. Three takavi sluioes were constructed at Tangraberia, Sruoristopur 
and Dhulkali at a oost of Bs. 22,917. Besides the above the ooasimoti<m of three retured 
lines of embwkment was commenced during tiie year. 

In Ifnrshidahad most of the samindati embankments were injected during the year. 
Many of these were not in good repair. As rega^ those for whioh ptMowU allowanoe is 
payable, necessary stops were taken to hare the repairs exeouted by the samindars. In one 
osse the embankment had been breached by the flood, and the samindars’ puSmtdi allowance 
was stopped in consequence. As regards the embankment for which puRiondi altowanee is sot 
payable, the Subdivisional Officers were asked to use their inflaenoe with the samindaM with 
a view to induce them to execute neoessaiy repairs as soon as possible. The sdieme for the 
ooustrnction of an embankment near Kaehipor was taken up, and the Execntive Bngineer 
reported that it would protect 3,000 bighas of land, and estimated the ooet at 3,100. 
Trie Collector of Khulna reported that the embankmeots in his district were maintained in 
fairly good condition. Bupees 2,020 were expended in constructing new embankmenta in 
Government estates in the 8adar and Bagerhat subdivisions. The CoUeotor, Mr. Ahmad, has 
pointed out that the district of Khulna needs not only large embankments to prevent the 
inflow of salt-water, but also the drainage of excess water from the fields. 

94. In Chitti^ng the annual expenditure for the maintenance of embankments ia 

increasing year by year. The sea having encroached in 
cbtttag ^ KTi gion: many places, the maintenanoe of the westm embankment 

of the Eutubdea island has now become a serious question. 
Jn addition to Bs. 600 allotted for ordinary repairs of the embankment whioh suSe^ from 
an abnormally high tide in August last, the Board of Beveuue sanotioued a further sum of 
Bs. 2,000 for protecting the embankment by iron pipe sluices designed to close automatically 
and keep out tide water. The Khonkhonabad embankment in the Satkania Oirole was 
enorooobed upon by the sea and a retired line further inland has to be constructed: for this 
a sum of Ks. 8,758 was sanctioned by the Board of Bevenue. A part of the broken embank* 
meut having been swept away by the high flood, a sum of Bs. 500 was spent on urgent repair 
to protect rioe-fielda from further inundation^. The Bonskhali sea-board embanlbnent and 
Gahirosaronga embankments were maintained m proper repair at a cost of Bs. 3,192. The 
work of the Gomatab and Fokekhali embankments in the Cox’s Bazar has been completed, but 
still some additional work at a oost of Bs. 2,766-6-6 is necessary in order wholly to protect 
the land from the ingress of salt water. 

05. The Gandu embankment whioh runs through the four north Gangetio districts of 

Patna Division is maintained under the oontimot system. 
Out of a total demand of Bs. 71,789, a sum of Be. 49,685 
was oolleotod and a sum of Bs. 8,021 adjusted from the previous advance ooUeotions. The 
balance outstanding at the close of the year was lls. I4,0o3. The Turk! and Doudpur 
embankments in Muzaffarpur, the Ganges embankment in Darbbanga, and the Sakribandh 
in Patna and Gaya were maintained under the takavi system, 

96. There are four public embankments in Bhairolpur Division, vis. (1) the Mongh^ 

... . -I,,^ embankment in Begusarai, (2) tlie Choudan embankment in 

BhsgsJpur embankment in Pumea, and (4) the 

embankment on the right bank of the river Mahananda. The Mahananda embankment 
proteots the district head-quarters of Malda and is maintained entirely by Government. In 
August last a severe flood from the Ganges submerged a large part of the Begusarai subdivi¬ 
sion of Monghyr aud damaged the embankment known as tiie Guptabund near Begusarai. 
In oonroquenoe of the disastrous effects of last year’s flood, the Government directed the 
initiatitm of proceedings under the Embankment Act for bringing the embankment under its 
provisions. Tbe Collector has since been taking the necessary steps, at the oost of the zamin- 
dara, to repair last year’s breaches. 

97. All the embankments maintained under Act XXXII of 1855 remained under tbe 

(Maw Diridou. charge of tbe Public Works Departoent. No serious 

breaches were reported from any distriot except Balasoru, 
where the Jamooonda embankment was breardied in three places by the floods of the Bubarna- 
rekha river. Id Cuttack a stone-paved weir aaross a •spill channel of the Brahmaui river 
known aa the Danardan Ghai was practically oomplcted during the year. The entire cost, 
estimated at Bs. 12,141, was oontributed by the people interested. The Culleotor, 
llr. Firober, has interested himsell in this projeot, which, it is hoped, may be followed by other 
sanilsr works to minimise the destructive effects rd still ohannela. In Puri the breach at 
AdUhibad on the left bank of the Bhargovi which had been leit open for many yesM was

127. The .Baokergunge portion of the Snndarbans was transferred during the year 
from the jorisdiotion of the Commissioner in the Sundarbans to that of the District Collector, 
and under Government orders a system of raiyatwitri settlements will in future replace the 
leases to large and small capitalists. Draft ndM are now under ihe oonridaration of Govern* 
ment. The survey of char Mir Md^omed Ali, parts I and II, in the district of Noakbali, 
was finished in December 1903, but Mr. Bunder’s report on the subject was snbmitted to the 
local officers in Jane 1904. A raiji/etwari settlement has been proposed for the tract. The 
proposal is under the consideration of the Board, as also the question of granting a special 
allotment for the reclamation of waste lands in the district. 


129. The levy of illegal cesses in addition to rent prevails more or less throughout the 

Zsmindari oesMi. province. Long custom and inability to resist the authority 

of the landlord prevent the tenants from availing themselves 
of the protection afforded by the law. Usually the tenants make these excess payments in 
oonsideratiou of a return in the shape of laxity of collections, abstention from enhancements 
which could be lawfully made and small personal privileges such as those relating to tanks, 
trees, etc., and also with a view to secure the good-will of the landlord and his servants. 
There has, however, been a growing tendency on the part of the tenant to resist such 
demands, and it| is hoped that the extension of the survey and reoord-oi-rights may in the 
future impose a praotioal check on such exactions. * • * ♦ • 

130. In Banchi, dilutes between raiyats and landlords regardii^ rates of rent, 
predial services, etc., are still as common as ever. Five oases for commutation of services into 
their money value were instituted during the year against four in the* previous year. The 
Settlement Department has, however, prooeeded smoothly on the whole with commutations 
of predial and ^her services known as rukunutt and b$guri. 


180. The subject of the mainteuanoe of Land Beoords is now dealt with in the Director’s 
M.i»un»c of Land Sett^mcnt EejMrt for t^ su^ey year mding the 30th Sep- 

tembor. No orders of the Government as to the pzooecure 
and agenoy for the maintenanoe of the settlement records of North Bihar, Onssa, and 
Chittagong have yet been received. Meanwhile an experiment is being iried in the Sadar 

subdivision of the district of Balasore with the object of 
utilising village agenoy in the scheme of maintenanoe of 
records.

Floods in the 
Ghatol and Oontai subdivisions in the district of Midnapore caused by the heavy rain¬ 
fall in July and August injured the orops in the low-lying areas. Compared with the 
preoeding year the rain&U was in excess in iul the districts of the Presidency Division, but 
was not evenly distributed. The outturn was, however, satisfactory on the whole. The 
abnormal rainfall of June and July prevented the cultivation of winter rioe in the greater 
portion of the low-lying latido in the Barasat and Basirhat subdivisions of the 24-Pargana8. 
The orops in some parts of the Diamond Harbour subdivision also suffered. In N^ia a 
poor winter rioe crop was obtained, but the outturn of the hhadoi rioe^ and jute crop was 
favourable. The tabi orops fated badly in this district on acoount of hailstorms, hearry rain 
and extreme oold in February and Mavch. In Murshidabad a bnnmer bhadoi crop was 
expected, but it suffered considerably from the .Bhagirathi floods. The winter rioe was 
damaged materially by drought, while the ro6i' orops had to contend against frost in February 
and heavy rains in Maroh. In Jessore the outturn of the crops was about- the same as in the 
preoeding year. The outturn of the winter and hhadoi crop in Khulna was 98 and 74 per 
cent, respectively. In the d -i 

winter rioe was better than 
flood water the latter crop did not yield' more thim 




tbe reiwtining dirtriots of the BajahaH Dituion aoflered from and nntimelj ramftdl, 

whi]« of rain affented the final enttum of the winter or^. Jute nrae np to tbe 

aTerage ib Bi^iahL In Dinajpnr and Pabna its oattom Taried from 65 to 87*6, reepeotiTolf. 
Oilaem and other oereala were below the norn^, and vegetohUa and the tohaooo oropa were 
daman^ bjr froat in Febmarj. Tbe oattnzn of marnta in Dwjeeling that of tea in 
both we hilly diatriota was good. The rainfall in the Daooa Divinon waa generally faroor* 
able to winter rioe. In Daooa the oropa were excellent. In Mymenaingh'dare nee waa a 
normal crop, hot the hhadoi rioe and jute oropa were abort. Jute anffered nrom ezoeaaiee rain 
early in the aeasonr and the inadequate rainfall when the plant waa maturing. In Faridpnr 
the atop returns were aatiafaotory except in the the oaae of the ra6t oropa whioh were affected 
by the cold spell in Januaiy. The outturn in Baokergunge waa below normal except in the 
oaae of mnatw. Winter rioe was again a little below bkadoi rioe, and pulaea considerably 
below normal, while jute was only hau a normal crop. In Tippera the excessive rainfall waa 
tinfavoursble to jute, rioe and other oropa ; the rabi crops suffered to a certain extent from 
excessive cold. In Noakhali heavy rain duri^ the early part of April considerably damaged 
the rtAi oropa and endasogered the aua crop. Fortunately, however, the tain in May waa very 
favourable to this crop as also to the amon crop. Jute was much below the averMe, while 
betel nuts and ooooannts were average. But for the heavy rainfall in November Cmhtagong 
would have enjoyed a bumper harvest. Notwithstanding that the winter rioe in the low 
lauds suffered oonsiderably, the averu^ was readied in most parts of the diatriot. Season* 
able rainfall in the Chittagong Hill uaets produced a marked increase in the outturn of 
plough paddy. There was a dight increase iu the (mttum of ynm paddy and cotton. The 
heavy downpour in July and August in the Patna Division oanaed oonsiderable damage to 
the bhadoi. The paddy was injured by drought in September, and waa only joat saved from 
almost total failure in large areas bp toe storm of Oi^ber 17th and ISth. Bain, hail and 
froat in February and March oombined to reduce the outturn of the rabi orop whioh fell below 
the normid. A great deficiency in the rainfall in Smtember oauaed muon anxiety for the 
crops in the Bhagalpur Division, but fortunately good rain fell just before it was too late 
except in tbe greater part of the Sonthal Parganas. In Monghyr excessive rain in July and 
Angixst damaged the bkadoi, while deficiency of rain in the next two months caused great 
loss of agkani rioe and affected the onttum of tbe rabi. Tbe outturn in Bhagalpur was, on tbe 
whole, satu^toiy. The red>i crops of Malda Buffered from excessive cold and frost. Tiie 
unequal and untimely distribution of the rainfall in the Sonthal Parganas did not benefit any 
orop. The heavy downpour in June and Jnly injured the bhadoi h^est. In the Bajmahal 
sohaivision the los was greater owing to floods. The extremely scanty rainfall in September 
and October reduced the outturn of aghani rioe, while want of rain at sowing time, followed 
by excesiive rain and oold in spring, i^eotedtbe returns of the ra^’crop. In Monghyr tbe 
onttum of opium (poppy) is estimated at 70 in the former against 97 in the preoeding year, 
and in Bha^pnr at 100 in both years. The outturn of tobacco was poorer in every district 
than in the last year, as the orop suffered much, from frost. It is stated tiiat the cultivation 
of jute is extending with great rapidity in Pumea, the outturn being 81 against 7S in 1908- 
1904. The indigo outturn was poor exoept in MaLia. The mango and mulberry crop iu this 
district are stated to be of considerable importanoe, but no reliable statistics are as yet avail¬ 
able regarding them. In Orissa the rainfw was not favourable to the bhadoi and the winter 
rioe crops. !I%e rainfall in the Ohota Nagpnr Division exceeded the normal, bat tbe distribu¬ 
tion was faulty. 'Ihere was a heavy decrease in the outturn of the rabi crops in all the districts 
in the Chota Nagpur Division which was due to the want of seasonable rains and also to the 
frost and heavy rains in the oold weather. 

185. Oompared with the previous year the price of oonunon rice was higher in 16, lower 

- . ., j j , u w 26, and stationary in 4 distriots, vis., Darjeeling, Ranar' 

pur, Champaran and Singhbhnm. In Calcutta the prioe of 
wheat was considerably lower. While in Muishidabad and Daooa and in three districts 
of the Rajshahi Division tbe prioe was higher than in the year 1908-1904. A similar 
occurred in Saran, Mi^ffa:rpur,_ Duhbanga, Binghbhum and llooghly. The

S rice of barley was higher in Paridpur, Bordwan, Murshidabad, Saran, Hooghly and the 
onthal Parganas. 'ilie prioe of this food-grain was specially low in Dacca. There was a 
fall in the price of gram in 18 districts and a rise in 24 others, chief of the latter being 
Midnapore, Faridpnr, Calcutta, Jessore, Bhulna, Champaran and tbe Sonthal Parganas. 
The price of maiee increased in all the distriots of the Chota Nagpnr Division and declined 
in six districts of the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions.^ Owing to the reduction in Ihe duty 
on salt, its prioe was lower in all tbe distiicts of the province with the exception of Burdwan, 
ICidnapore, Bhagalpur, Sonthal Parganas, Pabua, Purl, Augul and Manbhum. The rise in 
most cn these districts was, however, not appreciaUe. 

186. As in tbe previous year, w^es remained ^ stationary exoept in a few 
They rose in Birbhum and Bankura owing to tbe opening of the railway line, and in Hooghly 
tiray showed a tendency to rise in consequence of the demand for labour inmills and factories. 
Tbe Tibet mission caused an increase in #ages in Darjeeling. In Dinajpur skilled labour 
and orttiiMvy coolies received higher wages than in 1903-1904, while the rate for the former 
was aomewbct higher also in Deoghur in the Sontl^ Parganas. There was a alight ?T~r f>a«fi 
in the wages df labourers in tbe GKridih subdivision and an upward tendency thxopgbout 
the distriots of Hararibagh and Banohi. in Nadia, however, the daily wages of nnmlled 
labour d * fell bpni 5 snoas to 4 nnnasi The CoUeotor explains that the high wages in 
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l{l&d«l#04 larobablj’ due to ibe great dessaiida for labour on tbe Baiugbat>lfai8luiiabsd 
Bailwsy. In the yeetr nnder reriew a steadier iidnx of labourers vaa obtiuned from other 
dUetdots, and the work on the raUwuy line ie no^ nearing completion 

187. In Bnrdwan, the material condition of the people was not prosperous daring the 

» x ^ 1 j... . ..V year, in oonseqnenoe cd the partial failure of staple orops. 

intor-digtriet ini>>iR»n<m In Birbhnm, the condition was satisfactory, ae there was a 
wdamigrattoQ). greater demand for labour and there was a good harvest of 

poddy straw, even where the paddy itself failed. Railway work protided for hnndreds of 
toooren. In Banknra, the people are poor, and the agricultural population is heavily 
inrolved in debt. In Slidnapoxe, the people were much better off, owing to the good outturn 
of winter rioe. In the central part of the district the opening of the large railway workshop at 
Kharagpore caused a great demand for labour of all kinds. In Hooghly, the condition of 
the lower olaases in the towns continued satisfactory, and they found plenty of work in the 
mil& and other industries on good wages, 't'he pdople in the mafassal, too, axe many of 
them well'to^ traders, and the ehikan needlework provides lucrative employment to a 
large number of Musalmans, and a considerable number of persons are also emp]o 3 'ed 
in the manufaoture of cotton and tossar eloth and in brick and tile making. A great many 
are employed as derks in Calcutta. There was considerable failure of the rioe crop in 
unirrigable areas. 

188. In the 24-Fargaiia8, the oondition of the people in the manufacturing centres was 
prosperous The Collector notices a general tendency towards decline in the pixwperity of 
the people of rural tracts near the mauufootuxing centres. He remarked that the^ is great 
difficulty in cultivating the high lards surrounding the villages owing to the dearth of labour, 
and the result is the growth of dense jungles around village sites which seriously detract from 
the healthiness of the villages In Nadia, winter crops were poor, but the yield of the 
bhadoi rioe was satisfactory. The oonstraotion of the Ranaghat-Murshidal^ Railway 

E rovided work for the labouring classes. In Murshidabad, the bhadoi crops were damaged 
y ezoessive rain, while the aman suffered from floods as well os from want of seasonable rain. 
Measures were taken to relieve distress by advances under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act and 
by a grant from Babu Ram Lai Mnkerjee’s fund. In Jessore, the oondition of the people 
was not satisfactory, though harvests were fairl,v good, there being an epidemic of cholera 
and malaria of a severe type. The new industry of curing tobacco started in the pre' ious 
year was in a satisfactory oondition. In Khulna, the condition ot the agricultural classes 
was bettor than in the previous year. The rice crop was good and the yield of betel and 
oocoonut was also satismotory. 

189. In the Rajshahi Division, the oondition of the labouring olasses was good, and, in 
Darjeeling,, high wages were enjoyed by the coolies and dandiwa/las owing to the demand for 
labour oaused by the Tibet operations. 

190. In the Dacca Division, there was no perceptible material change in the condition 
of the people, and the year was, on the whole, one of normal prosperity. 

191. The development of industries in the district of TJppera demanded skilled labour, 
such as blacksmith, goldsmith and carpenters. In Koakhali, the p^eople are, an a rule, well 
off, and no pressure of population was felt in any part of the district, though diluvion of the 
chur lands leads almost every year to temporary distress in individual cases. The Victoria 
Memorial Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition brought to light certain industries, such m 
manufacture of cloths, cutlery and wood work in Ramganj and mats in Feni. The opening 
of the railway has given a marked impetus to the cultivation of jute, the exportation of 
which is steadily increasing. The steamer service to Kutubdia and Cox’s Bazar has 
established the position of both these places as sea-side health resorts. A heavy storm ou the 
28rd November 1904 oaused a number of wrecks among the fishing fleet at tionadia. Ou the 
18th of March a tornado passed over Moheskhal, causing some Uamage to property and loss 
of lives. 


192. In the Patna Division, the prevalence of plague entailed much suffering among 
all dassea in the districts of Patna, Gkya, Shahabad and Saran, and to a losser degree in 
Mnzaffarpur and Darbhanga. Champaran, however, was practically free from plague and 
from fever and cholera. 

193. In the Bbagalpur Division, in oonsequence of a very severe flood from the Ganges 

in August, there was great loss of bhadoi orops in Begusarai, but some compensation was 
found in the deposit of silt which was of great bencQt to the rabi crop. The help which was 
given from Ram Lall Mukerjee’s fund and by loans from Government enabled the people to 
tide over the oalamity. In the Sonthal Parganas, the year was, on the whole, a bard one 
for the agrioulturists. The activity in the Ian trade brought muoh money into the district. 
The health of the Division was not good. Plague re-appeared in Monghyr and Bhagolpur. 
Malarial fever raged throughout Pumea at the end of the rains and beginning of the cold 
weather. * 

194. The oondition of the people in the Orissa Division was generally satisfactory. 
Although the outtmru of the staple food-crop of the Division was below the normal, the loss 
woe more thui oompensated by the surplus of food-stocks of the previous years and prices 
rated easier than the year before which itself saw lower prices than any year since 1898-99. 
The railway with a gradually developing system of feeder xoade is coming steadily into 
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C tM firoTir as a taeaiis of transport^ aad produoa of tha ooontrj is finding its way into 
_» nuokets more qaii^ly. 

** 196. The people of the Okota Nagpor Division were, during the vear under report, 
fairly prosperous. In Hasatibagb, there was no nxaterial change in ue condition of the 
people, but the ppmr classes who live ohiefiy on marm, makai and other bhadoi crops suffered 
to a certain extent'from the bad outturn of those crops. Sufficient employment is, however, 
available at the coal and mica mines and on the Gaya-Katras Bailway lipe which is still 
under construction. In BanoU and Manbhum, the condition of the people was generally 
good. In Manbhum, the Bailway construction works and lac industry gave employment to 
the labouring classes; the coal mines afforded work to 29,423 laboureri. At LMeliganj, in 
Palamau, the yield of the crops was 62 per cent., though there was short rains. That so 
nraoh was secured is due entirely to the repair and eztensicu of irrigation works. 

196. The passing of the Ohota Nagpur Tenancy Amendment Act by prohibiting sales 
of ^ioultnral holdings bad a oijnsiderablif effect in reducing the raiyats’ borrowing pdwer. 
This is espedally noticeable in Dhalbhum, where the professional money-lender is ohiefiy 
found. 

197. Daring the year under report, the immigration of Sonthals aud other aboriginse 
into Hooghlv and Burdwan for cultivation, for work on the brick-fields and for coal minea 
continued. Nearly half the artisans in the jute mills belong to the districts of Bihar and 
the eastern part of the United Provinces and Orissa. No labourers of the district of 
Birbhum left the district or worked elsewhere. There was no immigration into Banknra. 
The number of registered emigrants with dependants who went from Bankura to the Assam 
tea-gardens was 223, against 216 in the previous year. In Midnapore, the recruitment of 
otmlies to Assam sdtogether disappeared. Coolies are now engaged to immigrate entirely by 
tne recraiters working under section 92 of Act VI of 1901. In the Sundarbans tracts, 
labourers from Orissa, Midnapore, Chota Nagpur and Sonthal Parganas immigrated largely; 
some of them came with the object of settling permanently, others merely for temporary 
work during the Imrvest season. With the increase of new mills in the Barrackpore sub¬ 
division, the population of immigrants from Bihar and United Provinces increased rapicUy. 
There was no emigration in the Bajshahi Division. The immigration of coolies from 
Ohota Nagpur, Sonthal Parganas and Nepal to work on tea-gardens in the Duars 
and Darjeeling took place as usual. The Tibet Mission led to the importation of a 
number of foreigners for employment on transport and road work. Permanent immigration 
of Sonthals and Bunas into Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri and Bajshahi took place to some extent 
when^ these immigrants settled down and became regular cultivators. In the Dacca 
Division, there was the usual influx of up-country labourers to work at the juto 
presses during the rains and fur earthwork daring the cold weather. There was also 
the^ annual influx of labourers from the neighboaring districts into Bookergunge 
during the aman horvestiog seasou. Labourers uame co Tippera from Chittagong aud 
Noakhali and also from Bihar districts. Jute firms at Ghan^ur furnished employment 
to many labourers from Bihar and the United Provinces. Large number of labourert 
from Noakhali emigrated temporarily to Backergunge, Burma and Oaloutta to harvest 
crops, to work in steamers or for purposes of trade. A large number of labourers went 
to Akyab and Bongoou to work in padtfy-fields during the cold season. From tbo Cox's 
Bazar 25 families emigrated to Arraoan, 203 families were recorded as having immigrated 
into the Chittngong Hill Traots and 246 families as having emigrated to other districts, 
In Monghyr, 98 coolies were recruited for the tea districts, against 286 of the previons 
year. The decrease was attributed to the outbreak of plague at the recruiting season. In 
the Sonthal Parg a nas, there was an increase in immigration at the end of the year. In 
the Orissa Divieion, the inter-distriot flow of labourers in sraroh of employment .also oon- 
tinned os before. Puri was as usual visited by streams of pilgrims, especially on the ocoaeion 
of the Dok and Btith Jatra festivals. In the Chota Nagpur Division, there was no 
immi^atiou, save of those who came to work in the mines or on the railways. In regard 
to emigration, very large numbers of men migrated temporarily in the cold weather &er 
the rioe had been harvested eastwards, rettiming iu too hot weather. During the year 
under report 4,270 persons, iooluding dependants, were induced to emigrate to Assam to 
labour on the tea-g^ens there.

RESOLUTION—No. dlS. 

In the Resolution of the Government of Bengal in the Munioipul Depart¬ 
ment No. 236T.--“M., dated Darjeeling, the I20th April 1904, the Lieutenant- 
Governor had under consideration the working of the septic tanks erected 
on the banks of the Hooghly These had rapidly increased in number, and, 
in view of complaints regarding their working (and of the opinions expre^d 
by expert authorities in England, it had become necessary to decide whether, 
and if so on what conditions, the discharge of the eiEuent into the river Hooghly 
might he permitted. His Honour accordingly appointed a Committee to report 
on the working of the septic-tank system in Bengal, and to advise on the various 
questions which had arisen. Their attention was specially directed to a letter 
of the Committee of the Jute Mills Association, asking for a determination of the 
points above and below Pnlta and Serampore between which the discharge of 
the filtrates from the installations would ifot be permitted without further 
treatment, whether sand filtration would be accept^ as efficacious, and what 
standard of purity would be insisted on. They were instructed also to 
examine the difierent methods by which the effluent could be disposed of^

and ffeneralljr to advise what ohai^ges required to be made in the exis ing 
installationB and in their methods of v/orking, so that the best results might be 
ob^ned. 

2. The Committee submitted a report on the 20 th December 1904. 
They were unable to submit a final opinion on the question whether the 
effluent might be so purifiei, both ohemioall^ and bacteriologioally, that its 
discharge into the river Hoogfaly at any point might be safely permitted; 
but they arrived at some important conclusions, and rt commendod that 
further observations and experiments should be made before a final decision 
was arrived at. These nave been satisfactorily carried out, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor is now in a position to review the whole question. 

3. In jparagpraph 10 of the Report it is pointed out that the degree to 
which the effluents pollute the Hooghly depends not only upon their chemical 
and bacteriological characters, but upon the rapidity with which further 
purification takes place in the river, and ,upon the volume of water which 
passes down the Hooghly at any nven time. As regards the last point the 
opinion is expressed in paragraph 14 tnat the action of Government mast be 
determined not by the mininnm but by the maximum pollution during' the year ; 
in other words by the pollution durii^ the months of February and March. 
To ascertain the volume of water during those months a careful enquiry was 
made by the Superintending Engineer of the South-Western Circle, but it 
had not been completed when the Hepcrt was submitted. It shows that 
during the season referred to the minimum discharge, instead of falling ns 

••low as 2,000 cubit feet a second as the Committee had reason to suppose, is 
rarely below 3,000, and is usually above 3,500 cubic feet. The maximum 
amount of pollution is therefore very much less than wa^ indicated by the 
evidence referred to in paragraph 12 of the Report. 

4. The Committee were satisfied that the chemical characters of the 
effluent either were or might be made free from objection ; but in view of their 
own enquiries, and of the investigations of Professor Clowes and Dr. Houston, 
they felt that they had no option but to aoquiesoe in the decision that effluents 
which are not subjected to baoteriological purification are potentially dangerous, 
if discharged into a river whose water is used for drinking purposes. They 
however instituted experiments for the purpose of ascertaining whether further 
bacteriological purification was practicable, and they at the same time expressed 
a strong opinion that if such purification could be effected this method of 
disposing of the effluent might be adopted without appreciable danger to the 
community. The standard of purity suggested by them was that of the river 
Hooghly itself at the point at which the discharge into it takes place. 

6. The experiments referred to in the preceding paragraph have now 
been brought to a successful conclusion. They have been more prolonged 
than was anticipated because sand filtration and the application of sulphate of 
copper, which were first tried, proved to be too expensive if employed on such 
a scale as to give satisfactory results; and mixture with chlorinated lime, the 
method finally adopted, had to be tested on a practical scale as well as in the 
laboratory before it could be finally approved. Filtration through sand was 
found to give satisfactory results when the layer of sand was 3 feet thick, and 
when the rate of filtration was reduced to half gallon a square foot. This 
would, however, necessitate a very large filtration area, which could be con¬ 
structed and maintained only at great expense. Sulphate of copper was tried 
both alone and in addition to filtration. The net result of the experiments 
was to show that the copper sulphate and sand filtration methods, either 
separately or in combination, were capable of purifying septic tank effluents, 
but that in practice they were likely to prove difficult and expensive in 
proportion to the amount of impurity in the material to be treated ; and it 
was doubtful whether they would be practicable in the case of effluents of a 
high degree of impurity except as adjuncts to other methods of treatment. 
Sterilisation of the septic tank effluent was then attempted by means of 
chlorirtkted lime. The experiments were first osrried out at the Titagbur Mill, 
but were repeated at Elanchrapara because it was thought that the use of boiler 
waste watier fit the Titaghnr inibtallation might possibly have affected the 
result. llrO eaqiieriment proved equally successful in botb cases. ^ It was found 
Uiat an addition of chlonnated lime equivalent to five grains f^r each gallon 



of effluent rendered the fluid tirtuftlly sterfle and hence much purer than 
Hooghly water itself. It is in fact reported that when thua treated Ihe fluid 
contained less living organisms than toe Calcutta drinking water. The coat of 
the process is also exceedingly low, being not mote than Rs. 10—15 a mon^ 
for an installation for '^,000 persons. Detailed instructions for carrjring out 
ibis process will be issued to those interested by the Sanitary Commissioner. 

6. It appears therefore that if the installations are constructed and 
worked in accordance with the recommendations of the Committee, and if the 
effluent is further suitably treated with chlorinated lime in the manner pro* 
posed by the Sanitary Commissioner, the resulting diiwharge will be free u^om 
objection both from a chemical and from a bacteriological point qf-view. The 
Lieutenant-Q-overnor accepts the conclusion that if these conditions are 
complied with there will no longer exist any sanitary ground for opposing the 
construction of new installations, or the continuance of those which are al^dy 
built on suitable lines. 

7. At present if an installation proves a nuisance owing to defects of 
ooDHtruction or of working, action may be taken under rule 10 of the rules 
under tim Indian Factories Act, 1891, published under Notification No. 1315, 
dated 30th April 1802, or under the nuisance sections of the Indian Penal 
Code. Power to take action when there is no likelihood of nuisance would 
require special legislation ; and in view of the evidence now before him the 
Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that no case for special legislation has been 
made out. There is however obviously a danger that temporary pollution 
might occur owing to the arrangements for working getting out of order; and 
the Sanitary Commissioner will therefore be asked to report- to Government 
any proposal to erect an installation nearer to the Calcutta and Howrah water- 
supply intakes than the installations which at present exist. No such pro¬ 
posal would be sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor without consulting his 
professional advisors, and obtaining the opinion of the Health Officer of the 
Cor[)t)ration ; and His Honour would be prepared to have recourse to legis¬ 
lation to enforce this position. 

8. It is not to be expected that the last word as to the structure and 
working of the septic tanks has been said by the Committee; and the 
Lieutenant-Governor has moved the Government of India to obtain the 
services of the most highly qualified Sanitary Engineer available, and to 
arrange for his deputation to this Province for a period of not less than, six 
months. It is hoped that hie advice may lead to further improvements being 
made. In the meantime, however, the Lieutenant-Governor has been unable 
to delay longer the issue of orders on the report of the Committee, because it 
is necessary that the existing installations should he improved and properly 
worked, and that the construction of new installations should be permitted. 
The Sanitary Commissioner will, however, be directed to give the Managers 
of the Mills every assistance in his power to enable them to conform to the 
suggestions of the Committee and to purify the effluent with chlorinated lime. 

9* The Lieutenant-Governor desires to offer his thanks to the Members 
of the Committee, and to Captain Clemesha, i.m.s,, Oiliciating Sanitary Com- 
raissionsr, who brought the experiments for purifying the effluent to a success¬ 
ful conclusion. His Honour also desires to record his obligation to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Leslie, Sanitary Commissioner with the Government of India, for the 
assistance he has given in connection with this inquiry. 

Oedkr.— Ordered that copies of this Resolution, together with the reports 
on the experiments referred to in it, be forwarded to the Sanitary Board, 
the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, the Sanitary Commissioner, the 
Sanitary Engineer, the Calcutta Corporation, the Members of the Committee 
and Commissioneis of Divisions, and tt^at the Resolution be published in the 
Calcutta Gieeiie,

Tax experimmts vith nilphxte o| opppex hnd sand filtration have been Reported on 
amua^y. Hie prewnt note deale only with the treatment of the effluent by chlorine, 
wmch u the most active dUinfe(^uit Imown. 

2. The eubetanoe aotoally employed waa dhlorinated lime. This is the oheapeet form in 
which bhkrine oim be obtained in this country; and the quantity required for an installation 
for 2,000 people, if used in the proportion of five grains tO'tbe gallon of effluent, would coat 
only from Ra. 10 to Ba. 14 a monw. 

3. In tbe first experiment a email quantity of a good effluent was poured into each of 
aiat veasels, and chlorinated lime waa mixed with it in a proportion varying from 6 to 30 
gndna to the gallon. After 24 hours one cubic centimetre of the contents of each jar was 
mixed with agar-amr and ** plated *' ont in the usual way. Tbe expmment vras then reprated 
with a different ^uent. The results showed that an almost steme effluent was obtained 
when the quantity (ff chlorinated lime used amounted to between 15 and 20 grains to the 
gallon. 

4. In the next experiment lerM quantities of the effluent were dealt with, as would 
be done in actual praotioe, over 3,000 gallons altogether being treated. A large masonry 
tank was half filled with effluent, and chlorinated lime was added in the proportion of 
30 grains to the gaUon. After 24 hours six plates were set. The results were:—

The experiment was repeated at another latrine where 2,000 gallons of a verj inferior 
effluent were treated. Thirty grains to the gallon were added, and after six hours plates 
were set. The following were tbe results :—

In both these oases the untreated effluent gave millions of ooAnies per cubic centimetre. 

6 , As 30 grains per gallon had given such satisfactory results, the tank was emptied, 
deaned out and refilled with effluent; this time 20 grains per gallon were added, and plates 
were plated out every hour in order to see if it was necessary to give a rest for the chlorine 
to act. The resnlte are below:—

From these figures it is apparent that the action is complete in the first hour, there being 
little or no improvement afterwards. Also that 20 grains per gallon give a very high 
degree of purification. 

6 . This experiment was repeated with 10 grains of fresh chlorinated lime per gallon 
of the effluent; tbe results were only very slightly inferior to those above quoted, when 20 
grains per gallon was the strength allowed. 

7. In view of the very promising results obtained up to this point, the Ideutenant- 
tdovemor directed that the efi^ of chlorinated lime should next be tried for a period of one 
month on a regular septic tank installation. 

8 . In order to carry out these instructions an installation at Tittagurh was chosen as 
beinff easy of access from Oaloutta. The latrine, though of fair design, had been systema- 
tioalfy overworked, and the effluent was cloudy though not offensive. In order to improve 
mattm and to make the test more satisfactory, a tally derk waa put on to count in 2,000 
users a day only, and a little extra flushing water was used. A week or ten days of this 
treatmentproduoed a very decided improvement in the effluent. 

9. The chemical analysis of the effluent after this improvement is given below:

It will be obserred that the effloent wee elall bad; the free aminoBia wee retf high, and, 
alfhoajA the oxygen absorption was not ffteii, the efflnent waa jmtresoible. 

10. As it was neoMS^ to work nnder praotioal conditions, lam quantities of 
effluent were taken for experimental purposes. One set of readings was taken on quantities 
of 400 gallons in one tank, and another on quantities of about 2,400: no small quantities 
were ever used in these expmnments, so that the ohanoe of error is very sntall. From the 
oommenoement also gpreat care was taken that the observations should 1^ earried out under 
exaetly the same conditions in every respect as would be the case in actual ptartioe. 
Thus the chlorinated lime waa taken out of the lead-lined box and put into a good iron 
vessel with a metal lid. This lime receptacle was kept, where it naturally would be kept 
under ordinaiy oironmstanoes, in the latnne itself. One hundredweight only was opened at 
a • and the time of opening was recorded in order to asoertain whether any deteiioration 
in quality occurred which might render the bacteriological action less active. 

11 . In the procees of the experiment each* tank was filled up with effluent every 
morning, the amount was calculate in gallons, and the requisite q^tity of lime was 
oai^lly weighed out. The lime was then put into a bucket and mixed with water (or 
effluent) into a thin paste, the lumps were crushed, more water was added till the bucket 
was three parts full, and the whole was jput into the tank and well stirred for balf-a- 
minute. Samples of the efflnent for baotenologioal examination were takmi usually about 
15 minutes after the addition of the lime. The usual methods were then followed, vis., one 
oubic centimetre of the treated efflnent was mixed with a tube of melted agar at a 
tempoature of 4(P (3. in the usual way and poured into dishes, and the colonies were counted 
in from 48 to 60 hours afterwards. 

12. In the experiment above described, chlorinated lime in amounts of 15 (Trains, 
10 grains, 7| grains, and 6 grains per gallon was added to the large volumes of effluent. 
The results are tabulated below

13. Is thflM reraltB it '«nU be «ee& that maiay {dates aresiarked u oontaminated. 
I should ez^ain that the apparatus used, thoueh adequate, was by no means p^eot: the 
prinoipal lault was that I only had some four dosen dishes at my disposal. Earlv in Novem* 
ber it was aotiOed that oertain sporolating baun’Ui were unusually frequent, and what was most 
Buspioious, that they onl^ ooourred at the edge of the dish. Thu suggested imperfeot washing 
asd failnre in sterilisation. On 3rd November two dishes were taken at random and into 
ea<di theoontents of two stenle agar tubes were poured with the greatest possible oaution (no 
effluent or anything else was added) and in 24 hours there was a very l^uriant growth of 
^misting bOoilli. This proves that my dishes were not olean. After this speoial preoantions 
were taken and the period in the autoclave was inoreased. The results were that the number 
of colonies came down considerably and oontaminated dishes were very much less frequently 
seen. However, the fact that occasionally a dish was contaminated and showed some 300— 
400 colonies when others of the same batch showed 40 is of no very great importance, for in 
spite of these accidents the average numW of colonies in all the oases never reached 100 per 
cubic centimetre. 

14. Another point is brought out by the figures, viz., that there is no great difierenoe in 
the results when a larger quantity of chlorinated lime per gallon is used. Thus, 30 
grains per gifflon give no better results than 5 grains. At first sight this is rather 
odd, but a little tnought will explain this. Free chlorine is the a^ve agent; it is a 
very rapid and powerful baoterioiae—probably the most active known. It is also a 
gaseous element. Hence it would appear that as long as there was an appreciable quantity 
of chlorine present, the process was rapid and- complete. If no chlorine was present 
or was present in inert combination with other substances, no action would take place. 
From the above experiments it is clear that 6 grains of chlorinated lime yield suffi> 
oient free chlorine to complete the sterilizing action. The oase of lime had been open 
20 days when the last mixture was made, it was not thought necessary to go below 
5 grains per gallon. The research work to find the ultimate limit would be difficult to carry 
out with the arrangements at my disposal, and the chances of error would be much inoreased, 
especially with such an unstable compound as chlorinated lime. Moreover 5 grains per gallon 
mean at the outside Bs. 14 per mensem for a latrine for 2,000 people and about Bs. 10 per 
mensem if a 3>gallon finsh is used; and as the process is so cheap, it is undesirable to imperil 
the efficacy of the method to save so small amount of cash. 

In paragraph 5 above it was stated that experiments were tried with a mixture 
of 20 grains per gallon, to see if a long period of rest was necessary before the bactericidal 
action was complete. In order to verify that the conclusion arrived at applied to the weaker 
mixture, a large volume of effluent was taken, chlorinated lime in the proportion of 6 grains 
to the gallon was added, and every half hour four dishes Were plated out from samples 
taken. The results were:—

Hence it will be seen that the action was complete witliin half an hour. This is 
important as it shows that it will not be necessary to provide a sterilizing tank to the installa¬ 
tion. The lime may be mixed with the effluent and the mixture allowed to run away after 
a very short period of rest. 

16. No exhaustive examination to determine the kind of bac Hi that survived the 
ohlorioatiug process was made, because it would have involved much more time than 1 could 
devote to the matter, and also because it was unnecessary. It is certain that only sporu- 
lating bacilli would be likely to survive the action of chlorine; and as very few of the 
dangerous pathogenic bacilli that would be looked for in septic tank effluent belong to 
this class, it is highly imp robable that any such would survive. In order to verify tbis^ 
however, a set of cultures w as made in a specially prepared medium to see if any coli 
communis bacilli could be found amongst the few colonies that developed in mixturea 
of 5 ^ains per gallon and 10 grains per gallon. #

On farther microscopic examination of the suspicious colonies none were found to be 
coli oommunis. From a rough examination of the cultures that grew after the addition of 
chlorinated lime it apjMared that Staphylococcus Pyogenes Aureus, Bacillus Prodigiosus, and 
several hannlees sporwting bacilli oommobly met with in water and moulds were oeoauon- 
ally present.

• 17. At the Tittagorh MiU, whore the above experiinente were earned out, booler waate 

water u used in the installation, so that the temperature of the efBnent is as high as 89*^, 
As the satisfactory outcome of the ezperimente might have been in some way due to this 
fact the experiment were repMted at Elanohrapara. Equally good results were obtained, the 
colonies in four plates numbering only 6,12, 4 and 13 respectively. The efBnent, as will be 
seen from the appended chemical analysis, was a very good one >

18. An apparatus invented by Mr. Tice for adding the lime gradually as the effluent 
ran down a trough was .also testra. The object is to obviate ue necessity for a large 
tank which would otherwise be required to oolieot the effluent till the lime can be addra, 
and also te do away with the mixing process described above, as this would probably be 
objected to or neglected by the swe^r. The apparatus has been tested and has given good 
results as for as sterilizing the effluent is concerned, as is shown by the figures quoted 
below. On the 14th November the apparatus was tried but it was not properly adjusted 
and the colonies were found to be innumerable. On the five following days the results 
were—

Further experiments are still going on with the apparatus in order to see that it works 
as economically as the mixing method, and also to see what is the best shape to use and how 
often it is necessary to charge the box. All these details will be ready in a short time. 
I consider that this simple method of adding the chlorinating material will render the 
sterilization of effluent very |a8y and certain and quite within the comprehension of a 
sweeper. A further report will be submitted on the working of this apparatus, if desired. 

19. It may be noted that lime continued to give good results after having been 
opened twenty days, and as already pointed out it was stored in precisely the sort of 
place that it would bo kept iu under ordinary working conditions. Further, lime that 
had been opened some four oaleudar months previously still gave a satisfactory degree of 
sterilization when mixed with effluent in quantities of lo grains per gallon. 

20. In the early part of this report it is stated that, when sn^ quantities of effluent, 
and small quantities of ohlorinated lime are dealt with, it is necessary to add not less than 
about 15-20 gituns of ohlorinated lime per gallon, if a high degree of sterilization is to be 
obtained. On the other band, when large quantities of the effluent were treated 5 grains 
per gallon sufficed. The explanation of the apparent discrepancy soggested by me was 
that when minute quantities of chlorinated lime were used, a large proportion of the chlorine 
disappeared. At this stage I was asked to verify this explanation % repeating the experi¬ 
ment in a modified form, and also to have the work tested by an independent observer. 

21. In this further series of exparimauts the principle adopted was not to add a minute 
quantity of ohlorinated lime, but to mix a large quantity of this disinfectant with a large 
quantity of water, and to add as much of this mixture as should oontaiu the desired amount of 
ohlorinated lime. 

22. In aooordance with this method, five ounces of fresh ohlorinaited lime were mixed 
with 437i ounces of water. Each ouuoe of this mixture ought therefore to have contained 
five groins of ohlorinated lime. Four vessels were then taken andhsdf a gallon of effluent was 
placed in each. A small quantity of,the mixture of ohlorinated lime and water was then poured 
into eaoh vessel. The amount of ohlorinated lime thus added was m the proportion, in the 
ease of two vessels, of five grains to the gallon of effluent; in the third vessel the proportion 
was 7^ grams; and in the fourth vessel it was 10 grains.

23. For purposes of comjwison the equivalent of 5 grains per gallon was also added 
to Calcutta drinking water, and satj^ples were takqp of the water before and after treatinent.

with 6 gniat o£ dilorinated lime to the gallon, the ooloaiee munhetred only 1, 19 
and 2 retpatiHreiy in the three eamplee taken. 

24. Next effloent in balk waa twice treated witii 6 grains per gallon with the same 
sample oi Ihae at the latrine in the way described in paragraph 11. About 900 gallons of 
^nent were used in each ease. One m these mixtures gave 18, 42, 68, 20 edonies. The 
plates of the second mixture were handed over to Dr. Cook who kindly oonaented to cheek 
my results. A copy of his opinion u appended to this note. 

26. From these experiments it is obvious that in we^hing out small quantities of a 
oomj^und like ohlorinat^ lime in a hot climate, the possil^ty of error on account of the 
nnsVable nature of the substance is very great. This is the probable explanation of the early 
reeulte. Hence, in carrying out experiments with chlorinate lime, two points should always 
be observed—first, that no quantities lees than 8 ounces should be used; and second, that goM 
oblhrinated lime should be used. Only that which is guaranteed to give 83 per cent of avail* 
able chlorine can be regarded as eatufactory. 

26. It is necessary to discuss some possible objections to this method:— 

(1) It may be said that all chemical purification of sewage has bem mvmi up in favour 

of biological methods, and that the adoption of the proposed method would be 
a retrograde step. It is to be remembmed, however, that the old chemical 
processes, now mostly disused, never aimed at kilhmg the bocHli. Their 
duef object was to reirder the sewage odourless and to precipitate some of the 
organic matter. At the time when these methods were in use, the bacterio¬ 
logical aspect of sewage effluent had not come into prominence at all. It 
may be admitted that it would be very much more satufactory if a oontaot bed 
or a filter could he designed that would both ohemioally purify the effluent 
and also at the same time destroy the thousands of baoilli that it oontains. But 
at present no method has yet been discovered by which this can be effected; it 
may come in time, though personally I rather doubt it. Although an effluent 
that has been rendered chemically satisfactory by beds or filters oontains many 
leas pathogenic organisms than crude sewage, still even the best effluent contains 
millions of organisms per oubio oentimetre and thoosandB that may fairly be 
called pathogemo. Further, the practicability of the method of admixture of a 
ohemioal to sewage depends very largely on the quantity of sewage to be 
treated. Thus nobody would recommend the method in a place like 
Hanohester, where 27,000,000 gaUons have to be dealt with daily. But in the 
case of the mill instaHations in India it is different. We have ususlly under 
10,000 gallons per day of very oonoentrated sewage that is also purely 
human excrement, and therefore may oontatn cholera, typhoid and other 
pathogenio baoilli. Obviously if this dangerous effluent can be sterilised 
for Bs. 16 a month by ohemioal means the process is too useful to be thrown 
over, simply because we should like a more perfect system that may eventually 
be diaoovered. 

(2) That ohlorinated lime is a very unstable compound and rapidly deteriorates in a 

hot country, if mposed to the atmosphere. This is a real objection, but it oon 
be met with a little arrangement. It has been stated that the lime used in these 
experiments did not deteriorate to^any extent in three weeks, and by a few 
simple regulations as to storing the material this objection can ^ overoome. 

(3) That ohlorinated Mme is a diffioolt substance to mix with water and requires more 

oare tlmn an ordinary mehter will probably take. This is simply a matter for 
supervision. A sweraer was taught to do the mixing properly in the i««»al] t>- 
tion at Tittagurh. ^ Fisher, X think it most probable that Mr. Tice’s apparatus 
wdl remove mis objection, as it is one that can he worked by a sweeper. 

(4) It may be argned that the septic tank effluent being put into the Hooghly has 

raised a oonsiderable amount of feeling amongst the native population, and 
this is not likely .to be allayed by the addition of ohlorinated lime to the 
effluent. Althongh it is impossible to say what line native opinion will take, 
there oan be no cause for complaint, because the oblorine of the ohlorinated 
lime is dissipated in the air, after having done its sterilizing work, and by 
allowing a short period of settling a large promrtion of the limA settles at the 
bottom and never need into the river at aU. The treated effluent is a " W f 
opalescent fluid possessing a slightly oblorinous odour. It is virtually sterile, 
and henoe mnoh purer thAU «Boogmy water itself, and less living 

organisms than the Oalontta drinking water. 

27. The advantages of the ^ve metiiod of treating effluent are t b ^ t it is effioienti 
ea^ to oa^ out, and cheap. In bringing the above results to the notice of Govenimenti 
it is not dlaimed that there is anything new about the methods or that the whole sobjeot 
has been exhaustively worked out. But I feel sure that it is a praotioable mi^od and one 
that vrill remove all <i^ger of polluting rivers to enoh an extent ee to oanee i fieltw*— and 
epidemide of disease. 

I am nMf|>aied to euhmit a set of rules for the working of eeptie latrines, it 
OOTummeof &iak ^y are required. * ' 






28. Since this report was written, a valuable p^er bos just reacbed T^^dia in whiob 
chlorine is reported to have been used in large quantities to render aeptio tank efflnkit sterile 
in order to prevent the danger of infecting oysters, shell-fish and wateiworess with pathogenic 
organisms. The method used is not that of ohloriuated lime, bat is the same in principle. 
A solution rich in ozyohlorites and the hypochlorites is manufactured on the spot by trrating 
sea water or prepared brine with a strong elootrio oiiVrent. This method could be employed 
in this country, if ever very largo quantities of effluent had to be dealt with, but it would not 
pay to put in tbeiteoesEary installation for small quantities, further, as no sea water is 
available brine would have to be manufactured; and salt is more expensive than cblorinatol 
lime in this country. On the other hand chlorinated lime is easily obtainable, cheap, 
and thoroughly efficient; and for small quantities of effluent its use is practicable. 

29. Ill conclusion, 1 have to point out that these experiments were made by the 
courtesy of Messrs. Bird and Company on some of their installations. The latrine at 
Eanchrapara is a great success and is working admirably. To them my best thanks are 
due f ir their kindness and the assistance they have given me.

Note on the proposal to stenlise septic tank effluents with chlorinated lime. 

The septic tank inquiry in relation to the Ilooghly river appears to have reached a 
stage at which two points must definitely be decided:— 

(а) Is sterilisation necessary before discharging the effluents into a river from which 

the drinking-water of Calcutta and other Municipalities is taken to obviate 
any possible risk of water-borne disease ? 

(б) If this is conceded, bow may such sterilisation best be accomplished P 

The first of these questions has given rise to a good deal of controversy amongst 
English sanitarians, but the consensus of opinion is that the removal of bacillus ooli and 
bacillus enteritidis depends on the efficiency of bacterial filtration : the greater the aeration 
and nitrification of un effluent the less is the possibility of the survival of the above- 
mentioned or of more sjiocifically pathogenio organisms. Tho evidence given before the 
Septic Tank Committee shows that tho filtration processes now in use at the various mills 
on the river do not remove ooli and sporogenes from the effluents, anc cannot be relied on 
for the destruction or interoejition of pathogenio organisms generally. So I am forced to 
the coholusion that under prebont conditions sterilisation of the efflueuts is necessary. If, 
however, the filtration processes are brought up to tho high standard dosoiibed by Dr. Bideal 
at Gaterham, whore the filters removed 98‘5 per cent, of the coli organisms and all or nearly 
all of the enteritidis, it may ho possible at some Ifuture time to dispense with this additional 
safeguard. 

2. I have read Captain Cloraesha’s note describing his experiments and proposing 
to treat the septic tank eilluents with 5 groins of chl.irinated lime to the gallon. When 
I visited the Titaghur Mill with him he treated tlie unfiltered effluent, which is a 
vary impure one, in tlie manner described in his note. After half an hour he plated 
the treated effluent in agar, using lo.c. for each [ilate which is a liberal allowance 
which would only be admissible in the cose of a Uuid coutinniog a comparatively small 
number of bacteria. I took the plates to tho Mimicipal laboratory. They showed 
but few colonies which 1 subjected to special tests; as a result of which I am able to 
state positively that no bacillus coli or oiiteritidis survived tho treatment. I found no strepto¬ 
cocci but only two sporiug baciUi, one of which I identified with a bacillns not uufrequently 
found in the bacterial examinations of the Calcutta drinking water. I was unable to identify 
the other, hut I can go so far as to say that it boars no resoinblanoe to any known puthu- 
genio baoillus and is presumably harmless. In plates made by Captain Clemesha on other 
oocasiouB, I recognised coloured colonies of some harmless water baoteriu which are found iu 
the river water. In none of the plates could 1 find any organism which is associated with 
the intestinal bacterial flora. 

8 . I have already stated that no baoillus coli communis or sporogenes enteritidis was 
found in the treated effluent. But tho baoillus typhosus is almost identical with the baoillus 
ooli in its structure and susceptibility to the aotiou of ohemioal disinfectants, and the same 
may be said of tho baoillus sporogenes enteritidfs and the baoillus sporogena.s of (xaertner 
which is associated with epidemic diarrhoea, and has been found by me in polluted water in 
Oalontta. Moreover from my general knowledge of its oharooter, confirmed by some labora¬ 
tory experiments, I am conviuoed that tho bacillus oholerao asiatic© would bo destroyed by 
the ohtorine treatment. So, os I have found no known intestinal micro-organism in any 
of the plates made from the treated effluen^ and have grounds for believing that 
none of the well-known bacteria assooiated with water-borne disease could survive the 
treatment, 1 oan confidently recoounend the ohbrinated lime process as an efficient 
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bafe^fuar^ eo far aa tite aeptio tank effla«>DtB are oonoemed, tbouffh I am none the less of 
opimon that tbe filtration* proflee«eB should be brought to the highest poeatble degree of 
elSoacQr. 

'{JonclwioM. 

Sterilisation of the efflnents is neoessary as they are teeming with ^testinal bacteria 
and cannot safely be discharged into a riyer from which drinking mter supplies are 
drawn. 

2. Chlorinated lime destroys all but a few sporing bacteria of no pathogenic signi. 
ficanoe and may be. regarded as a safe and efficient steriliser. 

3. It xua^ be poseible at some future time to dispense with ohemical treatment of 
the efflnents if the biological processes aie brought up to the highest European standards 
of effidenoy.

2. The receipts during the year including interest received on Reserve 
Fund investments amounted to Rs. 1,90,977, against Rs. 1,81,155 of the pre¬ 
vious y^r, showing an increase of Rs. 9,822. The expenditure of ihe year 
was Rs. 2,25,413, being greater than that of the j)revious year by Rs. 31,806. 
On the ymr’s working there was of a loss Rs. 34,436, which was met by an 
appropriation from the Reserve Fund. The apj)arcnt decrease in the outlay 
under item “ Ferry Btean)ors” is due to the fact that in the year under review 
the steamers constructed by the Port Commissionors for the leiTy Service were 
employed instead of hiring steamers as formerly. The charges for working are 
dmtributed over other heads of expenditure. ’ The total cost of establishment, 
stores and repairs is stated to have been Rs. 39,448. The increased cost of 
repairs is due mainly to extensive renewals of the roadways, and of impairs to 
the pontoons and partly to payment of Rs. 12,117 for battens supplied in the 
previous year. 
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3. The Hridge was opened for the passage of vessels on 158 occasions, of 
which 105 were on the ordinary fixed days of the week (Tuesdays and Fridays) 
and 53 were on Sundays, Wednesdays and Thursdays on special applioation. 
The numbers of vessels of rarit us classes which passed through the Hridge 
were the highest on record. The following statement gives a comparison with 
the numbers that passed for each of tho previous ten years:-—

YEAR 1004-1906. 


EEVENUli DEPAETMENT—FOBESTS.

EESOLUTION—No. 88. 

The Bengal Forest Administration Report for 1904-05, which has been 
drawn up by Mr. A. L. Mclntire who held charge of the Forest Circle throughout 
the year, is full and interesting. The protection and preservation of forests, 
changes in forest areas, working plans, the development of communications and 
the revenue derived therefrom are some of tiie most important subjects dealt 
with. 

2. Protection of joreets .—The protection of forests against the various 
injuries that threaten their destruction is the primary object of the Forest 
Department, and the Lieutenant-Governor has read with special interest the 
moasnrus taken for their preservation. The diiBculties that Forest OfBcers have 
to contend against arise both from deliberate and intentional injuries and from 
natural causes, T he chief intentional in j uries a re offences against forest law sucn 
as wilful injury by fire, unauthorised felling or appropriation of wood and minor 
forest produce and grazing without pcnnision or in tracts in which grazing is 
prohibited. The total number of breaches of the law, while slightly higher than 
in the previous year, fell just below t he average of the three previous years. Out 
of the 3,104 cases reported, only 83.') cases were taken into Court; no less than 
2,723 being cf)mpounded, while 46 were undetected. The main increase is in 
the number of compounded cases whicii is confined to the Darjeeling and Tista 
Divisions. Offences of a trivial nature are unavoidable in these Divisions, where 
there is a large labouring population living so near to the forest boundaries 
that the temptation to pilfer petty quantities of wood and fodder is very 
great. The most serious case under trial during the year referred to is the illicit 
cutting of a largo number of sundri logs in the Suuderbans. A conviction was 
obtained, twenty men being sentenced to three months’ rigorous imprisonment 
each, while boats and timber to the value of lis. 5,000 were confiscated. 
Almost all the undetected cases were cases of fire, the most difficult form of all 
broaches of the forest law to bring home to the offender. Special attention 
has been paid to this question of forest protection from fire, and the Leiutenaut- 
Governor is glad to observe that considerable progress has been made in 
coming to agreements on this important matter with hi ative States bordering 
on British territory, where some of the worst fires in recent years have 
occurred. The good rosults noticeable during the year are doubtless due in 
great measure to a favourable fire season, for in all Divisions April and the first 
half of May were damper than usual, and, though the lateness of the monsoon 
caused some anxiety in the latter half of May and June, fires which break out 
during that poriod aro easier to e.xtinguish than fires such as usually occur in 
April and the first half of May. Credit, however, must be given to the Depart¬ 
ment for the measures taken, but for which there would in all probability not 
have boon so considerablo a reduction in the number of fires as the 
figures show. In specially protected areas there were only 48 outbreaks of fire 
affecting 10^ square miles against 68 outbreaks afifecting 109 square miles in 
the previous year. It is hoped that with increased efforts on the part of the 
Forest Department this injury to forests by fire may be greatly diminished. 

3. Considerable damage is done annually by the straying of cattle withm 
forest areas, and it is not quite clear why the number of cattle impounded has 
decreased so considerably in recent areas. Every effort must be made to 
prohibit illicit grazing, especially in hill forests where grazing is almost always 
prejudicial since it prevents the reproduction of vuuable species, and such 
grazing fees as can be recovered are m m^ places insuffioint even to pay for 
the damage done by the cattle to the forest paths. 
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hilly character of the country, the {re(^uent necessity of tnidges, and the 
quality of the work must be taken luto consideration. Moreover it is 
satisfactory to note that, as a general rule, these forest roads more than repay 
the cost of their construction during the Brst year of use, and sufficient stress 
cannot be laid upon the necessity of developing tho means of communication in 
every possible way. Tho important work of prt>viding adequate quarters 
for subordinates is also receiving close attention and expenditure under 
this head has increased by over 70 per cent, durinj; the year under review. 

8. Reproduction .—Reproduction is a subject of scarcely less interest to 
the Forest Deportment than protection. In many of the forests natural 
reproduction takes place on so extensive a scale that only measures for the 
protection of the new growth are required. In tho dry s^l forests of Ohota 
Nagpur and Orissa reproduction continues to be most satisfactory. In Singh- 
bhum, there is a promising growth of young s/ll trees covering hundreds 
of square miles on the slopes of the hills which formerly contained nothing 
but stunted and unsound s&l trees of great age. If tho danger from forest 
fires can be avoided, these forests should eventually yield enormous quantities 
of timber. In the damp forests of the Buxa, Julpaiguri and Kurseong 
Divisions, however, unassisted reproduction does not taice place under such 
favourable conditions. Here the young s&l finds competitors in comparatively 
worthless jungle trees which formerly were to a great extent kept down by 
fires, b^it which now under a more vigilant system of fire protection tend 
to oust the sal by hindering its reprodiiction. it is doubtful whether un¬ 
assisted reproduction is now sufficient to lead to extensions of the sS,! or even 
to mxintain the existing distribution of the species, and the discovery of effec¬ 
tive means to help the sS,! reproduction is at pi’csent occupying the attention of 
the Forest Department. 

9. Financial restiUs ,—The Lieutenant-Governor notes with satisfaction that 
every Division, except Angul, was worked at a profit. In Angul also, which has 
always hitherto been worked at a loss, there would have been uo deficit, but for 
an extraordinary expenditure of Rs. 13,781 incurred on surveys. With the 
completion of its working plan and of the most necessary roads, it shows every 
prospect, of becoming a very paying charge in the near future. The revenue 
from the Palaniau reserves for the first time exceeded the direct and indirect 
charges for thoir management. Tho Sunderbans revenue showed only a 
moderato recovery, but tho increa^^o in other Divisions was considerable, raising 
the total forest net revenue from Rs. 3,-58,08(5 in 1903-01 to Rs. 5,23,74.3 during 
the year under review. The increase of revenue was due to greater success in 
disi)o.sing of produce, especially of sAl timber, while every effort was made to 
develop sales of minor produce. The fact that expenditure was Rs. 23,777 
greater than in the previous year and no less than Rs. 1,22,243 greater than the 
average for the five years ending with 1902-0.3, and allowing for the fact 
that exceptional charges during tho year were much below the average, shows 
that there was ho relaxation on the part of the Dcpaiftmcnt in its efforts to 
develop and imnrove tho forests under its charge. 

10. The iiieutenaut-Governor notices with pleasure tho Conservator’s 
appreciation of the good work done by officers of the Imperial Forest Service 
and by the Provincial Forest Staff. His Honour thanks 5lr. Mclntire for his 
c.apable and energetic administration of the Department and for the successful 
management of the circle from a financial point of view.

Report on the Cotton Crop of Bengal, December, 1905, 

(,Oa CD averaj[^ of the five yours ending' 1P03-1904 the srea under cotton crops in the territory 
to which this forecast relates baa ropreaented some 1'08 per cent, of Uie total area 
under cotton crops in British India.] 

Explanatory .—Four forecasts of cotton are to be issued 
by this Department at equal intervals of two months, viz., 
before the 15tli of August, October, December and February, 
the first two dealing with estimates of area sown and the 
general condition of the crop, while the other two will deal 
with revised estimates of the area suwn together with an 
estimate of the probable outturn. 

Since the issue of the October forecast the important 
cotton district of the Chittagong Hill Tracts has been 
transferred to the New Province of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam, and Satnbaipur has been added to this Province, 

Character of the season .—Early cotton is grown in the 
Sonthal I*arganas, Sambalpur, Manbhum, Singhbhum and 
Angul. Weather comiitions were generally favourable 
in the early part of the season, but there was some damage 
in the Sonthal Parganus and Manbhum by excessive rain in 
September. 

in respect of late cotton tlie most important districts aro 
Saran, Muzafifarpur and Darbhanga. E^ces8ivo rain and 
floods caused damage to the crop at the time of sowing. 

Area sown .—The area sown with early cotton this year 
is 30,504 acres and that with late cotton 33,895 acres up to 
lute. In some of the Ortssa district-s sowing is still going on. 

Outturn .—According to the district returns, the outturn 
of early cotton is es imated at 5,804 bales of 400 lbs. each. 
The outturn of late cotton has been returned as 12^226 bales

Final Fobbcast op the Wintbe Rice Chop of Bengal, 1905. 

On an average of five yean ending 1903’04, the area under winter 
rice in the territory to which ihie forecaet relatee hoe 
represented some 28'0 per cent, of the total area under 
winter rice in British India. 

Explanatory. —The present forecast relates to 33 districts, 
including Sambalpur and excluding the 14 districts recently 
transferred to the new Province of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam. 

Character of the season. —It was mentioned in the Prelimi¬ 
nary Forecast of the Winter Rice Crop published in October 
that there was good, rain all over the Province in April and 
May, while June was a very diy month. Over Bengal Proper 
the monsoon set in early in July, but was delayed in Bihar 
till about the middle of that month. During the latter half of 
July and all through August till the end of September rain 
was continuous and heavy in Bihar. In the Northern 
districts of the Patna Division and in Monghyr considerable 
damage was done to the crop by excessive rainfall and 
consequent floods. In many places the newly transplantea 
seedlings were washed away and the fields had to be replanted. 
Some damage from floods was also reported from Howrah 
and the 24-Parganas. In Orissa and in parts of Chota 
Nagpur and the adjoining districts of the Burdwan Division, 
on the other hand, the crop is reported to have suffered 
from want of sufficient rain. The rainfall in October was 
generally light all over the Province and there was practically 
none in November. On the whole the rainfall was not 
favourably distributed. 

2. Area cultivated. —The area reported as actually sown 
in the Province as now constituted was 20,822,000 acres 
against 21,097,500 acres of last year and a normal area of 
21,443,600 acres. The estimate of •normal area is based 
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upon ascertained data in only twenty one districts, wliich 
have been wholly or partially surveyed. The normal area 
under winter rice in these districts is 18,281,700 acres, and 
the actual area under ttie crop this year is estimated at 
18,069,700 acres. 

3. Outturn .—Out of the -^3 districts in the Province only 
Gaya, Darjeeling and Singhbhum return a normal crop or 
over. Fifteen districts show an outturn of between 90 and 99 
per cent.; five between -SO and 89. Eiglit districts, e.g., 
Cuttack (71 per cent.), Pmi (73 percent.), Angul (74 per 
cent.), Champaran (75 per cent.', Kanchi (75 per cent.), 
Balasore (7o per cent.), Murshidabad (79 per cent.), and 
Darbhauga ,'79 per cent.) show from 70 to 79 per cent, 
while Nadia 69 per cent.) and Monghyr (62 per cent.) 
show under 70 per cent. Since tho submission of the Preli¬ 
minary Forecast the prospo<*ts of the crop have improved in 
11 districts and deteriorated in 16 districts. 

According to the figures reported by District Officers the 
outturn of the crop for the Province as a whole works out to 
88 per cent, of the normal, or tho same figure as shown in 
the Preliminary Forecast. Accepting these figures, the esti¬ 
mated outturn would be 201,930,900 cwts. of cleaned rice 
against 199,952,600 cwts. obtained last year. With the 
limited agency at our disposal in this I’rovince, it is difficult 
to obtain reliable estimates of outturn, and there is still a 
tendency perhaps to underestimate the outturn, or rather 
to over estimate the “ normaloutturn.

{On an average of the ii»e years ending 1903-04 the area under 
Bhadoi paddy in the territ'.ry to which this forecast relates 
has represented some 6'0 per cent, of the total area under 
Bhadoi paddy in British India, 

Explanatory‘The present forecast relates to the Province 
as now constituted, t.«., including Sainbalpur and excluding 
the fourteen districts transferred to the newly'formed 
Province of Eastern Bengal and Assam. 

2. Character of the season, —As reported in the Prelimin¬ 
ary Forecast, the rainfall was heavy and general in March 
and April. In May, too, the rainfall was general all over 
the Province and equal to the normal for the month. June 
was abnormally dry. The monsoon was delayed in Debar 
till about the middle of July, but the fall was then very 
heavy and continued till the end of September. In Chota 
Nagpur, Orissa and the adjoining districts of the Burdwan 
Division, on the other hand, the rainfall was from light to 
moderate, On the whole the season was very unfavourable 
to the bhadoi crops. 

3, Arei sown, —The total area sown with different bhadoi 
crops in the Province as now constituted came to 9,099,800 
acres, against 9,270,300 acres of last year and a normal area 
of 9,848,600 acres. Of the bhadn food-crops, by far the most 
important is bhadoi paddy In Bihar and Chot^t Na^^pur a 
good deal of maize, jownr and marua is also grown. Or the 
bhadoi non-foud crops the most important used to bo jute, but 
witli the transfer of many northern and eastern districts 
from the [Province, it has ceased to hold the same position. 
A semarate forecast is devoted to this crop. 

Outturn ,—^'Bhe heavy rain and floods from July to Sep¬ 
tember in Bihar seriously damaged the bhadoi crops, especially 
maize. Only two districts, «.y., Darjeeling and Birbhsm, 
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retura a Ibnmper and normal crop. Two more show between 
90 and 90 per cent; nine between'80 and 89; twelve 
between 70 and 79 ; Gaya and Shahabad return only 59 per 
oent., while Baran, HuxalEII^Tpar, Darbhanga, Patna, iMiong'^r 
■and Howrah return under 60 per oent. 

Since the publioa^on . of the Preliminary Forecast, pros¬ 
per improved in twelve districts ana deteriorated in 
ihixtaen. Aocoording Ip the^atimate of the district officers, 
the average outturn of the different hha^ crops is 7'4 per 
cent, of the normaL 

Accepting 84 per oent. as &e estimated outturn oijkhadoi 
padd^ the oattum of; cleaned rice may be. estimad^ at 
96,8to,700 cwts., against 96,192,700 cwts. of last year.

m SUPPIiBaCBNT TO TBM OAWUTTA OAZBTT», JAMXTAET 17, 1906. 


The Produbtiire Work^xiomprise the Grissa, the Mdaap(»e, the Hijili 
Tidal, and th)a Sone'CanalB. These works axe all in oTOration. The Proteo< 
tive works, now in process of constraetipn, are the Tribeni Canal and the 
Dhaka Canal. The Minor works for Navi^tion are the Calcutta and 
Eastern Canals, the Orissa Coast Canal, the Nadia levers, and the Gaighata and 
Bazi Khal, while the works of this class for irrigation are the Saran Canals, 
the Eden Canal and the Madhnban Canal. 

2. The Capital outlay on the Major works in operation has been 
Us. 6,44,13,714 to the end of March 1905, The works now held by Govern¬ 
ment as a return for this outlay comprise in addition to the weirs across the 
rivers and other head work*f, 784^ miles of main and branch canals, of which 
495|- miles provide for bo& in-igation and Navigation, 860 miles provide for 
Irri^tion only, and 29 miles provide Only for Navigation. There are in 
addition 2,651^ miles of distributaries. During the period under review 36|^ 
miles of branch canals of irrigation were opened and there is a net increase of 
17f miles in the length of distribatariw. The gross area scheduled as irrigable 
is 1,379,035 acres. 

The outlay on the Capital account of the Protective works now under con¬ 
struction has been Rs. 16,07.263 to the Slst March 1905, of which Rs, 11,58,439 
were spent in the period under review. The designed length of the main canals 
is 79f miles and 262 miles of distributaries have been provided for in the 
estimates. The area irrigable will be roughly 127,500 acres. The Dhaka canal 
a^small work deriving its supply from the Lm Bakeya river in the Ohamparan 
district, is nearly complete and will shortly come into operation. The Tribeni 
canal, a more important project, taking off from the Gandak river just where 
it leaves the hills, is more backwaid, but it is hoped that the head sluice may 
be complete and the first 20 miles of the canal may be well advanced in the 
present working season. This canal crosses many streams issuing from the lower 
hills involving large syphons and acqueducts. The labour supply is difficult 
to procure and still more difficult to retain owing to tho remoteness and 
unhealtbiness of the locality. 

3. The average annual receipts from the Major works from all sources 
during the three years were Rs. ^0,56,545 and the average annual working 
expenses were Rs. 11,02,292, giving an average annual net revenue of 
Ks. 9,54,253. This is better tlian the average annual net revenue for tho trien- 
nia ending March 1902 and 1899 by Rs, 4,56,539 and Rs. 3,93,428 respect¬ 
ively, The increase is due to larger returns from Irrigation, as there has been 
a material decrease in the receipts from Navigation. 

4. The Capital outlay to the end of tbo year 1904-1905 on each of the 
canal systems and the financial results during the period under review are 
shown in the following statement:— ’

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These .figures indujate a high standard of work. The redaction in the 
number of the certifioates and the yeity /mall amounts it has been neoes'iai'y to 
write off as irrecoverable are particular^ deserving of notice On the Sone 
Canals the table in the Chief Engineer^ note shows that throughout the 
tiiennium the ooUeotiuns have been cent per cent. Nothing has been, written off 
as irrecoverable and on the average only 09 certificates per year were issued, 
while the average annual sum collected was Bs. 13,15,837. This is excellent 
work and the Lieutenant-Governor endorses the remarks to this effect made by 
the Chief Enmneer.

While it is not to be expected that the navigation tolls will ever rise to 
the figures at which they stood before the commencement of the direct com¬ 
petition of the East Coast line of the Bengal-Nagpur Bailtray and of the Moghul- 
serai-Qaya Branch of the East Indian Eiauvray, it may still be hoped that the 
returns were at their worst in 1903-1901, and that the small recovery which has 
commenced will continue. On the Orissa Canals and on the Orissa Coast Canal a 
reduction in the rates of toll has had a good effect on the volume of traffic and 
it may probably be found expedient to make some reduction on the Midnapore 
Canal. On the Sone Canals the rates of toll have always been lo^r and we 
cannot hope for any material increase in the traffic. 

8. The average annual receipts classed as miscellaneous revenue for the 

S eriod under review were Rs. 1,12,841 against an annual average of Rs. 94,959 
uring the previous period, 

9. In the following paragraphs a brief review is made of the chief points 
of interest on each system. 

10. On the OriSsa Canals the Capital outlay (direct charges^ incurred 
during the period under review amounted to Rs. 1,04,823. This sum was 
expended mainly on the construction of the Dudhai Branch Canal and partly 
over permanent outlets and minor distributaries. 

The average annual receipts were Rs. 4,06,319 or Rs. 7,325 more than 
the annual average of the previous period. The increase was mainly in the 
water-rates and amounted to 38,748 This increase was, however, met by a 
decrease from Navigation due to the competition is the Bengal-Nagpur Railway. 

The average area irrigated was 2,19.076 acres or 17,121 acres more 
than the average of the previous period. Compared with the average of the 
period ending March 1899, the area irrigated during the period under 
review showed an advance of 27,244 acres. The increase took place mainly 
imder kharif (rice). The rcibi irrigation from the Orissa Canals xs very small. 

The average annual working expenses daring the last three years were 
Rs. 3,70,685 against Rs. 4,51,297 and Rs. 5,10,292, tihe averages for the 
two provions periods. There 1ms therefore been a substantial reduction in the 
coat of maintomiug the canals which indicates careful administration. 
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The net result was an average annual revenue of Us. 35,684 in excess 
of working expenses against an annual deficit of Bs. 62,3' 3 in the previous 
period. The result may be considered as highly satisfactory. 

11. On the Midnapore Canal the capital account was added to by a 
sum of Rs. 7,288 (direct charges) spent on the construction of permanent outlets. 

The revenue receipts for the period under review were less than during 
the two previous periods. This was due to the competition of the Bengal- 
Nagpore Railway, wmch has tapped the canal traffic. The reduction in receipts 
has been met by a large reduction in the working expenses, and the average 
annual net revenue was Rs. 70,092 which is better man in the two previous 
periods by Rs. 41,322 and Rs. 58,787, respectively. 

The area irrigated, which was almost entirely under rice, increased 
from an average of 71,322 acres in^ the three years ending March 1899 tu an 
average of 88,908 acres in the period under review. The rabi irrigation is 
nominal. O wing to the imcertain supply of water in the Cossye river there is no 
room for any further expansion of irrigation. The rate charged has recently 
been increased from Re. 1-8 to Rs. 2 per acre, Jt is however still low and after 
some years it can be increased again. 

12. The Hijili Tidal Canal continues to feel the competition of the 
Bengal Nagpur Railway. There has been a slight improvement in the volume 
of traffic since 1902-1903 which is probably due in part to the reduced rates of 
toll now charged in the Orissa Coast Canal with which it connects. The 
average annual navigation receipts decreased from Rs. 47,725 during the 
trienninal period ending March 1902 to Rs. 41,47g during the period under 
review. Working expenses remained at ab«)ut the same figure as before and 
there is a reduction in the average annual net revenue from Rs. 13,773 to 
Rs. 5,877. 

13. On the Sono Canals Rs. 14,0.53 were spent on works chargeable 
to the Capital account, but owing to the sale or transfer to other works of surplus 
plant, the net result of the three years was a credit to the Capital account of 
Rs. 17,250. 

The annual receipts from all sources averaged Rs. 13,90,831 against 
Rs. 11,12,278 in the previous period. The water rates show a decided improve¬ 
ment during the period under review the annual average having been 
Rs. 13,18,458 against Rs. 10,26,459 for the triennium ending March 1902. 
The navigation receipts which are of little importance have decreased owing, 
as previously reported, to the competition of the Mogulsarai-Caya Railway. 
The miscellaneous revenue, however, has also improved, being Rs. 54.633 
a year as an average for the period ending March 1905 against Rs. 41,444 
for the period ending March 1902. 

The average area irrigated during the triennium was 493,878 acres 
against 481,333 acres in the previous period. The increase took place mainly 
under kharxf as there was a decrease under rail and only a slight increase under 
hot weutJier. While there is a constant demand for water for kharif (rice) the 
demand for the cold weather crops finctuates greatly. In the past three years 
the rainfall was favourable for starting the rahi cultivation and when this is 
the <»ise there is never much demand canal irrigation in Bihar. 

The annua] working expenses averaged Rs. 5,48,181 or Rs. 66,623 
less comtMired with the avera^ of the previous period. The net result of the 
working of the period under review was an average annual surplus of receipts 
over working expenses of Rs. 8,42,650, which is equivalent to a percentage 
of 3*15 on the Capital outlay. It seems probable that aretnrn of 8^per cent, on 
the capital invested in these canals may be obtained in a few years more. 

14. The capital outlay (direct and indirect charges) on canals classed 
as Minor Works and Navigation was Rs. 11,99,869* during the period 
under review and Rs. 1,89,48,272* up to tho end of this period. The average 
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aiinti^ reeeipts and working expenees aasoiiated to Ba. &,88.556 and 
Ra. d,06,738, respeoMy, annual nei rerenue b^ Ba. 81,t*23 against 
Eb. 1,05,995 for the ‘period ending March 1902. 

The financial results of each of the canals and the eapital expenditure to 
date are exhibited in the following table;—

15. The Calcutta and Eastern Canals are a series of navigable 
channels, mostly natural and partly artificial, connectin<r t'alcutia with the 
Eastern districts of Bengal ana with Assam. The average annual receipts and 
working expenses amounted to Es. 4,33,720 and Rs. 2,70,376, respectively, the 
result being a net return of Rs. 1,57,344 against Rs. 1,56,697 in the previous 
triennial period, llie annual average number of boats using the canals 
during the period under review was 1^,471 against 125,008 in the preceding 
period; but in 1904*190d the number rose to 152,579 which is well above 
the average. 

The outlay charged to the Capital account of this system was mainly 
expended in forming and improving a channel across the Madaripur Bhil. 
The bhil is one of the numerous depressions which exist in the delta near 
the junction of the Ganges and Brahmaputra and which fill up with water 
in the flood season. A channel, about 22 mih s in length, has been formed 
and deepened across this depression, which shortens greatly the joumies for 
boats going to or from Assam or Dacca. This channel is now in use in the 
flood ^son for inland steamers and flats, and it is hoped before long to make it 
available throughout the year. A large suction dredger has been ordered 
through the India Office, which is necessary before anything further can be 
done. 

16. The Orissa Coast Canal is a continuation of the Hijili Tidal 
Canal and is of use for navigation only. The average annual receipts for the 
period under review amounted to Rs. 33,761 against Rs. 48,896 in the tviennium 
ending March 1902 and Rs. 81,562 in that ending March 1899. The 
falling-off is, as has been previously stated, due to the greater famlities for the 
carriage of goods and passengers afforded by the Bengal Nagpur Railway. The 
working expenses, however, have been reduced during the period under review, 
being Ks. 54,560 on an average against Rs. 67,365 in the previous period. The 
financial results are far from satisfactory, the result being an annual deficit 
of Rs. 20,806 against a deficit of Rs. 18,469 in the preceding period. It» 
not probable that this canal will ever pay its expnses, but it is of service fo 
the country tbroogh which it passes and its indirect value appearo toirn 
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8ufl$cient to warxant the, net charge to. Provincial revennes. ^ The ratoa of 
toll have been reduced on &ie canal from Janaarv 1904, with ap^iarently a 
good effect on the volume of traffic; the table in tne Chief Engineer’s note 
ehows that in the year 1904-1905 .the number of boats had gone up to 
17,944 against 12,694 in 1902-1903 and as cumftared with 18,461 whu^ was 
the average for the triennium ending March 1899. 

17. The Sarau Canals practically remained closed daring the past ^ee 
years. They were opened for a short time only daring the kharif. and rahi 
seasons of the years 1002-1903 and 1904-1905 to meet temporary demands for 
water caused by scanty rainfall. Water was given free of charge. Surveys were 
made during the period in connection with schemes suggested for improving 
the efficiency of the canals, but the situation is a very difficult one. In the 
absenceof a weir across the Grandak river, the cost of which would be prohibitive, 
it appears impossible to give any steady supply of water. 

18 . The work in the Nadia Rivers consists in the traiuing of the low 
water channels with the object of giving a greater depth over the shoals. This 
object is only attained to a small degree. Still tho work done is of use and 
it guards against the danger of these off-thoots of the Ganges which, after their 
junction form the Hooghly, closing up altogether in the dry season. These 
rivers have lost to some extent their importance as trade routes through the 
development of railways. There is, however, still a considerable volume of 
traffic over them during the rains when there is plenty of water. 

The annual receipts averaged Ks. 89,270 during the period under review 
against Ks. 99,263 in tho preceding period. The annual average working 
expenses for the two periods were Rs. 1,17,978 and Rs. 1,17,34H respectively, 
and the net result was an annual deficit of Rs. 28,708 for the period 
ending March 1905, compared with a deficit of Rs. 18,082 in the preceding 
peiiod. There are many objections to the levy of tolls on these rivers and 
this Government has in view the desirability of gradually with drawing the 
tolls. a cummencement the rates of tolls charged in the flood season 
will be reduced, es at that time we do little to assist the traffic. 

19. The Gaigliata and Buxi Khal which is a short channel con¬ 
necting the rivers Damoiiar and Rupnaraiu was maintained at an average 
annual cost of Rs. 3,165. The right of collecting tolls on the khal has been 
leased on an annual rental of Rs. 4,500. 

20. The Elden Caual was constructed originally as a sanitary measure, 
but ^ is now used to some extent for irrigation also. The avera^ annua l 
receipts were Rs. 26 ,594 against Rs. 27,653, in tho preceding triennium. 
The annual working expenses amounted to Rs. 39,359 against Rs. 38,256 
in the previous period, the net result being an annual deficit of Rs. 12,765 
compared with a deficit of Rs, 10,603 for the period ending March 1902. 

The area irrigated during the triennium averaged 27,537 acres against 
27,494 acres, the average of the preceding period. The area under irrigation 
cannot be increased unless a weir is constructed across the Damodar river; a 
seberue for doing this is under consideration. The results of experiments on 
the yield of crops indicate that the water is of considerable value owing peurtly 
to the high price which straw fetches in this district. There is therefore some 
ground for hope that the project for a weir may be found to be practicable 
from the financial aspect. 

21. The average area irrigated from the Madhuban Canal was 2,399 
acres against 3,128 acres in the previous period. The average annual outlay 
incurred for maintmning tiie canal, incladiDg charges for eataUishment and 
for whrks of improvement was Rs. 11,674 against Rs. 5,805 in the previous 
period. The increased outlay was due to the construction of the Lukhowara 
Distributary which was completed during the period. Water from this canal 
has hitherto been given free of charge, but water-rate rules have recently 
been’passed, and water supplied in future will be charged fenr. 
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22. An abstract of the results of the expuiments made on average ” 
rice crops in the irrigated and unirrigatod lands and the value of the outtarn 
per acre during the triennial period junder review is given below:— 
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The Chief Engineer in his note has drawn attention to the apparent 
falling*o£F in the yimd of irrigated lands in the Sone Canals, While it appears 
probable that the real value of the crops is greater than has been shown, the 
question is of great importance; and the Agricultural Department vrill be askrd 
to investigate it in concert with the Canal staff. 

23. The results of the work of the three years are on the whole 
good. There has been an increase in the net revenue. The works have 
been efficiently and economically maintained. The areas under irrigation 
Imve increased, and such falling-off as there has been in the navigation is in 
no way due to faulty administration of the canals. Water-rates have been 
collected in full with very little occasion to resort to coercive measures. 

The thanks of Goveibment are due to the officers and staff of the depart¬ 
ment generally; and the Lieutenant-Governor concurs in the Chief Engineer’s 
cordim appreciation of Mr, Toogood’s long and valuable service.

The price of oommon rioe 
annears to have a rising tendency; it has risen in twelve aud has fallen in five districts. The 
priM is somewhat high in parts of Jessore, Ehulna, Muzaffiarpur, Darjeeling and Purooa.

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summIest of the meteorological and Rainfall observa¬ 
tions TAE^EN in BENGAL, AND .OP THE METEOROLOGICAL 
OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM, FOR THE 
MONTH OF DECEMBER, 1906. 

Dboehbbb 1906 wng again a perffedtly typical eold-'weathrir month, deviating from ihe 
Bverage type only in the aame reepeot and to a leas extent tbaa did the previous month. It 
was characterised by a oomp-etc absence of rain until the tvo laat days of the month. This 
dryness was maintained by a fairly strong north-oast monsoon which also helped to keep 
the air temperature belcW nornial during the greater part of the month. 

The steep pressure pradie^rt and strong north-east monsoon of the end of| Norember 
was fully maintained over the Province and Bay of Bengal without interruption during 
rather more than the first half of December, accompanied by a mean temperature only a 
trifle less than normaU The chief local factor contributing to this result was descensiotial air 
movement over Central India which drowod a fluctuating pereistauce right up to the 18th. 
On the 19th the influence (in the form of rising temperature) of a oold-weather depression 
from Persia was already; felt lu Bengal. Though this depression advanced rapidly in an 
east south-easterly direction until its fairly well defined centre was a little north-east of 
Calcutta on the morning of the 2i?nd, and ttiough it raisod the mean temperature of tliat and 
the preceding day some abuve normal, yet it gave no raiu wlmtever in the Plains and only 
very light showers in the Darjeeling Ilille, and only a little heayier in Upper Assam. This 
disturb^ weather and rain continued among the Himalayas up to the end >f the month, 
while u restoration of the high prjessure area over the UentrAl Pfovince^ temporarily reduced 
the tempeialuie in the Iflmns to normal again Irom the U'lth to the 2fiih. On the latter date 
the ■barometer began to fall again oviir the noithem land arfea, so that the pressure gradient 
was red'ioed far bldpw its normal steepness, and out of this; lar^e area of uniform pressure 
over and arr-und the Bay a shalow di-piession formed in Oi-issa on the 29th and 30th, 
which was enough to give practically universal light ruin t* the Province on the 30th and 
Slat- the temjrerafuro being simultaneously a little above ndrmal 

SvH'tmfp ot Pressure .—The barometer began the iiioutiii .^b of an inch above normal, 
but fell steadily until it reached normal on thu oth, enutinuBd falling unlil it was i^th below 
normal on the 8th, rose again to normal on tlie 11th where it remained until the I6th and 
only rose a little ab 've on the ITth and I8th after whioh'it Ml rapidly with the advent of 
the depression from the north-west and .wus -^tb below normal on the 2:;?ud. Thence it 
quiokljr recovered and was just above normal on the 24th, but fell again to nearly ^^th 
of on inch in defect oil the 26tb and 27th, Tocovoiod temporarily on the 28th, and down 
again to +tb below on the 30th and finished ^^tli below normal practically over the whole 
Province. It will have been noticed that tlie gieater part ol this gentle atmospheric see- 
aaw occurred about a pressure below the normal value so that the grand total shows a 
defect varyin" from nearly ^^th along the Himalayas to nothing in the south of the 
• PfWrinco, while the pressure across the Bay was, ou the other hand, about ^^th of an inch 
foo high. 

Summart/of Temperature.—Ti^e ti]ight]y abnormal eoldness of the first 19 days of the 
month was so nicely compensated for by the excessive warmth of the Iasi 10 days that the 
average for the whole mouth shows a defect of little more than a degree in Bihar, Ohota 
Nagpur and Orissa, and an excess of less than a degree in Hcngal. Title higliest maximum, 
via., 87°'4, was recorded at Balasore; and the lowest minimum in the Pltiins—42°'2 at 
Motihari. 

Summary of Raitifall .—The average total rainfall for the month was nearly double as 
much as usual iu south-West Bengal, only one quarter as much in Bihar, and less than one 
hundredth of its ordinary amount in diota Nagpur and Orissa. ,

The General Administration Report of the Presidency Division for the years 
1900-1901 to 1904-1905. 

1. The quinquennial Report for the Administration of the Presidency 
. , , , Division for the years 1900-1901 to 1904-1905 is 

Generni condition of the people. Steady progress, and on the whole of very 

general prosperity. During certain seasons, climatic conditions were unfavour¬ 
able in various parts of the Division ; but with the 
Weather and crops. exception of the floods, due to the excessive rain¬ 

fall in 1900-1901, the people suffered no serfous injury from natural causes. 
The Division is fortunate in that only under very exceptional circumstances is 
a total failure of the crops occasioued. Though the amon rice crop fell con¬ 
siderably below the average of the preceding quinquennium, the bkadoi or aua 
crop, which is the most important harvest in Nadia, yielded an average outturn 
for the Division of 84 per cent, against 74 of the preceding quinquennium, and 
jute was 80 per cent, against 79 7, while the rnbi crops yielded an average 


J-it; 
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.juuurn of 94 per cent, during the five years under review. The wages of 

skilled labour throughout the quinquennium were 
Tiices of food Mid labour. high, and the demand for unskilled labour priiici* 

nidlv in the mill industries of the district of the 21-Pargana8 and oiKlm newly- 
consiructed Kanaghat-Murshidabad line, in Nadia ond Mur«hidabad continued 
attr.icting temporary labour from other districts as in previous years. During 
the lisirvesling season, large numbers of labourers from Nadia, Jessore, Khulna, 
and Faridpur Avere attracted to the Sundarbans by the high wages offered, 
returning' to their homes when the work of harvesting was done. During the 
last tbreo years of the quinquennium there was a decided fall in the prices of the 
neee.ssiiries of life, but the price of rice as coinpaivd with the previous quinquennium 
lias risen iu overv district, except in Khulna where it has remained stationary. 
'Pile price of salt, liowever, fell in every district of the Division, owing to the reduc¬ 
tion of the duty, being eheapost in Nadia where the price was 13 seers 9 cliitaks 
to the ruiiec. The general health of the Divi.sion was not satisfactory, llie year 

1902 beiinr 1 ) rticularly unfavourable. The number 
H(..i th of tlic Divi.<iou. deaths recorded in that year wn.s no less than 

‘dh') 961, or 39'2 per millo, while in oiic district, Nadia, it reached oOTil per milk; 
and in .Jossore 42 ()6 ])cr niille. Fev.-r ivas responsible for tlie large.st number 
of deaths, wliilc cholera was prevulent in one part or another of the Division in 
every year of the (jcinqucnniuui. In Nadia, Murshidabad and Jessorc tin: 
rat( s of birth per thousand of poi>uhition deereus d, while those of deaths 
increased with the net result that in Nadia and .Tessoro the numher of ioj»orte<l 
deaths exceeded that of births. This occurre 1 in .Jessore in »;veiy yciir of 
the quinquennium, and exhibits a lamentable' record of the vital en<Mgie.s of a 
people sapped by fever and of the general unlieaitlnncss of tlio di^tiiet. It is 
to he hoped that in future years, with the wider adoption of .sajiitaiy measures 
iiiid a more extended system of drainage, this unsatlsfiictojy condition may be 

very largely mitigated. _ 

' 2. Tiie uaniufactures of the I)ivi.su.n arc many an 1 vanotis. Dotton, 

twist and yarn, eunny bags and (doth, sugar and 
Industries and Mamifntnirtiii. molasses, p.i))'i‘, .sil!(, shellac and laodyc, fohncco, 

seat), Balti>etre, indigo, luass ])ots and bell-inctal ware are only .sonm of the 
more importani. Ti.ero were eighty factories actually at work at the fl".se of 
the quinquennium, all except one being in tin; ^d-Pargiinas. The averape daily 
number of operatives, in the faclnri's, including men. women aid cliildnm, was 
123.882 as compared with 79,243 in the last year of too last (piuHpicnnium. 
'The increase has been steady and (amtiniud, and forms one of the most satis- 
factory feature.s of the report under revienv. Jute mills are r.’poited to have 
proved fairly remunerative: two paper mills, both in the 24-lhirgaiias, and one 
oil mill, within the Berhamporo Municipality, wort; worked at a profit, 
while the silk industry cairiecl on ehiefly in tlie district of ]\luisliidabad is 
flouiisbing and tlie demand slowly rising. Themaimfactuie of pngar, liowever, 
iu spite of the countervailing duties, is graduall}' declining, owing to oompeti- 
tioii with imported sugar. The indigo industry also, once llio most important 
in the districts of Nadia, Mursbidabad and Jessorc. where it has been estab¬ 
lished for the host century, has been almost extinguished by the rise in the cost 
of labour and by competition with tiie cheaper synthetic indigo made in 
Germany. 15rnss and bell-metal iitcnsils arc mamifactiircd in N.idia and Mur- 
shidabad, and lucks and keys of good quality at Natugoro, Kadihati and Oopal- 
pur, in the districi of the 24^argaiia.s. The manufacture of colton toweD, 
bed-sheetAvrajipeie and mawiSuls for coals, shirtrff and chnpk.ms is art import¬ 
ant indu'^try in the Kushtea subdivision. There are .«teel trunk inanufac- 
tniiort at Jiaganj, in the Lalbagh subdivision, which turn out a good number 
of trunks and boxes, rolled steel boiiifr obtained from (J ilcutta. All tlie work 
in thesis fuctoriefi is done by native arti.sans under native supervision. Iron 
"chests arc also made by the blacksmiths of Jangipur, and the manufacture of 
blankets is carried on to a considerable extent in some Aollagos of the Saddiir 
and Jangipnr subdivisions. • Gn the other hand the iSunlipur muslin industry 
continues to decline, .the weavers being unable to compete with the clienidv 
priced substitutes now flooding the market. The ivory carving industry in 
Murshidabad is also rcpoi-ted to be gradually declining. 
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3. Tlio traffic in this Division is carried on by rail, river anrl canal. In 

the last ye^r of the qiiinquenniara there was on the 
Trade and Oommeroe. vholo an increBBc ill both imports and exports over 

the previous year. It is unsatisfactory to note from the report that in Nadia 
almost every article which may be considered as a necessary of life is brought 
from outside the district. Even rice, the stuplo food of the people, has to be 
imj)ortod in large quantities from North Bengal, Burdwan, the Sunderbans and 
Barisal, the quantity produced in the district itself not being sufficient for local 
requirements. It is also reported that trade in. country cloth has rapidly 
declined, as the people prefer imported Rlauciiester cloth on account of its sujr- 
eiior gloss nnd fineness. It is to be hoped that the recent movement in favour 
of local industries will prevent the further decline of an iridustr}’^ whigh has • 
hitherto given profitable employment fo such large numbers of people. 

4. It is satisfactory to observe that the unmher of dacolty cases in the 

. difttrict of the 21-Perganas, which had gained an 

xmdefiirablc notoriety in this respect, fell from 
10 in 1903 to 8 in 1004. This good result is attributed to the successful pro- 
scKMitioii of a number of gang cases and the capture of several gang.*. In 
the extreme cast of the Khulna district considerable lawlessness with regard 
to land continues. (3n the whole, however, tiiero is no general tendency to 
crime on the part of ;ho people, and the criuiim)} classes which aro to bo 
found in every country me acre adequately lichl in clieck. 

o. It.is .sausi’actory to note that progres.s was made with jxublic works 

and improvemeiifs 'on-oiilly. Ono of the most 
rnV-!i('^ Tuuiruro- iniportant works oi lix' qnir.quepnium was the com 

ju.aiiH laiwiijsj. t-truction of tho Hmeaghat-Murshidabad branch of 

the Eustc'rn Bengal Stale Ifaihvay. Hraiuhing olF from the main line at 
Kanagiiot it rmis northward through the disiriefc of Nadia to l.mlgolaghat on 
the (innges in tlie extreme norih of the dislriot of Murshidixbad. In the 
j?4 Parganas also 09 miles of the Brj'asHt-iia.'irhat Light Kuilway liave been 
opened for traffic. In tlio same district, !> irrigiUion and drainage sluices 
, _ , were constructed ut a cost of Ks. OintlOO. In 

Jnigiiiioti (in(. irainoffp. Jessore, tlic cxcavuiion of a/■// 7 at Ton a connect¬ 
ing tho river Madhumati with the Navagimgri was carried out. at a co.st of 
Bs. 11,727. Opened in liiOi-OO, it ranks a.s ti,c most important fi/t'd in the 
(iisirict, and has greatly imj>rovtvd tiio means cf emmnunication by affording 
fuciliiies to merchants and tiatlers to the profit oi the District Board at who.se 
cost it was constru(;ted, A sum of lis. L'o.dOO wa.s also expc n le'! on water- 
supply, and H sch.eme for the exlonsioii of the l^uldighi at Jtis^ore and tho 
Kijpply of tilforod water to tho town was partially e.irried out by the Jo.s8oro 
Municipality. 

(), The Lieutonvint Ooverno;* observes wiili pleasure that much attention 
„ . was naid to tho improvement of tlie moans ot 

commumcaMon in tin' various districts. New roads 
wore constructed and cousider ible sums expouded on maintaining cxi.sting ones 
in an efficient state, wliiio many of tho kfials that inter.'^oct tho eastern portion 
t)f tho Division were, biidge.d, giving direct land communication witli Large 
tracts hithoito inaccessilile, save by boat. In ihe 24-Pargan:i.s propo.sal.s for 
the improvemont of the water communication b 'tween Calcutta and Eastern 
Bengal are still under comsidorntion. It i.s ]ni p sod to improve 'J olly's Nala 
and to o|ien a stoamer route direct from Anneninn GiiA.t in Calcutta to 
Lia-'torn Bengal via Budgt-Biidg^e. iSuch nn improvement, thougli eslimittod 
to o.ost one orore of rupees, promises in the mt ivasod facilities olfeied to the 
trade of Calcutta to more tJian coraporisato tiie r;r('at expenditure involved. 

7. Tim tiumbor of high scliools and jmpiis attending them continues 
Fducfttion show a marked inereuso, while Middle i'higlisli 

schools and piipiI.s r< main almost statiojinry. Mid¬ 
dle vornaculir schools on tho otiier hand .slmw a decided decrease, there being 
only IA*> schools against 200 und 8,880 pupils against n,9ol in 1900. 'Dio 
Li' utenant-Goveinor is glad to observe timt. considerable advance has been 
nmde dining the quinquennium in tiie number and popularity of Primary 
schools and Girls’ schools, the latter having increased by no less than 200 
:.1 ono wlu’le the number of pupils has increased from 18,945 to 20,488.

quinquennium, though th« percentage of Muhammadan pupila to the total, 
number of pupils is still only 29*0, The small per^ntage of ministerial 
appointments held by Muhammadas in the Division ie attributed to their 
general backwardness and to the absence of qualihe*.! candi^tea amongst 
them—a very regretablo state of affairs. A striking increase in the number 
of aboriginal pupils in the various schools is recorded,* the figures being 
given as 17,7i0 against only 271 in 1899-1901. The former figures however 
appear to include the lower classes of Hindus, Muhammadans and Native 
Christians, but the result is satisfactory as showing the progress of education 
among the most backward section of the community. 

8. There has been an increase df five dispensaries during the quinquen- 

nium, four of which are in the 24-Parganas. It is 
Hospitals and Dispensaries. satisfactory to note tliat greater use has been made 

of the dispensaries by both in-patients and out patients in all the districts, 
showing that the public is beginning to appreciate to a greater extent than 
before the benefits they offer. Their increased populai’ity at the same time 
speaks' well for the efficient management of the dispensaries and the care 
bestowed upon the patients. Many structural improvements were carried out 
in existing dispensaries, while Medical centres were opened in the Jessore 
district to treat cases of malarial fever at times when it was particularly 
prevalent. The district is an exceedingly unhealthy one, and the floating 
dispensary, equipped by the District Board of Khulna to give immediate help 
in cases of epidemic diseases in the distant interior of the river district, where 
other means of communication scarcely exist, is reported to have worked 
satisfactorily and is particularly to be commended. 

9. The relations between landlords and tenants during the quinquennium 

were on the whole faii’ly satisfactory. In some of 
the Sundarban tracts, however, it is reported that 
petty landholders are in the habit of inducing 

tenants to take up land for reclamation on easy terms under invalid documents,* 
Subsequently when the lands are brought well under cultivation they have 
endeavoured to oust these tenants, in order to secure higher rents for the lauds. 
In Nadia, the practical abandonment of indigo cultivation and the transfer of 
old established concerns to land syndicates gave rise to many disputes in the 
northern part of the district. The demand of produce rent for other than 
indigo lands and of enhanced rents as compensation for abandoning the claim 
to grow indigo was strenously opposed by the tenants. In Jessore, it appears 
that the majority of the big zamindars are absentees, with the result that 
their naibs, usually ill-paid, uneducated, and unscrupulous men, greatly oppress 
the tenants in a number of small ways. It is to be much regretted that 
with a few notable exceptions, the landlords in the district take but small in¬ 
terest in the welfare of their tenants and spend little on local work of public 
utility and philanthropy. 

10. The panchayati system, which is now being gradually introduced 

promiM. consiclerablo improTement in the effioi; 

ency ot the rural Police, the most respectable 
men in each union being appointed Presidents of panchayafs and vested with 
various powers under the Criminal Procedure Code. The now system is still in 
its infancy, and District Officers should caiefully watch its development, in order 
to bring it to the highest possible pitch of efficiency and prevent, os far as pos¬ 
sible, the mistakes and misunderstanding which are inevitable at the outset of 
such an undertaking. When in full working order, tho new system, it is hoped 
will prove a great benefit to the people themselves and an immense help to local 
officers in the maintenance of order and tho development of local institutions. 

The public in the Division has already much appreciated the reduction of 
the salt duty and the raising of the. minimum limit of assosamont under the 
Income-tax -Act from Ks. 500 tu Bs. 1,000,

111.—WEATHBB AND CBOF. 

5. The arerage rainfall in the Division was greater than in the pro* 
ceding ^ear, being 57*97 inches against 55*06 inches in 1903*04, but less than 
in the first three years of the quinquennium as also than the previous average. 
The heaviest average rainfall m the Division during the quinquennium was 
73*15 in 1000*1901 and the lowest was 55*00 in 1903-1904.* The average of 
the last two years was leas than the previous Divisional average by 4*19 and 
1*28 inches, respectively, but that in the first three years exceeded tne previous 
average by 13*90, *58, and 4*09 inches, respectiA'cly. Considered by districts, 
the average rainfall for the year was greater tlian that of the preceding year 
ill all the districts except Jessore (where it was less by only 04 inchesl, the 
heaviest (60*10) being in Khulna, and the smallu.st (53*61) in Murshiaabad. 
24*l^ai*ganas and Nadia received more rainfall than the previous average in all 
the years, but Murshidabad, Jessore, and Khulna were not so fortunate. In 
Mursbidabad the district average exceeded the previous average only in 1902- 
1903, and nearly equalled it in 1904-1905, but in 1900-1901, 1901-1902, and. 
1903-1904 it was less than the average by 1*79, 2*13, and 4*14 inches, respect¬ 
ively. Jessore and Khulna received more tliiin the average in 1900-1901 and 
1902-1903, but in 1901-1902, 1903-1904, and 1904-1905 they fell short of it by 
2*21 end 5*10, 4*51, and 17*27, and 4*55 and 11*97 inches, respectively. The 
heavy rainfall of the year 1900, especially the torrential rains of September 
1900, caused floods all over the 24-Pargana8 district and damaged nearly the 
whole of the standing orops, and even seriously affected the outturn of 1901, 
as in the Diamond Harbour subdivision the accumulated rain water did not 
subside for months owing to defective drainage. The same downpour also 
damaged the crops in the other districts to a greater or less extent. 

G. In 1901 the rainfall in the 24-Pargaiias, Nadia, aud Jessore was 
seasonable and well distributed and thus favourable to> the staple food-crops. 
The rainfall in Murshidabad was below the normal and the outturn of b/ta ioi 
and winter rice was poor. The rainfall was, however, favourable to the raU 
crops, which were exceptionally good during the year. The deficiency of 
rainfall in the beginning of the ye&r greatly affected the oaitmn of aus crop 
in Khulna. 

7. In 1902 the distribution of rainfall was generally favourable to the 
crops in all the districts except Jessore, where the outturn was consequently 
below the average. In that year the othef district.s liad generally good crop.s, 

8. In 1003 the rainfall in the 24-Parganas was scanty during some 
months of the y®ar, but the outturn of the winter rice and jute was ju.st above 
the average. The uneven distribution of rainfall in Nadia during the ^ear 
affected the outturn of bhadoi and jute crops. In consoquem-o of deficient 
rainfall in Murshidabad, rice was below the average, but tlie rabi harvest was 
generally- good. The rainfall was below the average in Jessoro and Khulna ; 
but being seasonable in Jessore gave a better outturn than in the preceding 
year, while it affected the outturn in K.hu)na to some extent. 

9. In 1904 the total rainfall was greater than in the picccJitig year in 
all tlie districts. The rainftdl, generally speaking, was not evenly oistributed. 
The result was that the crops sufifered to a certain extent. The outturn was, 
however, satisfactory on the whole. In some parts of the 24-Pargana« tllo 
low-lying lands were flooded in consequence of abnormal rainfall of June and 
July 1904, aud winter rice could not bo grown on them. In Nadia and 
Murshidabad, the rahi harvest suffered badly owing to hailstorms, heavy lains, 
and extreme cold in February and March. In Jessore and Khulna the 
outturn was, on the whole, satisfactory. 

10. Taking the Division as a whole, the result of the unequal distribution 
of rainfall was that the outturn of the crops did not come up to the normal. 
The average outturn of aman rice, which is the principal crop in the districts 
of the 24-Pargana8, Jessore, and Khulna, works out to 70 per cent, against 
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93 per cent, of the preceding d^quenniom. The hhadoi or dw prop, which is 
the most important harvest in N»4>a and which is also ▼<^>7 iu^rtant in the 
24>Parganas and Khnlna, yielded an average outturn for we IKvision of 
84 per cent, against 74 of the preceding nuinquennium, and jute was 66 per 
cent, against 79*7. The rtiH orops whicn are very important in some of the 
dii^cts of the Division, yielded an average outturn of 94 per oent.^ during the 
period under review. Upon the whole it takes very exceptional ciroumataiioes 
to occasion anything like a fulure of orops in this Division, and during the 
quinquennium it was only tiie great flood of 1900 which on a large scale, 
and ue heavy rain of June and July 1901, which in a limited area of the 
d4-Pargana8 pr^ooed an absolute failure. Everywhere else at least moderate 
crops were always secured. There is nothing else of importance to remark about 
the crops except that jute is extensively and increasingly grown by the cnlti* 
vators in Khulna. 


XV—PUBLIC HEALTH, 

13. The general health of the Divudon in the year 1002 was much worse 
than in any other year of the quinquennium, the number of deaths recorded in 
that year being 295,961, or 39*2 per mills, while in Nadia it reached 60*64 per 
mille, and in Jessore 42*66 per n^le. In these two districts deaths returned as 
from fever were 41*53 and 36 14 respectively. The mortality of the year 
exceeded that of 1899, when 286,407 deaths were recorded, and was the hinh wt of 
the two quinquennial periods. The annual average number of deaths from all causes 
in tile Division for the last quinquennium was 268,871, or 35*8 per mille of pqpu* 
laticm, against 234,534, or rt2*30 per mille of the previous ouinquenni&l period. 
The increase was due to the increased number of deaths in all the districts of the 
Division in each of the years fA tlto period under report except in 1901, which was 
distinctly heal^erthan any other year, fever contributii^ most to the numbw of 
deaths. Cholera raged with violence in 1900 in all the districts and in 1904 in all 
the districts except the 24-Paxganas, but the district of Jessore was more than any 
other subject to this scourge, there being 7,711 deaths, or 4*3 mille of popu* 
lation. In the years 1902 and 1903 the district of the 24*Paig^a8 sufhmd 
most from cholera, there being 8,738 and 11,041 deaths respectively there in 
those years,'or 5 2 and 6*57 per mille of population. 


Y.-HaTSHLAL OOKDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 

16. The outturn of crops In the last three or four years of the quinquen¬ 
nium was better in smue districts than iUftbe first year or two, but there was no 
material change in the condition of the agricultural population, who form the 
bulk of tbe people of this Division, The wages of slulled labour were every* 
where good and the demand for unskilled labour also was very great in the miU 
industries of the distiict of the ^-Parganas and on the new1y*constmcted 
Banaghst-Murshidabad line in Kadia and Murahidabad. Complaints, however, 
were heard about tHe decline in the condition of tbe landless middle classes 
who find the cost of living continually increasing without any corresponding 
expansion of their resources. 

17. In the 24-Parganas, excepting In the year 1000*1901, when the floods 
caused by the excessive rainfall of September 1900 caused wholesale destructioa 
of crop over a large area of the district, the outturn of crops was generally good 
and the cultivating classes were comparatively well off. In the last year of 
the quinquennium, however, plague broke out in a number of places* in the 
Barrackpore subdivision of rae district, which interfered a good d^ ] witii tiie 
comfort and material well-being of, tbe peopla 

18. In Nadia the period was one of average prosperity, not marked by 
extremes of scarcity or abundance. While the disappearance of the indige 
manufacture and the shrinkage of the rivers have tended to deprive some 
people of their means of support and to denude some towns of a large part of 
their population, the newly-oonstruoted railway line is expected to bmient the 
district to a certain extent. The district was practi^y tree from {daguc. 
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19. In Harshtdabad there wm no nutterial change in the production of 
oropa or in the condition of the peoplet except that in the hurt year of the 
qninqnenniami the crops were damaged by heavy rainfall and' want of seajBOB> 
able rainfall. The silk industry supplies labour to some of the people and 
the lac industry is also prospering. 

90. In Jessore, the outturn of crops was fairly good throughout the 
district except in the Jhenida subdivision where it was not even 75 per cent, of 
the average during the five yeara The material well-being of the people, 
however, was far from satisfactory owing to the unhealthiness of the district, 
and ^e prevalence of malaria and cholera. It is reported that healthy people 
are rare in the district, and lands nmain uncultivated for want of labourers. 
The death*rate also is high. There is at any rate no doubt that ill-health has 
sapped the vitality of ,1ne people and marxedly reduced their energy even in 
the pursuit of gain. 

21. In Khulna, the outturn of crops was much better in the last three years 
than in the first two, but no variations were noticeable in the prices of food> 
gridns and the wages and earnings of the people. Skilled labour is very rare 
in the district; and to remove uis want, a technical school with carpentry and 
boat-bnilding dashes has been recently opened. Attempts are also fai^g made 
to establish agricultural banks in as many villages as possible, to enable the 
cultivators to toxtow money, when required, at reasonable rates. 

vn.—PB1CB6 OF FOOD AND LABOUS. 

24. During 1904-1905 the pric^of common rice, which forms the staple 
food of the bulk of the people in this Division, varied from 12 seers 11 chitted 
in the rupee in the 2lfParganaa to 15 seers in' Khulna. Therehasbeen a i^eneral 
tendency to a fall in the price in the last three years of the quinquennium as 
compared with the preceding two years. In the 24-Pargana8 the rate in the 
last three years was over 12 seers per rupee, while it was under 11 seers in 
1900-1901 and 1901-1902. Theincreaaein the price during the last-named periods 
was due to the abnormal rainfall of 1900-1901 by whidi the winter rice cropa 
in the greater part of the distriet were destroyed. ^ There was no great 
fluctuation in the price during ^e five years in Nadia. The prices ranged 
between 12^ and 13 seers, except in tiie year 1901-1902, when it rose to 11 seers 
3 cbittaks in the rupee. In Mursbidalmd the price of common rice was higher in 
1000-1901 and 1901-1902 than in the last three years of theperiod under report, 
it being due partly to short and badly-distributed rainf^ and partly to 
exportation to scarcity-stricken districto. The price fell in 1902-1903 and 
remained almost uniform during the next two years. There has been a gradual 
increase in the price of rice in Jessore in the first three years of the quinquennium. 
The price fell in 1903-1904, but it again rosem 1904-1995. In Khulna tbe price 
pf rice fell from 11 seers in 1900-1901 to l5 seers in the last year of^ the quin¬ 
quennial period under review. Comparing tbe prices of the period under 
report with those of the preceding quinquennium by districto, it is ol^rved 
that the price of common nee has risen in we24-Parrana8, Nadia, Mnrahidabad, 
and Jessore, while it has remained stationary in Khulna. 

25, The price of salt fell during the quinquenni^,^ owing to the 
redaction of the duty on it, in all districts of this Division. The price 
was cheapest in Nadia in 1904-1905, being 13 seers 9 chittaks in the rupee, as 
oompared with 12 seers 12 chittaks in Jeesore and Khulna, 12 seers 13 chittaks 
in Murriiidabad, and 13 seers 3 chittaks in the 24-Parganas. 

27. It will be seen that in Nadia and Morshidabad there has been little 
or no change in ^e wages of labour daring the quinquennial period under 
report, though there were temporary variations in 1903-1904 owing to the con- 
atmetion of the Ranaghat-llurahidabad lUiilwsy line. In the 24-Parganu8 the 
wages of superior masons and carpmiters have riaen from 10 annas and 
11^ annas in 1899-1900 to annas 12 per diem in 1904-1905. W^es remained 
practically stationary in Khulna. In Jessore tbe rates are not uniform through¬ 
out distri^. Tnere has b^ a decline in the number of skilled labourers 
owing to the insanitary condition of the district. 
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Vm.->H4KU7At!TU££8 4K1> HINBS. 

28. The chief articles of manufacture in this XKvisioi^ ^re imtton twist 
and Tsm^ gunny bags and cloth, sugar and molasses, paperi aillc, ice, shellac 
and lacdye, tobacco, soap, saltpetre, indigo, brass’pots, and bell-metal ware. 
The other minor articles which are manufactured are steel trtitth* »nd boxes, 
locks, mats, palm leaf braids, coarse cotton fabrics, muslin} blankets, nut¬ 
crackers, shell bracelets, serated waters, ivory carvings, clay images, ploughs and 
cutlery. 

29. The total number of factories actually at work at the close of the 
year 1903 was 76, viz., 75 in the 24-Parganas and one in Nadia, excluding the 
Tarpur Su^ar Factory in Jessore which remained closed throughout the year. 
Five factoids in the 24-Parganas were brought under the operation of the 
Factories .ffit and one factory in the same district was removed from the list 
daring the 'course of the year 1904. Thus of 82 factories, 80 were actually 
at work at the close of the year against 65 in 1899, while another worked for 
part of the year only. The inorease is due to the expansion of trade. In 
46 factories work was carried on by shifts and sets, in 31 with midday 
stoppages and in 4 by shifts and midday stoppages. The number of factories 
exempted from the rule requiring a Sunday or weekly holiday was 21, while 
Sundays were observed as close holidays in 60 factories. The average daily 
number of operatives in the factories, including men, women, and wildren, 
was 1,23,882 as compared with 79,243 in 1899, the last year of the last 
quinquennium. The increase was gradual and steady. There was no notice¬ 
able change in the rates of wages during the quinquennial period under review. 
They are, however, much higher than those obtained by the people of the 

same classes who follow other pursuits. 

0 

32. The cotton and spinning trade was not profitable during the quin¬ 
quennium. At the commencement of the year 1900, there was a very short 
supply of raw cotton owing to the partial failure of the crop, and prices ruled 
very high in conset^uence. ^ Several mills were forced to close buriness. 
Prospects were very discouraging, and the Indian and China markets could not 
take off even the reduced amount of the mills' productions, and the mills 
continued to lose heavily. This gloomy state of affairs persisted long, and it 
was only after passing through several years’ fiactuations, all mmre or leas 
unfavourable, that prospects improved to some extent at the close of the quin¬ 
quennial period under review. 

33. The period under review was fairly remunerative to jute mills. 
Demand for raw jute was extensive and the prices ruled high ranging from 
Rs. 3-12 per maund for the lowest quality at the highest point up to Ks. 7 per 
mauud for the best quality. Hessians and sacking cloth are the two most 
important products of the jute mij^, and are exported to all parts of tbe world in 
the form of bags and cloth. There was a good demand for jute-manufaotured 
articles and the jute mills were fully employed. Labour had been in good 
supply until, the month of Itfarch every year, when there was a large exodus of 
emigmnt labourers to their native villages up-country, as food supplies re¬ 
mained comparatively cheap and they had money to spare. There is constant 
grumbling from the great textile industries about the unsettled character of the 
lapour loice and the difficulty of getting workers to mako a permanent domit^e 
In this part of the country, but considering that there has been an increase of 
over 50 per cent, in 5 years, it is not wonderful that the demand exceeds the 
supply. 

34. As ixjpoi-ted in the last quinquennial report, there are only two paper 
mills in this division, both in the 24-rarganas—one at Titaghur and the ^her 
at Kankiuara. The former is now known as the Titaghur Paper Mill No. I 
and the latter having passed into the hands of the Titaghur Paper Mills 
Company, Limited, as the Titaghur Paper Mill No. II. The papers manu¬ 
factured in these mills are white printing, badami, coloured printrag, cartridge, 
blotting, brown, super-calendered writings and printings, and C. 8. and T. 8. 
writings. Bags, grass, straw, jute, old gunnies, hemp, baggings, and ropes 
Gild waste paper are the raw materials used for the purpose, °

87, The indigo industry, once the most important in the districts of 
Nadia, ^ursludabad, and Jossore, where it had been established for the last 
century, has almost been extinguished by the ri->o in the cost of labour and the 
competition since tho introduction of tho cheaper synthetic indigo mado in 
Germany, The former proprietors of large coiicfjrus havo in most cases sold or 
are selling their lands to syndicates and private owners, who havo become mere 
receivers of rent. 

38. 'Fhe silk industry is carried on to some extent in the 24-Pargana*, 
but mo e extensively in the district of Murshidabad, especially in thanas 
Hariharpara and Doulatabaxar of the Sadar sub livision and thiina Mirzipur of 
the Jangipur subdivision. There are Eump^an tirins in Murshidabad from 
whom statistics are not available. The following table shows the outturn of 
silk cloth produce 1 by tho native weavers of Mirzapur, whore the host stuff is 
manufactured, during tho last five 3 'ears;—-

40. The manufacture of sugar by tl.e country method is gradual’y 
declining, owing to compjtition with imported sugar, in spite of the counter¬ 
vailing duties. 

41. Brass, and bcll-mctal utensils are manufactured in Nadia and 
Murshidahad. llioso of a superior qualit}' ar.' minufacturc 1 in considorahlo 

3 uantitie3 in Khagm, Berhampore, Kandi, Baianngor*^ and Jangipur in the 
istiict of Murshidabad. Locks and keys of good quality arc manufactured 
at Natiij'^oi'c, Kudihati, and Gopalpur, in the district of the i'd-Parganas. 
Mats and palm-leaf braids wore tho princip.il manufactures in thanas Diamond 
Hnrbonr and FuUa. They are sent to tho Cdcutia markets for sale, palm-leaf 
braids being used for manufacture of straw hats. The latter occupation is not 
very remunerative. It is generally carried on by females and children and 
males during leisure hours. Tho Collector of Nadia reports that the San- 
tipur muslin industry continues to dwindle, as tlio weavers cannot sell their 
wares at the cht'ap prices at which imported .articles art) offered. Tho number 
of weavers at Santipur is disproportionately largi; as comp ired with the demand 
for fine cloth, and tho industry is not expected to revive as long as tho cost of 
manufacture in the old hand h>oins remains stationary. An attempt was made 
to introduce the use of the fiy-shuttlo, and in UK) I two woavors wore sent to 
Serampore to learn tho use of the fiy-shut’lo. But the experiment has not prov¬ 
ed a succes-*, as the fiy-shuttlo looms are said to be uinuited for the fine borders for 
which tho Santipur cloths are famous. The manufacture of cotton towels, bed- 
sheet**, wrappers and materials for coats, shirts and chtpkans is an important 
industry in tho Kushtea subdivision. There are steel trunk manufactories at 
Jiaganj, in the Laibach subdivision, which turn out a good number of trunks and 
boxes, rolled steel being obtiined from Calcutta. Tho work is done by native 
artiaana under nativesttpervision. Theblacksmitbs of Jangipur also man ufacture 
iron chests. A Idaoksmbh at Dhulxyao, in tho Jangipur subdivision, makes 
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betelnut oaHers which are in oonsiderable demand. The ivory carding in¬ 
dustry in Murshidabad is gradually declining. The manufacture of blankets is 
carried on to a considerable extent in some villages of the Sadar and Jangipur 
sn Mi visions. 'Fhose manufactured at Aurangabad, in the Jangipur subdivision, 
are of a superior quality, each piece being worth Rs, 7 to fis. 8. ^ In the dis¬ 
tricts of Jessore and Khulna, there is no racji industry worth mentioning.

The gross demand for the Division amounted to Re. 28,36,773 us 
compared with Rs. 27,03,452 in 1900-01 the first year of the quinquennium 
under report, and Re. 27,23,437 in 1899-1000 the last year of the preceding 
quinquennium, showing an increase of Bs. 73,321 or 2 7 per cent, over 
the figures for 1900-01 and an increase of Ra. 1,13,336, or 4*2 per cent, 
over those for 1899-1900. The increase is the net result of the increase 
in the demand in Calcutta and the decrease in the other districts of the 
Division. 

The decrease in the mufassal districts was due to the raising of the 
assessable limit in 1903-04 from Rs. 500 to Rs. 1,000 by tlie rdcent amexidntent 
of the Act. In Calcutta, though over a lakh and a quainter of revenue was 
lost in 190.3-04 for the same reason still in comparison with the figures for 
1900-01 and 1899-1900, there vms an increase in the demand due to commercial 
prosperity. 


xxiii .—bailways and otheb public wobes. 

132. The chief event of the period under this head was the construction of 

^ „ the Ranaghat-Murshidabad Branch of the Eastern 

Beiiway* and Tramways. Bengal State Railway. It is now almost complete 

and has been already opened tor goods traffic. It branches off from the 
main lino at Ranagnat and runs northward through the district of Nadia 
to Lalgolaghat on the Ganges in the extreme north of the district of 
Murshidabad. 

133. In the district of the 24-Pargana8, 26 miles of the Barasat-Basirhai 
Light Railway were opened for traffic by Messrs. Martin & Co. The following 
extensions of lines in and around Calcutta have been found necessary and ore 
now being constructed :— 

I.— Cc88ipore Chitpur Terminal Improtemenia, J3-S7 miiea including 

'I hese are expected to be opened to traffic (goods) by the end 
of June 1906. 

II .—XtnpUcating the line from Canal jmcHon to Kanhurgathi^ S'l$ miMt.— 
It will probably be opened by the en^ of June 1906.

TV,-^Duplioaiin£i (he hue firm canal Junction to Jhm-Dvm junction, 1*46 
milea.

To develop mill traffic, sidings partially at the cost of the milhownexa 
and partially at the cost of the Railway, have been or are being undertaken at 
various stations (Kankinara, Tittagarh, Agsrpara, &c,) 

Bosides the above the following invprovemeuts were carried oat in con¬ 
nection with the several lines of Railway:— 

I.—Constmotion of an overbridge ever the Brace Bridge Hall ridings 
completed in 1003. 

II.—Widening the overbridges at Belgachia Road and Barrackpore Road 
in connection with the Cossipore-Ohitpur Terminal Improve¬ 
ments. 

HI.—Construction of the junction with the Bengal-Nagpur Railway at 
Shalimar (Garden Reach) for interchange of rolling-stock, 
effected in August 1901. The following general improvements 
require mentioning. 


The replacement of 75 Ib. rails by 85 lb. rails is being carried out 
gradually between Naihati and Calcutta. The girders of weak bridges have 
been renewed or strengthened as found necessary. Brick ballast has been 
replaced by stone between Naihati and Calcutta. Wooden fencing posts have 
been replaced by u*on ones. Interlocking cabins, modern block instruments 
and improved methods of signalling trains have been introduced at all the 
important stations. The Baliaghata goodsyard has been widened. 

131. The Ranaghat-Krishnagar Light Railway, which proved too great a 
burden to the finances of the District Board of Nadia, was transferred to the 
Eastern Bengal State Railway authorities from 1st July 1904. 

The District Board of N^adia contemplate a scheme for the construction of 
a steam tramway from Krishnagar to Jellinghce vitt Meherpur, and a survey is 
now being made through the agency of the Kastern Bengal State Railway 
authorities. A survey is also being made by the same authorities for a line 
from Kalna to Ranaghat vik Santipur. Also a project for a light railway 
from Kotechandpur in the district of Jessore to Shibnibash station on the 
Eastern Bengal State Railway is being considered by the District Board of 
Jessore. 


136. The East Indian Railway Company have also put in proposals for a 
new line along the western bank of the Bhagirathi from Barharwa to Cutwa 
for which the preliminary survey has already been finished. 

136. In the district of the 24-ParganaB, nine irrigation and drainage sluioes 

_ . ,. were oonstructed at a cost of Rs. 65,303. A sum of 

Other public worke. 9,212 was spent for improving the ELhurda 

khal and providing wing walls and breast walls on the up stream side of 
the sluice of that khal. Also 14 retired Hues of embankment, including the 
one 14 miles and 2,864 feet in length on the left bank of the Pe^li River, 
were constructed at a cost of Rs. 1,47,232. A sum of, Rs. 12,037 was spent 
in the construction of the Local Board’s office building at Baairhat in making 
certain additions to and alterations in the District Board’s office building at 
AHpur, and in constructing and in making certain additions to and alterations in 
certain dispensary buildings. Also eight tanks were excavated at a cost 
of Rs. 9,652 and a masonry well at Habra thanu was constructed at a cost of 
Rs. 598. 

137. In the district of Mnrshidabad, the Bhagwangola retired lino of 

embankment from Jeaganj to Bhagwangola was coustructei at a cost of 
Rs. 1,35,692. • . ^ , 

138. In Jessore, the excavation of a khal at Tona called the Hallifax Canal 
after Mr. Hallifax, the late Collector of the district, and connecting the River 
Madhumati with the Navagunga was effected at a cost of Rs. 17,227. It is 
the most important khal in the distriot; it was opened for traffic in 1901-02 and 
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baa imoroved the communication of the distnct by i^or^ng {amities to mer¬ 
chants and- traders to the proEt of the District Board at whose cost it was 
constructed. Over Rs. ^0,000 were spent on water-suplpy and a scheme for the 
extension oi the Laldighi rt Jessore, and supply of filtered-wafer ,to the 
residents of the town was partially carried out by the Jessore Municipality. 
Also a sum of about Rs. 6,0( 0 was spent in making certain miscellaneons and 
sanitary improvements in the Oovemment estates m the district, ^^iiin 
additions to, and alterations in, the subdivisional office buildings at 
and Narail were effected out of. the Public Woiks funds, and detailed 
enquiries wero completed for the improvements of the Bhairab valley. 

Kt9. In Khulna, more than Rs. 1,000 were spentin improvingthe drainage 
of the six unions. A d&k bungalow, a carpenters shed for a teohmieal school, 
a veterinary hospital building, a quarter for the Veterinary Assistant and a 
Coronation Hall were built, besides two dispensary buildings witli Doctor’s 
quarters nt Nawapara and Dumuria^ A laige Civil Court building, quarters for 
the two Munsifs, a dead-house and quarters for the Trensuar}’ guards were 
cou'truo^'ed by the Public Woiks Department at the head quarters of Satkhira- 
subdivision. Also Court buildings for the Honorary and Sub-Deputy 
Magistrates, office buildings for the Court Sub-Inspector and the Inspectors 
with maikhand and hajat, three Civil Court buildings, quarteis for t.ho three 
Munsifs, a dend-house and quarters for the Treasury guards wero constructed at 
the Uagirhat subdivision, and an extension was made to the Sub-jail. Certain 
buildings wore also construoted at the Sadar for the Treasury guards for the 
jail, school liberaiy, Police and the Foiest Department otficeis. 

Also more then Rs, 2,COO ware spent for embankmont and about Ks. 600 
in miscellaneous improvements in the Khas Mahals. 


CHAPTEE XXTV.-COMMUMC.iTIO.N'S. 

140. During the quinquennial period under review, the District Board of 

the i4-Parganas expended Rs. 48,1(10 in the con- 
straction of about 19 miles of dl-ti'ict roads, the 
most important of which were a feeder road 4^ luiles in length from 
Cherial to Bawali at a cost of Rs. 18,044, a road about .Miven furlimgs 

in length from Darashahibs HM at Garden Keach to Lower Hooghly 

Mills at Badartolla at a cost of Rs. 13,04:8, and a ficdcr road 4J miles 
long from KuLsoor to Muslandpur on the Bengal Central Railway at a 

cost of Rs. 11,110. They also spent Rs. 51,807 in metalling some 16 miles 

of district roads of which the most important was the rond from Bu.sirhat to 
Kumrakhal, 4J milc-S in length, at a cost of Rs. 19,987. Over Rs. 30,000 
were spent in the construction of bridges and culverts, of which the most 
important were a bridge of two spans of 15 feet each for providing addi¬ 
tional waterway in the Calciitta-Jessoro road ever the Bigjolhi khal ut a cost 
of Rs. 6,632 and a similar bridge in the Dum-Dum Cos.-iporc road over that 
khal at a cost of Rs. 6,678. The District Board of Nadia expoeded R-s. 67,857 
on the improvement of roads and construction of bridg-js, of which the 
metalling of the Krishiiagar-Plassey road, the improvement of the Bhuramara- 
Taragouia road, (he bridging of the Hanshadanga and Blinuga khals on the 
former road and of the Arangsdrisha khal on the Krislintigur-Mcherpur road, 
were the most important. • For all of those special grants were given from the 
Provincial revenues. The Board could not spend much on new works, and in 
all such enterprises (hoy had been materially assisted by Goveruuiont as the 
district is large, while its cess income is limited, and it contains a number of 
district and feeder roads originally constructed from Provincial funds before 
District Boards come into existence. 

141. The District Board of Murshidabad expended on an average about 
Rs. 18,000 per annum on original works for raising, improving and construct¬ 
ing district roads, (mlveits and caiisoway.s, 'I’licir principal 'undcitaking was 
the raising and metalling of a portion of the Kandi road fjom Radhaghat to 
Kulee, -for which Rs. 20,000 were allotted by tliis oflicc from tho grant of 
Rs. 48,000 made to this Division from Provim ial revenues for tho improve¬ 
ment of communications in backward pi icf^s. A sum of lls, 20,000 has also 
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been Fanctioiie 1 by Government for the con>«truc<4on of feeder roads to the 
Kanaghat-Mursiiidabad branch of the Eastern Bengal State Hailway. Survey 
work for all these roads has been finished and plans and estimates of 
some of them have been sent up by the District Board to the Superintending 
Engineer for sanction. The District Board of Jessore expended Rs. 73,069 
dunng the qninq|uennium in metalling 4 miles and 35 chains of district roads 
and in construotmi^ bridges of about 500 running feet. The District Board of 
Khulna metalled 14 miles of district roads. They expended Rs. 86,953 on 
civil works including the cost of Public Works establishment. Owing to the 
opening of the light railway from Basiihat to Barasat, the metalling of the 
road from Satkhiia to Basirhat has been taken up. A part of the road lies in the 
district of the 24-Pargana8. Th*» cost of the Klmlaa portion has been estimated 
at Rs. 60,000, of which Rs. 30,000 have been allotted from the gnint of 
Rs 48,000 made to this Division from the Provincial revenues for the 
improvement of communications in backward plaoea Rupees 10,000 have 
tilso been allotted fiom the same grant for the improvement of the portion of 
the roadjyiiig in the '■24-PHrganas. 

142. The District Board of the 24*l*argaim8 expended on an average 

Rs. 412 per annum on the maintenance of the 
Arborjcn tiiro. existing trees along tne district roads, Nadia 

Jis. 548, Murshidabad Rs. 628, Jessore spent Rs, 1,282 in planting new trees 
and maintaining the existing ones, and Kliulna planted 1,100 new tree.s, the cost 
averaging Rs. 308 per annum, including the cost of maintaining the old ones. 

144. In the 24-ParganaB the proposals for the improvement of the water 
. . communication between Calcutta and Eastern 

ISiypr cominiiuiuftuons. Bengal are Still Under tkc Consideration of the local 

oOicers. It is proposed to improve Tolly’s Xnla and to open a steamer 
route direct from Annenian ghat in Calcutta to East Bengal, via., Budge-Budge. 
The proposed improvements are estimated ti) cost about one crore of ru}>ees, 
which will be recouped in less than 30 years. The proposals have been 
returned to the District Officer for reconciling certain differences o opinion 
between the loeal Public Wtuka Department officers and the civnl officers, and 
are now being considered and elalxirated by them. The improvements are 
very dosirablo in the interests of the trade of t alcntta, and when effected 
will more than comjiensate the enormous exiMjiidituro involved. The deepening 
of certain navigable channels at a cost of abr ut five hvkUs in connection with 
the Mograhat drainage scheme has been sanctioned by Government. The 
loeal Public Works officers are to carry out the sclieme. 


CUAPTKR XXVI.—EDUCATION. 

144. <Table XXVI shows the state of education in the last year of* the quin-' 
quennial period under review as compared witli tlio last years of the preceding* 
two quiuqiientiial periods. The number of schools .slightly decreased when 
compared with the year 18U4-96 but it increased by 675 and the number 
of pupils attending them by 25,337 or 12‘8 [>er cent., when*compared with the 
year 1899-li 00. The number of tigh English .schools increased by 26 .with 
3,339 pupils, as against an increase of -34 scliools with 5,175 pupils in the 
preceding quinqueniiiSm. The number of of middle schools decrottsed from 
387 in lt94-95 to 369 in 1899-1900^d further to 324 in 1904 1905 and tjHP 
numbiT of pupils attending them from 25-,790 to 2:V53^ and further to 20,372 
during the ^ame periods. The decrease occurrod in the hiimbel* and pupils of^ 
veniacular ifietitiutions (Middle Vernacular Schools) in all the districts in tiio' 
Division though them was a alight increase in those of Middle English Scboolsr 
The decrease-is dtie chiefly to the fact that those institutions have^ lost tlieir 
popularity with the people? who prefer to educate their boys in English, and 
under a bettor staff of teachers Tnts has coiitiibuted to the iq^ease in the 
number and pupils of High 'Engilish Schools; The number, of .'Pi'imary sehools 
decreased by 81 when compared with the year 1894-95 but has increased by 
664 as compared with 1899-1900, the increase being steady and appreciable in 
the cas.e of Upper Primary Schools. Tlie number of pupils amending both the' 
Upper and Lower Primary StfixooU rose by 24,137, while during Ahe preeading 
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quinquennium it fell by 3,357. The number of Special schools increased by 
4l owing to the establishment of Guru-training schools and returned 1,939 
pupils, as against 911 in 1899-1900 and 6*20 in 1894-95. The Division Ins a 
total population of 8,145,332 persons according to the census of 1901, of whom 
there were 621,221 boys of school-going age at 15 per cent, of the male 
population. The number of pupils actually at school was •'•{5'9 per cent, of the 
boys of school-going age, as against 3:r3 per cent, in the last j’ear of each 
of the two preceding quinquennial periods. 

The total expenditure on education shows a gradual increase under all 
the heads excejn ^Middle Schools. The expenditure from the Provincial 
revenues increased chiefly under the heads‘‘Primary” and “Special” schools 
and decreased under the head “High Schools”. The District Boards’ expau- 
diture increased to an appreciable extent under the heads “ High Schools” and 
“Primary Schools ” The expenditure from the Municipal funds increased under 
the heads “ High and Primary Schools,*’ but it decreased greatly undoi the head 
Middle schools as compared with the year 1894-95 though there was a slight 
increase as compared with the year 1899-1900. The expenditure from otlier 
sources increased under the heads “high” and “ppeical” schools but gradully 
decreased in the ca.se of Middle and Primary Schools. The rise in the expen- 
. diture from the Provincial revenues on primary education was due to special 
grants made for the i.inp?qveinent of primary education. 

145. There are four college.s in the Division, of which tiio one at Daulot- 

„ . , pur in Khulna is an unafliliated one and is reported 

mTersitj-c uca ion. doing fairly good work tliongh it has a poor 

laboratory. The three other colleges, viz., the Krishnagar College in Nadia, the 
Berhampore College in Murshidabad and the Narail Victoria College in Jessore 
Bend up pupils for examinations in arts, the College in Naiail being, however, 
a second grade College only, while the two others are first grade Colleges. The 
Berhampore College has been transferred to the management of a Board of 
Trustees with Maharaja Maniudro Chandra Nandi of Cossiiubazar as President 
by whom it is now financed and the District Magistrate and the District Judge 
as members. It now imparts instruction up to the M. A. standard of the 
Calcutta University in Arts and up to the B. L. standard in Law of the saino 
University. 


CllAPXEK XXVir.-HOSI'lT.iLS DISPICWSARIES 

151. Appendix XXVII to this report shows the working of hospitals and 
dispensaries in the Division during the qinuquenniura 1900—1901 as compared 
witn the two jiieceding quinquennial periods I’here were 58 indoor and 
outdoor dispensaries in the Division during the period under report, against 53 
in 1805—99 and 42 in 1890 — 94, The inerBOse of five dispensaries during the 
period under report was due to the establishment-of four new dispensaries in the 
24-Pargana8, viz , Tentulia, Pelpnkur, ifagrahat and Garden Reach, to the 
inclusion in this category’-, of the Jheniduh and Bangoon dispen.Baries which 
had hitherto treated only police cases as indoor patients and to the closure of 
the Arnakali Zanana Hospital in Murshidabad in the preceding quinquennium 
which was then reported but not removed from the hst. 7’lie number of out- 
•door dispensaries also rose, of which Nadia contributed three, Jessore one and 
JH^ulna five. 

1’he total average annual income in the preeent quinquennium was 
Re. 1,81,109, against Rs. 1,36,717 in li?95-^99 and Rs. 91,323 in 1890—94. 
There was an increase in all districts in the income derived from municipal 
and District Board grants except in the 24-Fargana8, where however, private 
subscriptions have more than compensated the loss from that source. 

The average annual number in-patients treated during thd present 
quinquenniuri^was 0,227, against 4^831 in !895—99|md 3,938 in 1890—94, and 
that eA out-jfetients w’as 431,397, against 333,462 sS 1895—9^and 199,831 in 
1890—94. rise was gradual in kU the districts and is probably duo to the 

greater appreciation^-by the public of the English method of treatment and the 
care taken of the patients treated' in the dispensaries. The average annual total 
numbw of patients similarly rose from 203,769 in 1890—94 to 336,698 
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in 1895—99 and to 4:i7,6'24 in 1900—-lv'04. The daily average mnnber of 
in-patients treated during the quinquennium w as 125-3. against llfl'T in 1895— 

99 and 95*2 in 1890—91, and that of out-paiients 4,619*2, against 3,934*9 in 
1895—99 and ^,898 6 in 1890—91. The cost of diet per i»t-pattent has risen 
from annas two in 1890—91 to annas two and pies six in i900—1901, and the 
total number of out-patients treated was 5 2 per x*ent of tho total population 
of the Division against ■»*2 in 1895—99 and 2*o in 1890—91. 

1:>2. In the 24-Parganas a new masonry Iniilding was constructed during 
the quinquennium for the Jiaruipur Municipal Dispensary, and the site of the 
North Dum-Dum Municipal Dispensary was sliifted from NimM to Birati, where 
a new building was constmeted for the ])mpose 'J'ho Garulia disjKjnsary 
opened an indoor ward and tlie Jeynagar dispensary had a building 
constructed f‘»r tho same purjKJse, but the latter could not be opened for want 
of funds. Towards the close of the year lOOl-iOO.; Government sanctioned 
some improvements in the North Suburban Hospital at Cossipore at an esti¬ 
mated cost of Rs. 28,000 and granted a contiibution of Rs. 20,000 for the 
purpose. 'File improvements are being carried *out under tho supcM vision of 
tho Public Works Department of Government. 

153. In the district of Murshidabad the Berhainpoi’c Chaiitable Dispen¬ 
sary was coiisiderubly improved by the addition oi r female ward for receiving 
in patients, the cc.nHtvuction of a cottage ward and the addition of a Bci>aruto 
out dooo (li.spo'i.sary from the donation of Rs. 6,0oo given by Raja .Jogendra 
Naroyan Roy of Lalirola for the purpose. 'J'hc same gv-ntleman has also given 
a further sum of Rs. 5,000 for the constructi<in of an operation room in the 
dispensary and Government has contributed K.s. 500 for sui-gical equipments. 

It is proposed to add quarters to the Murshidahad Dispensary for the Lady 
Doctor attached to it and Government has Ranctionc l a contribution ef Rs. 500 
for its equipment. The Kandi Grish Chandra Hos|)ital, which is maintained 
fivnn the interest of an endowment of Ks. l,00,4c() made by the late Kumdv 
Girisli Chandra Sinha of Paikpara, supplemented hy an annual grant of Rs. WO 
from the local municipality, is reportcu to be veny popular and certain improve* 
nionts are proposed to the existing building for w'tiich ptirpose land has already 
been acquired. Babu Dhanput Singh NfAvlakha utade a generous gift of 
Rs. 15.000 for the construction of a new building for the Aziinganj Dispeasajry, 
the foundation-stone of wliiidi has already bofii laid. This gcntlcmau has 
jjaid a further sum of Rs. 1,0 '0 for the equinment of the dispensary towards 
which Government has also contributed Us. 500. Cousidei'able improvements 
have been effected in the Jangipur Dispensary building also. 

.154. In .le.*^sore medical centres were opened at Kaliganj, Sripur p.nd 
several other places to treat case.s of molavial fiver which prevailed with virulence 
in 1004-1905 and Civil llospiml Assi.-tant8 from tho nearest dispensaries 
visited those centres on fixed days to distribute mc'lichie to the patients who 
came from the surrounding villages. The distinct is exceedingly unhealthy 'an I 
malarial fever prevails hero to an appalling e.^tent. Tlie facilities for medical 
relief are most inadequate and a great many more dispensaries and hoitpitals 
are considered to be absolutely nec'-ssary, though tho District Boar*i has not 
yet been able to undeilake the additional work for want of funds. In Khulna 
a pauper ward was added to each of the dispensary buildings at Khulna and 
Bagiritat, and tho suggestions of the Inspector General of Civil Hospitals, 
Bengal, as regards improveindnts in furniture, buildings, instruments, and 
separation of male and female patients as w» ll as other sugge-^tiorts were 
Cjorried out during the quinquennium. The “ Floating Dispensary ” opened 
l)y the District Board of Khulna to givo immediate medic <1 help in cases 
oi epidemic disease# in the distant interior of that river dii-trict .is specially 
mu|ilioned as having woiked satisfaotorilv and fulfilled the oljject jn view. 

156, ^ Besides the p'ublic dispensaries tyoro w-ere several private charitable 
diwensarieB in the Division,^ which the following are specially tnfhiioned as 
Iving done exceptionally good 'work during tho period under review:— 

(1) Tho dispensary at Kriahnagar, maintained by the Chtlrch of England 

Zanana Minion-lor the liedf ment of w omen, 

(2) 1 he Natudah Dispensary, maintained by tho Pal Choudhuries of 

Natqdab'

(3J The Ranaghat Medical Mission’s Hospital and Dispensary at Rana< 
ghat, opened under the direction of Mr. J. Monro, c.b., formerly 
of the Bengal Civil Service. 

The last-named Misbion has, besides this, hospital at Ranaghat for men 
and women, dispensaries at Kaliganj, Santipur and Bhawanipur in addition 
to the original dispensary at Ranaghat. Its operations have been at present 
temporarily su^'pended or reduced. 

xxxrv.—SOCIAf. AND POLIl'ICAL INSTirUTTONS. 

174. There are no social or political institutions of any impoitance in this 
Division. In the 24-Pargana8, the only institutions worth mentioning are the 
Branch Indian Association at Diamond Uarbour, the Barasai Association, the 
Barrackpore People’s Association anil, the Halisahar Goodwill Fraternity, 
besides which there are some rate payers’ associations in some of the municipal- 
ties, wJioso object is to bring the views of a minority of the Municipal Com- 
inissiooers to tlie noti<*e of Government. Of the associations referred to above 
the Branch Indian Association, which is composed chiefly of local pleaders, is 
now almost defunct. The Barasat Association is the oldest institution in the 
subdivision, where it is doing some good work. It maintains a girls’ school 
and a small library, helps the needy and watches and criticises the proceedings 
of the Municipal Commissioners. The Barrackpore People’s Association 
degenerated in character and submitted some malicious petitions, on which 
it has ceased to be re(5ogni.sed by the Government. It is to be regretted that the 
Home for Hindu widows ut Baranagoro ceased to exist in 1901-1902 owing 
to tlie continued ill-healtu of its founder, Babu Sashipada Banerji. There are 
Han Sabhas at Diamond Harbour, Gopaln^ar, Natra and other places. These 
are purely religious institiTlions. In Nadia there are no social or political 
institutions. There are only some local societies for charitable purposes, 
besides some rate-payers’ associations in the towns. The Collector says that the 
pleaders’ and muktears’ libraries form c(‘Utrc8 for the support of the Congres.s 
movement. There is a Murshidabad branch of thts Indian Association in the 
Mursliidabad district, whoso objects are b >rli political and social. Under 
instructions fr*om Calcutta, the association dealt with such subjects as the sepa¬ 
ration of the Judicial from the Exoi utive Department of the Government, the 
reform of the Police, the Calcutta University Bill, the Partition of Bengal, etc. 
The other associations at the head quarters of the district are the Murshidabad 
Muhammadan Association, which aims at the intellectual and moral amelioration 
of the .cerdition of the Muhmmadan community, and the Anjumani, the aim' 
of whicli is to help the poor aud the distressed. Besides these there, are (li the 
‘‘Kayastha Samiii” at Jangipur, the object of which is to fix the social position 
of the Kayaisthas and to bring about the fusion of the four classes of that caste 
into one; (2) the “ Arangabad Sanmilani” also in f;!*© Jangipur subdivision, 
the chief obfect of which is to construct and repair roads, to sink wells, and to 
assist llie helpless, the sick and the old; and the “ Mahisya Samiti, ” which 
deals exclusively with social matters relating to the caste of Mahesyas. In 
■Jessore the Brahmachari Asram ” is inaintamed by Rai Jodunath Mojumdar 
Bahadur, by whom it was originally started with the object of imparting instruc¬ 
tion in the Vedas and the other sacred .books of the Hindus. It has not, how¬ 
ever’, so far proved verjfc successful. Thei*e are in the district some other 
institutiens of a purely local-cbai;acter, such as the “ Kalia Young Men’s Asso-. 
ciarmn,’’ the “ .Jessore Young Men’ji Association ” and the “ Mngura Progressive* 
Union,” the last two of which have now a merely nominal existence. A' few- 
“'Hari Savas ” also exist here and there, where men occasionally meet, disciiss 
religious matters and sing religu^us ■ songs. The Khulna People’s Association 
iri Khulna, though an old institution, now eljfets merely in name and is in 
evic^ence, only when His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor visits the town A 
new club, named-tho “ Gentlemen’s Club, ”'was started at Khulna in 1903-1904 
This is a social institution, and has no concefti with ‘politics. There are two 
religious instiiiitions in the district one at Khulna, called the Dharma 
Sabha, ” and the other at Bagerhat, known as the “ Hari S^ha. ” 
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CHAPTER AXXVI.0BBLATIOH BETWEEIJ LANDLORDS AND TENANTS. 


177. In the 24-Parganas the relatione between landlords and tenants arc 
reported to have been fairly satisfactory during the quinquennium except in a 
few cases. It is said that in the Sundarban tracts within the Oiamond Harbour 
and Basii'hat subdivisions, some of the petty landholders, who are known 
as ganiidan or hfdar$f are in the habit of^ inducing tenants to take up lands 
for reclamation on easy terms under invalid d^'cnmi nts, and l^sequcntly, 
as soon as the lands are brought under cultivation, of trying to oust them in 
favour of a new set of tenants. This occasionally led to the institution of cases 
under sections 107 and 145 of the Criminal Proceduio Code in connection with 
reclaimed lands in the Sundarbans. The raiyats of the Sundarbans arc 
generally rack rented and oppressed by the lotdais. There were rouiplainta 
Sgairist * * / • 

•, for neglecting to repair the embankments which he was bound to repair 
under the leases granted to him and for not giving printed rent-receipts to his 
tenants. Under the instructions of Mr. Stevenson-Moore, the Subdivisional 
Offiocr of Diamond Harbour, called upon the landlord to produce the counterfoil 
rent-receipts. This lias had the desit^ effect and math-rs are nov9 going ou 
smoothly. The tenants of * * * 

also complained against their landlords for oppression and exaction of ahwahi 
and a naib of the former was convicted under section Indian Penal Code, 
and sentenced to suffer ligorous impris<-nii)ent for titrie months arid to pay a 
fine of Kb. 200. The senti-pco has had a saliitaiy effect and the relation 
between these landlords and their tei ants has now bocoine more satisfactory. 
'J hero were complaints also against • • * ’ 

• * • • and a few 

minor propiietors that they did not keep the embankments which protect the 
lands of their tenants from the ingress of salt water in pn-per repair, and that 
they were enhancing rents by consolidating abuahs with them and wcmo refus- 
iiig to give pattas except wi'h conditions which were illegal and oppressive., 
»S(jme of these matters are still per ding at the end of the year. In the Basirhat 
Hubdivi-ioii # ♦ • # 

• • * tried to get eiihanctd 

rents from their tenants. The landlords in the Barasat and Basirhat sub¬ 
divisions are largely absentees, ♦ • * 

• *. The tenants in the Basirhat subdivision, whose crops 
wore destroyed by the floods of September 1900, got fome help from their 
landlords in the shape of seed'^^rains. It is reported that the Port Canning 
Company treat their tenants with kindness and consideration, and spend a large 
amount annually fur the construction and repair of embankmonts. Raja 
Benay Krishna Dob of Sovabazar, the heirs of the late Babu Prosad Dus Dutt, 
the late AJabaruja Durga Charan Law, and Babu Mohendra Natli Patra of 
Belpukur are well spoken of as zamindars. The last nrined gentleman contri¬ 
buted a Sum of Rs. 3,000 towards the establishment of a di.spt-iiBary at Bel¬ 
pukur, and in previous years he subscribed liberally towards other works of 
benevolence and public utility. 


178. In Nadia the abandonment of the indigo cultivation and the transfet 
of old established concerns to laud syndicates gave rise to many disputes in 
the northern part of the district, especially in the Sliikarpur c'-nceru in 
1903-1904. The demand of produce rents for other than iudigu lands and of 
enhanced rents as compensation for abandoning tho claim to grow indigo was 
strenuously opposed by the tenants. It is probable that the ntbandi system 
which prevails generally will gradually give place to a more eetthil tenun'. 
Tho tiiiants in many cases claim occupancy ugbts and there were rumours tl.at 
tire uthandi otsteni was to be abolished and that a low rate had been fixed for 
uthandi lands. Litigation is still going on in the Civil Courts, but tlic muttets 
in dispute have, in most oases, been arranged. Tho levy of abwals is still 
reported occasionally. Babu • • • is responsible for 

most of tho litigation in the civil and settlement courts, the chief point at isMie 
being the standard of measurement. 
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179. In MurshidsUad th& relations between tbe landlords and their tenants 
were generally cordial with only a few exceptions. I'hu estate of the Nawab 
Bahadur of Murdhidubad continued to be well managed. Raja Jogendra Karain 
Roy of Lulgola is said to be a model zamindar who deserves great praise for his 
peaceful and benevolent disposition and his sympathy with his tenants. Munshi 
Zillar Rahman altag Raja Mian of Talibpiir and Chaudhuri Keramatulla of Salar 
did their best to alleviate the distress of their tenants in 1903-1904, when the 
Kandi subdivision was visited with a drought. In the case of the long-standing 
dispu'e between Maharaja Manindra Chandm Nandi of Cossimbazar and his 
Beldniiga tenants, a survey and record-of-rights was sanctioned by Govern¬ 
ment, but as the work was about io be taken in hand, the leading tenants went 
over to the Maiiaraja’s party and applied to have the matter dropjied. The 
other tenants, however, are still urging on the necessity for the proceedings 
being continued i lie question has not yet been settled. 

• 80. The big zsmindars in Jessore are, for tlae most part, absentees and 
take littlo interest iu the welfare of tiieir tenants. It is stated that they spend 
very little on loc.ti works of public utility or philanthropy. The naibs are 
generaly ill paid, illiterate and unscrupulous, and are oppressive towards the 
tenants. The * zamindais are on chronic bad terms with the Jalias 

or fishermen * *, and there have been numerous cases, civil 

and criminal, between the parties. The Narail zamindars have, it is reported, 
improved in their conduct towards their tenants. In the Jbenidah subdivision 
there were disputes between Air. Shirreff and his tenants, as the former 
dem'inded increased rent, and seveial criminal cases were instituted. One of the 
tahsildars of Mr. Siiirreff was also murdered by the tenants. A survey and 
record-of rights of the villages Avas ordered by Government and taken in nand, 
but it was subsequently stopped on the application of Mr. SliirreS who stated 
that he had come to an amicable settlement with his tenants. R^ja Promotho 
Btiushan Deb Rny of Naldanga is reported on favourably as a benevolent and 
sympathetic zamindar and Mr. Shirreff also is, on the whole, commended as a 
good landlord. In Khulna, as in Jessore, the zamindars are mostly non-residents 
and their properties are left entirely under tLo supervision of the local agents 
who are generally ill-paid * *. Ahwahs or illegal cesses were, 

it is reported, exacted by * • • 


•. Roy Hari Charan Choudhury Bahadur and Babu Girija Nath Roy 
Choudhury, among the resident zamindars, and the Honble Jusuce Chandra 
Mahdeb (ih >86, Babu Narendra Kumar Mitter and Mr. B. Pal Choudhury, 
among the non-resident zamindars aro said to have taken an intereat in the 
welfare of their tenants and to have managed their properties satisfactorily. It 
is, hi.wevor, to be regretted that little interest is taken by any of the zamindars 
in improving agriculture. 

181 The only personal knowledge of agricultural affairs in the Division 
which 1 have yet acquired is with reference to the southern port, principally 
(jundai'ban grants. It seems to me that progress is very much retarded because 
the landlords or settlement-holders will not honestly accept the duty of embank¬ 
ing. They try to shuffle it off on their tenants by clauses in kahuliyaU etc. 
But it is self-evident that it is only the landlord who can effectively Tnaintaiif 
circuit embankments against salt water. 

ZZXVIl.—OENURAL UEMaBKS. 

182. The quinquennium under report was, on the whole, a period of general 
prosperity throughout the Division, though the crops in particular localities 
had suffered greatly in 1000-1901 from tlie floods li^aght about by the exoee- 
sive rainfall of that yeiir. The construction of the Morwdabad section of the 
Ranaghat-Mursliidabad Railway, which is now almost competed, will no doabt 
prove a great boon to the people of Nadia and Mtusihidabaa and will supply a 
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long felt want The new railway wiU bo opened for 'peasesger iraillo beian 
long, and the reaonroes of those districts jire sure to.heiilifitby ^facilities 
which a railway affords to trade and commerce. 

Much improvement in the ef&ciency^ of the rural police is expected 
from the panchayati system which is now being gradually introduced and the 
appointment of highly respectable men, who are being vested with various 
powers under the CMminal Procedure Code, as presidents of panchayets. The 
expansion of tho system will have to be carefully watched and fostered by the 
district officers in order to ensure its success. The new pwchayets with their 
extended powers are likely to make a good many mistakes and at the same 
time, are likely to be sensitive as to the manner in which these are corrected 
while, where there is much factious feeling, they may not improbably be found 
incompetent to take the proper measures for preservation of tho peace. In 
such matters the system will require very delicate handling. 

The reduction of the selt du^y and the raising of the minimum limit of 
assessment under the Income-tax Act from iis. 500 to Bs. J,000 have been much 
appreciated by the public. There was progress in about all branches of the 
administration during the past quinquennium. General improvement seems 
most apparent in the southern part of the Division. Althqugh the various 
systems of Sundarbans reclamation which have hitherto been tried, have none 
of them been very successful, yet there is a steady increase in cultivation and 
population in the comparatively new country north of the Sundarbans. This was 
shown by the great increase in the valuation of Khulna at the last revaluation, 
as it produces increased road cess revenue, it reacts upon communioations, 
The people of these districts ace apparently becoming alive to the great 
importance of keeping their waterways open for the sake of health and for 
facility of traffic.

The income for the year 1901-1905 amounted to Rs. 88,86,726, against 
Bvremiereoeipta and expeodi- Rs. 79,65,376 for the year )603-I904. The 
^ expenditure amounted to Rs. 82,3^,754. The 

balance of receipts over expenditure in the year, after deducting Ks. 14,681, 
representing the net expenditure in 1904-1905 under t'le Boiid Debt 
Account in respect of transactions previous to April 1904, was Rs. 6,39,289. 
Adding this amount to the acctunulated balances of previous yeari*, the total 
surplus revenue on the Slat Mardi 1905 was Rs. 2S,70,425. 

2. Of the above amount, a sum of R» 18,1.',827 has already been set 

Bevenue Beserte Fund. formation of a Revenue Reserve Fund, 

and a fuithcr contribut'on of Rs. 7,03.768 will now 
be made, increasing the total at credit of the Fund to Rs. 26,21,595. 

3. A sum of Rs. 30,67,305 was expended during ihe year on various now 

Onpitnl expwtditnre works; the more impoitant w'orks cumpleicd or in 

^ p«» • progress were:— 

A four-storied warehouse at the jetties; 

A 30-fon floating crane; 

Construction and equipment of berth No. 14 in the tidal basin; 

Enlargement of the grain depot at Kantapukur; 

Transit sheds at the docks to accommodate the tea brought by inland 
Vessels; 

Provision of two more berths for tlie export of coal in Dock No. 2 ; 

The second Dry Dock, which was nearly completed within the year and 
is now in use. 

Two despatch steamers for use in the survey of the Port Approaches; and 

A self-contained light-vessel and buoys illuminated by gas. 

The expenditure was met partly by tempoiary advances from Revenue 
Funds and partly by overdrafts on the bank of Bengal. 

4. Tiie capital debt oi the Trust on the 31st March 1905 was 
Rs. 4,38,10,320. Against this debt the Commissioners liold properties, iiicOuding 
works in progress, stores, cash and securities in hand, of tlio value of 
Rs. 6,68,24,200: this does not include the Strand Bank and Howrah Foror 
shore lands, the capitalised value of which at present rates of rent would 
amount to a considerable sum. At the same time a sum of Rs. 47,10,:-;43 has 
been accumulated by annual contributions from Revenue towards a Sinking 
.Fund for repayment of the debenture luaus, and may therefore be treated as an 
additional asset. The position of the Commissioners with respect to their debt 
is threfore satisfactory. 

5. In addition to the Revenue Reserve and Sinking Funds, the 
DepMci»tion«ndln.MMceFund.. Commissioners have a De])ieciation Fund tor 

vessels and plant and a Fire Insurance Fund. The 
additions made to these funds during the year amounted to Rs. 2,36,299 und 
Rs. 13,900, resiKjctively; but a sum of Rs. 4,60,433 had to be willidiawn from 
the Depremation Fund to meet expenditure cliargotiblo to that Fund. /tt. 
the close of the year, the balance at credit of these funds stood at Rs.* 11,89,003 
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6. The following table, reproduced from the Coidbiissioners’ report, ehowH 
the details of the receipts and charges of the Kevenae Account for the year 
under review, as compared with the similar figures for the previous year. 
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It is to bo noted with reference to the above that but for reductions in 
various rates which have been granted, the revenue of 1904-1905 would have 
been greater by Ks. 1,20,000. 

The most noticeable feature is the largo increase of 4| lakhs in the 
receipts from river dues. At present these dues are levied by annual retiuisi- 
tions of this Government under the powers given by section 108 of tho 
Calcutta Port Act. Tho question whether the river dues should be now 
regarded as a permanent source of income to tho Port Trust Is uudor 
consideration. 

There is a material decrease in the net receipts from the Commissiones’ 
Railway which is due to tho charges for hire and demurrage of extra wagons 
and engines rec[mred to meet the increase in the shipments of seeds and coal. 
The Commissiouers have taken steps to increaso their rolling stock and to 
improve their sidings which will facilitate unloading and will avoid charges 
for demurrage. 

The receipts from the wet docks continue to expand, but so do the work¬ 
ing expenses, and the net result is a little beliind that of the previous year. 
The goods exported over the dock quays aggregated 3,826,370 tons which is 
a figure far above that of any previous year. Tho principal increases are in 
the items wheat and seeds, and coal. So far the docks have been very little 
used for the import of goods and only 20,067 tons were landed there during the

year under review. The dry dock .continues to give a sulMtantial return on the 
apital invested in it, which is stated at Bs. 8,65,918. 

7. Two hundred and fifty-nine vessels, with an ag'gpregate tonnage of 

Vessel* berthedat thejettie.. 905,991, weio berthed at the jetties duri^ the 

year, against 266 vessels, with a toni^e of 852,680 
in the year 1903-1904. The average tennage of vessels has increased from 
3,205 to 3,498. The average num^r of days that each vessel occupied' 
the jetties was 6*8 days. 

The present accommodation at the jetties is insufficient for the require¬ 
ments of the trade of the Port. This is illustrated by the following table given 
by the Commissioners in their report:—

In addition to the above, nine ves-eels bringing import cargo discharged at 
the docks owing to a jetty berth not being available. Although 27 per cent, 
of import cargo steamers were mure or less inconvenienced for want of jetty 
berths, the total period during which one or more berths were vacant during the 
year was 414 days. This is a matter demanding earnest attention from the 
Commissioners. 

Since tlie close of the year under review, the difficulties have been accen¬ 
tuated by the failure of jetty No. 2. The work of reconstruction is in hand, 
and estimates, aggregating Hs. 26,36,800 have been sanctioned for an extension 
of the jetties Avhich will provide for two more berths.

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THE MONSOON OF 1906.

METEOEOLOGIOAL SUMMARY FOR THE MONSOON PERIOD 

OP 1906. 

The most striking feature of the last cold weather in Northern India was 
the nearly steady procession of shallow and diffuse areas of low pressure 
followed by areas of high pressure travelling across India from west to east. 
The immediate effect on the direction of the wind was that while a depression 
was approaching Bengal from the west, there was an indraught of warm moist 
air from the south and south-west, and after its centre had passed eastwards and 
the barometer was rising again the wind shifted round through west and north¬ 
west to north, which implied a descent of cold air from the Himalayas and a 
corresponding fall of temperature This constituted a so-called “cold wave,” 
and the succession of such conditions was the featuro of the whole north-east 
monsoon period of 1904-1905. 

The development of cloud round such a depression was such as to diminish 
the daily range of temperature, and it was especdall}^ the night temperature 
during the “warm wave” preceding each “cold wave ” that was^so much above 
normal as to more than compejisate for the defect of the maximum day tem¬ 
perature. It was only with the advancing Itigh pressure and descent of cold 
clear air that night temperature began to fall rapidly bolow the normal. This 
succession of phenomena was common to all these “ waves,” and only varied 
in minor details. 

Considerable rainfall was also associated with these depressions, so that 
the total rainfall for the pre-monsoon period was largely in excess of the 
normal for every division of the Province. 

No less than five such complete cyclfis of events, each with its accompany¬ 
ing “cold wave,” passed over the whole of Bengal and Assam during January. 
Four of them, especially the first and the fourth, gave fairly general rainfall, 
that due to the first being everywhere heavy. 

This succession of cold waves continued with only a slightly longer period 
into February, and they were at the same time marked by greater intensity of 
cold. Tho first one gave almost universal, though liglit, rain to the Province 
on the 6th and 6th. The second gave considerably heavier rain on the 16th, 
17th and 18th, and the third gave only very little local rain on ttie 28rd and 
24th. The cold wave that followed immediately in the wake of the first of 
these depressions established a record in tho matter of cold over tlio whole 
Province during the nights of the 9th and 10th. The rainfall of January had 
failed to make up for the deficiencies of tho period from 16th October 
tuSist December 1904 in East and South-West Bengal and Orissa, and tiiat 
of February made it good iu South-West Bengal only. 

Another shallop depression which had just reached the western border of 
the Province at the end of h’ebruary gave general rain everywhere except in 
North Bengal on the Jst and 2nd of March, and was followed by throe 
more depre.-^sions of the same general charaotorin steady succession through the 
whole montli. The sharp fall of temperature after the 1st was followed imme¬ 
diately by a period when the Province was under the influecoe of a diffused low 
pressure area, giving very unsettled weather and widely-scattered rain every day 
from the 7th to the 12th. After a second fall of temperature there was a rise 
to just above normal on the I7th, followed by rain on the 2l8t and 22nd over 
tlie whole Province except South Bihar and Ohota Nagpur. The fourth depres¬ 
sion of the month was of a still more irregular kind, and gave only very light 
rain widely scattered both as to tiute and space. 'I’bo wider variation of these 
March depressions from the standard type was to be expected as associated 
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with the change of the season-^the fall of the barotoeter over the land to initiate 
the hot-weather conditions. So far as pressure and temperature was concerned, 
these were in fact practically established over North-East India by the end 
of March. Orissa was the only division where the rainfall was still in slight 
defect, and in every other division it was in large excess. 

The essentially unsteady barometric conditions of the preceding months 
were fully maintained throughout April with the'same accompaniments of low 
temperature and large rainfall, so that at the end of the month' the only 
residual deficiency in Orissa was wiped out and the excess for all other 
divisions increasea. 'J'he depressions and cold waves of April were, however, 
still less clearly defined and more irregular in character than their predecessors. 
The usual norwesters u ere even morn frequent than usual. 

These thunderstorms were equally numerous in Maj^r, being apparently 
facilitated in their formation by the strong south-east winds which prevailed 
during the greater part of the month. They were responsible for lowering 
the temperature and affording abundant rain. 

Though meteorological conditions were practically normal at the end of 
May, and though an advance of tlte monsoon current had actually taken place 
up the east of the Bay, giving rain to Burma during the first week of June, this 
advance proved only, to be a premature effort, and the weather over the 
Province relapsed to a condition of quite abnormally oppressive heat during 
practically the whole month, only relieved during the last week by a thin 
veiling of cloud, which proved to be the forerunner of the true monsoon. 
Rainfall for the month was in very largo defect in every division, and the 
large total excess for the whole north-east monsoon period, which had been 
fully maintained up to the end of May, was reduced to just above normal in 
Bengal and to nearly 25 per cent, below normal in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and 
Orissa. Such rain as fell—practically only in Assam, North and East Bengal 
and a few showers in South-West Bengal—was due to a second feeble effort 
at advance of the rain-bearing currents again along and from the oast side of 
the Bay. 

Tno monsoon can scarcely be said to have burst” on any particular day 
in Bengal, but it may bo regarded as having been practically and actively 
established by the passing of a cyclonic storm westward across the coast of 
Orissa on the 30th of June. L urinsr the first few days of July rain was 
continuous and heavy everywhere in Jiengal, Orissa, and Chota Nagpur, and 
extended up to Bihar on the 4th of the month. A steady series of typical 
monsoon cyclonic storms from the Bay of Bengal maintained au almost 
continuous and copious precipitation all over the Province for tlio rest of the 
month, which was more than sufficient to compensate for the deficiencies of the 
preceding montli. 'i'he actual excess above normal was, however, confined to 
the first half of tl)o n»onth, there being oven a slight defect after the 16th from 
which date the monsoon rain is usually calculated. This abundant rain 
naturally reduced the temperature rather below normal, with only slight rises 
above normal during the very brief intervals of a day or two when no rain fell. 

The same steady rain continued all over the Province almost without 
intermission throughout August, but whereas in July it was directly due to a 
succession of no loss than five small cyclonic storms forming at the head of the 
Bay, August was remarkable for the entire absence of such local depressions, and 
its precipitation was the outcome of an ascensional movement on a much grander 
scale in the normal monsoon current. The total rain for the month was more 
than d(»uble the usual amount in North Bengal, in large excess in Bibar 
and East Bengal, nearly normal in South-West Bengal, and in 
considerable to largo defect in Ohuta Nagpur and Orissa ; but it waS only in 
the last division that there wasfiny serious deficiency on the total for the first 
eight months of the year. The mean temperature only varied by 1" or 2° from 
normal, being above in those dit^isious where there was too little rain, and 
below where the rainfall was heavy. 

Thii strong monsoon current was fully maintained throughout September 
by an-abnormally steep pressure gradient up the Bay. Contrary to what is 
usually expected, there was not a single “ break ” in the rains of any import¬ 
ance. During the month three depressions formed over South Bengal, and 
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two cyclonic storms developed in the Bay, one of which travelling westwards 
crossed the coast at Calingapatam and caused very serions devastation along the 
Circars coast. The total rainfall for the month was abo^e its normal amount 
in every division of the Province, the excess being especially large in East 
Bengal, Ghota Nagpur, and Bihar, and least where it was least wanted, viz., in 
North Bengal. September was in fact a most beneficial month fur Bengal, 
and at the end of the month Orissa was the only division with a deficiency of 
17 per cent, still to be made good. 

Unfortunately this was not achieved during October, whose rainfall was 
very seriously deficient in Bihar, Ghota Nagpur, and Orissa. East and South* 
West Jiengal were the only divisions where the rainfall for the month was 
abunclant. The weather of October was in fact in a sense abnormal, though 
such abnormality is always to be expected during the transition period from 
the south-west to the north-east monsoon. 

After a couple of days’ continuance of the very heavy precipitation which 
was falling at the end of September, rain ceased altogether, and for the greater 
part of tno month the whole Pro»dnce groaned under all' the unpleasant 
conditions of one long break in the rains. Towards the end of the month an 
area of unsettled barometric conditions travelled right round the Bay almost 
parallel with the coast, finally developing into a small cyclonic storm which 
ultimately passed inland near Chittagong on the 26th and broko up in the 
Assam Hills. This depression was associated with the last effort at revival 
of t.he monsoon current, and gave rain successively all round the coast and 
finally in East and North Bengal and Assam. 

On the whole then the south-west monsoon of 1905 was n most generous 
one in Bengal, though Orissa again did not get quite its full share and Bihar 
was unfortunate in the restriction hi time of the wet season—in particular on 
account of its stopping prematurely early.
